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Superior and- through this ambitious Humour, and Thirſt after 
more Power, in theſe two Men, the whole Roman Empire being 
divided into two oppoſite Factions, there was produced hereby the 
moſt deſtructive War that ever afflicted it; and the like Folly too 
much Reigns in all other Places: Could about thirty Men be per- 
ſuaded to live at Home in Peace, without enterprizingfupon the 
Rights of each ather for the Vain- glory of Conqueſt, and the En- 
largement of Power, the whole World might be at Quiet; but 
their Ambition, their Follies, and their Humour, leading them con- 
ſtantly to encroach upon, and quarrel with each other, they in- 
volve all that are under them in the Miſchiefs hereof, and ma 
Thouſands are they which yearly. periſh by it: So that it may a 
moſf raiſe a doubt, whether the Benefit, which the World receives 
from Government, be ſufficient to make Amends for the Calami- 
ties, which it ſuffers from the Follies, Miſtakes, and Male-admi- 
niſtrations of thoſe that manage it. | 

At this Time flouriſhed Diodorus Sicalus, the famous Greet Hi- 
ſtorian: (c) He was dorn at Ayrium in Sicily, from whence he 
had the Name oh Siculus, i. e, the Sicilian : He was the Author 
of the general Hiſtory called his Bibhotheca: He was thirty Years 
in the collecting and idling of it, and imployed fo much Dili- 
gence, Pains, and Expence herein, that he travelled over moſt of 
the Countries, whole Affairs are treated of in this Hiſtory, that ſo 
he might with the greater Accuracy write of them ; and for this 
Purpoſe, (d) he tells us, he went into Egypt in the firſt Year of 
the hundred and eightieth Olympiad, which was the ſixtieth before 
Chrift, the very Year of which we now treat; Ptolemy ſurnamed 
Dionyſus Neos, or the new Batthuz, then reigning there. This 


' Bibliotheca contained forty. Books, of which, only; fifteen are now 


remaining, excepting ſome. ſew Fragments and Abſtracts out of 
the reſt which ate. preſerved in the Works of other Writers; it 


begins from the ancieateſt of Times, and was continued down to 


this Year : The five firſt Books are ſtill entire, but the five next 
are all wanting; the other ten ſtill remaining, are the tenth, the 
eleventh, and ſo on to the twentieth incluſive, with which all that 


is now extant of this Author ends, in the Vear of the building of 


Rome 452, M. Livius Denter, and MH. AÆmilius Paulus, being 
then Conſuls. Of the other twenty-five Books we have nothing 
now left us, but the Fragments and; Abſtracts, which I have men- 
tioned : Had they been all ſtill entire, ſo valuable an Hiſtory would: 
have been very acceptable to the -Leatned : The five firſt Books, 


z tho they have a great Intermixture of Fable, yet contain many

the Holy Scriptures ; and the next five would have yielded much 
more had the deen ſtill extant; and for this Reaſon the Loſs of 
theſe fivenis mbre to be lamented, than that of all the other twen- 
ty. This Author lived to a very great Age, for he continued 
down to the middle of the Reign of Auguſtus. ; 

The Time for which Marcius Philippus was appointed to govern 
Syria being expired, (e) Lentulus Marcellinus was ſent from Rome 
to ſucceed him: Both of them had a great deal of Trouble creat- 
ed them by the Arabs; who being a thieviſh Sort of People, living 
moſtly upon Rapine and Plunder, much infeſted that Province dur- 
ing the Time in which they governed it. N 


Anno 59. | Julius Cæſar being this Vear Conſul of Rome, 
A. M. 44:6. (/ forced Bibulus his Colleague to quit to him all 
** the Adminiſtration and Power of the Government, 
Il. 5. which he managed with great Application and Ad- 


Daniel's 70 qreſs for the Advancement of his own Intereſt: In 
Weeks 493. order hereto, (g) he raiſed vaſt Sums of Money, 
by admitting foreign States into Alliance with the Romans, and by 
granting to foreign Kings the Confirmation of their Crowns: And 
thus he extorted from Ptolemy Auletes only near fix Thouſand Ta- 
Tents: That King having only a conteſted Title to the Crown of 
Egypt, of which he was now in Poſſeſſion, he needed a Declara - 
tion of the Roman Senate in his Favour, for the confirming and 
ſtrengthening of him in that Kingdom; for the procuring of this, 
he paid unto Ceſar the Sum mentioned; and by. theſe and ſuch 
like Methods he amaſſed that Treaſure and Wealth, which enabled 
him for his after Undertakings, and therefore from hence we may 
date the Original of all his Power. His next Step hereto was, he 
procured by a Decree of the People, () that when the Year of 
his Conſulſhip ſhould be expired, he ſhould have llyricum, and 
both the Gault, that is, the Ciſalpin, and the Tranſalpin, for his 
Province, to govern it as Proconſul for five Years : He had aſſign- 
ed him an Army of four Legions to carry with him into this Go- 


vernment, and from his entering on it begins the Hiſtory of his 


Commentaries. .

This (4) Cladius was of the noble Family of the Claudii, a 

young Gentleman of great Parts, and of a very bold and enter- 
prizing Genius, but exceſſive leud: Lucullus having married one 
of his Siſters, he accompanied him in his Mthridatic War, but 
having loſt his Favour by his Miſdemeanours, eſpecially in being 
diſcovered to have corrupted his own Siſter, the Wife of that Ge- 
nera}, be could not obtain under him ſuch a Poſt as he expected; 
at which being diſpleaſed, to work his Revenge he ſet himſelf to 
corrupt the Army, and was'the main Author of that Mutiny in it 
againit Lucullus, which made his laſt Campaign in that War whol- 
Iy ineffectual; for which, being forced to get out of the Reach of 
Lucullus, he fled into Cilicia, where Marcins Rex then Governor 
of that Province made him his Admiral ; but being vanquiſhed by 
the Pirates of that Coaſt againſt whom he was ſent, and taken Pri- 
ſoner by them, he ſent to Prolemy, King of Cyprus, to ſupply him 
with a Sum of Money for the Payment of his Ranſom ; but Pa- 
lemy, being a niggardly ſordid Prince, ſent him only two Talents, 
which the Pirates deſpiſing, rather choſe to releaſe Clodius for no- 
thing, than take ſo mean a Ranſom for him. On his Return to 
Rome, he there followed his leud Way of living, and having cor- 
rupted two others of his Siſters, and alſo Pompeia, Cz/ar's Wiſe, 
and endeavoured under the Diſguiſe of Woman's Apparel to come 
to her into Cæſar's Houſe, while the chief Women of Rome were 
there celebrating facred Myfteries, at which no Man was to be pre- 
ſent, he was for theſe Crimes brought to a publick Trial z in which 
Cicero was one of the Witneſſes againſt him : But by bribing the 
Judges with great Sums of Money he eſcaped the Puniſhment he 
deſerved. - After this, procuring himſelf to be adopted by a Ple- 
bezan, he thereby renounced his Nobility, and got to be choſen 
Tribune of the People, and in that Office very much diſturbed 
the Roman State; and that he might gain Gabinius the Conſul to 
be on his Side, who was eſteemed almoſt as wicked as himſelf, he 
procured, that this Province of Syria was aſſigned him by the Suf- 
ſrages of the People, and accordingly at the End of the Year he 
departed thither. - 

After this, Cladius reſolving to make uſe of his Office for the 
revenging of himſelf, firſt on Ptolemy King of Cyprus, for not 
finding him Money enough to pay his Ranſom, and alſo on Cicero, 
for giving Evidence againſt him in his laſt Trial, fully effected 
both: For firſt, (I) he cauſed a Decree to paſs the People for ſeiz- 
ing the Kingdom of Cyprus, the depoling of Ptolemy the King of

it, and confiſcating all his Goods, without any juſt. Cauſe far the 
ſame. This (m) Ptolemy was a Baſtard. Son of Ptolemy Lathyrus, 
and Brother of Ptolemy Auletes, King of Egypt, and on the Death 
of his Father ſucceeded him in this Iſland ; He was in bis Manners 
altogether as vile and vicious as his Brother, but being withal ex- 
ceeding niggardly and ſordid, he had amaſſed vaſt Wealth, and to 
gain all this was the chief Motive, which, induced the Roman Pco- 
ple to concur with Cladius for his Ruin: Aud it is truly (a) reckon- 
ed one of the unjuſteſt Acts, that the Romans to this Time ever 
did: For Ptolemy had been admitted as a Friend and Ally of .che 
Roman People, and had never offended them or done them an 
Hurt or Diſpleaſure whereby to deſerve this Uſage from their 
Hands; but all was done meerly out ct a greedy and rapacious De- 
fire to take what he had: The only ſhew of Juſtice for it. was, 
that Alexander, late King of Egypt, dying at Tyre, as hath been 


| abovementioned, did by his laſt Will and Teſtament leave the Ka- 


man People his Heirs, and that therefore the Kingdom of Egypt, 
and with it Cyprus, which was an Appendix of Egypt, paſſed to the 
Romans by Virtue of this Donation. The (e) Matter of this Wil 
had been inſiſted on at Rome ſoon after the Death of Alexander, 
and Motions had been there made for the ſeizing both of Egypt and 
Cyprus by Virtue of it: But they having lately taken Poſſeſſion of 
Bithynia, by Virtue of the Will of Nicamedes; and of Cyrene and 
Libya, by the like Will of Apion, who were the laſt Kings cf 
thoſe Countries, and reduced them both into the Form of Reman 
Provinces, the Senate thought it would not be to their Credit, but 
would on the contrary bring them under the Imputation of being 
over greedy for the graſping into their Hands all foreign Dominions, 
ſhould they on this Pretence ſeize Egypt and Cyprus allo ; and be- 
ſides, the Mithridatic War not being at that Time over, they fear- 
ed this might involve them in a new War before they were rid of 
the other; and therefore, they did no more at that Time on the 
Claim of the ſaid Will, than ſend to Tre to fetch from thence all 
the Effects, which Alexander there left at his Death, and dropped 
all the reſt: But:(p) now this Pretence as to Cyprus was again te- 
vived, and to gratify Clodius's Revenge, and the Covetouſneſs of 
the People of Rame, the Decree paſſed among them for the ſeizing 
of it, and all that Ptolemy there had ; and Cato, the juſteſt Man in

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Rome, was ſent, much againſt his Will, to execute it; which was 
done not only, that by that Character of ſo juſt a Man fome Re- 
putation might! be given to this unjuſt AR, but eſpecially that 
thereby a Way might be made for Clodius with the more Eaſe to 

execute his Revenge upon Cicero: He deſigned to bring an Accuſa- 
tion againſt him before the People, for that he had while Conſul, 
put to Death ſeveral of thoſe who were of Catiline's Conſpiracy, 
by the Order of the Senate only, without bringing them to a le- 
gal Trial: But foreſeeing that he ſhould have much Oppoſition 
herein from Cato, for the preventing of it, contrived to ſend him 
out 'of the Way on this Expedition ; and he being accordingly 

one on it from Rome, Clodius obtained his Deſign upon Cicero, 
and cauſed him to be baniſhed Rome and Italy; whereon, he went 
into Greece, and there continued till after ſixteen Months he was 
again recalled, . 2 

Cato coming to Rhodes in his Way to Cyprus, (9) ſent to Ptole- 
my to perſuade him quietly to recede, promiſing him hereon the 
Higb-Prieſthood of Venus at Paphos, on the Revenues whereof, he 
might be ſupported in a State of Plenty and Honour, but he would 
not accept hereof: To reſiſt the Roman Power he was not able, 
and to be leſs than a King after he had ſo long reigned he could 
not bear; and (7) therefore, reſolving to make his Life and hrs 
Reign end together, he put all his Riches on Shipboard, and launch- 
ing out into the Sea, purpoſed, by boaring his Ship through, to 
make both his Riches and himſelf fink into the deep, and there 
periſh together : But when it came to the Execution, he could not 
bear that his beloved T reafure ſhould be thus loſt ; he continued 
ſtill in the Reſolution to deſtroy himſelf, but he could not bring 
his Heart to deſtroy that; and therefore, expreſſing greater Love 
to his dear Pelf, than to himſelf, carried it all back to Land, and 
having laid it alt up again in its former Repoſitories, (s) he poifoned 
himſelf, and left all that he had to his Enemies, as if he intended 
thereby to reward them for his Death. All this Cato the next 
Year after carried to Rome, amounting in the whole to ſuch a Sum, 
as had ſcarce before been brought into the publick Treaſury in any 
of the greateſt Triumphs. 

While Cats was at Rhodes in his Way to Cyprus, (t) there came 
thither to him Ptolemy Auletes, King of Egypt, and Brother to the 
other Ptolemy, that was King of Cyprus. When the Alexandrians

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favour his Cauſe ; and after all, when there was no more left to be 
extorted from him, ()) an Oracle was trumped up out of the Si- 
bylline Books, whereby it was pretended, the Romans were forbid- 
den to give him any Help in this Caſe. So that after baving for a 
Year's Time ſollicited this Matter at Rome, and expended vaſt 
Sums in it, he was forced to depart from thence without Succeſs. 
In the mean while, (z) the Alexandrians, after Auletes's De- 
parture from them, not knowing what was become of him, plac- 
ed Berenice his Daughter on the Throne, and ſent an Embaſſy into

next Male Heir of the Family, to invite him to come into Egypt, 


and there marry Berenice, and reign with her; but the Ambaſſa- 
dors on their Arrival in Syria finding him juſt dead returned with- 


But underflanding that Seleucus his. Brother was 
A. M. 4428. ſtill living, they (5) ſent an Embaſly to him with 
"Hyreanus the ſame Propoſal; which he readily accepted of; 


II. 7 but Gabinius (who was now come into his Province) 


Daniels 70 at firſt hindered his going; but however, either with 
Weeks 405. his Conſent or without it he afterwards went; but 
(c) he being a ww ſordid. and baſe ſpirited Man, and (d) having 
given an eſpecial Inſtance of it in robbing the Sepulchre of Alexan- 
der of the golden Caſe, which his Body was depoſited in, Berenice 
ſoon grew weary of him, and to be rid of an Huſband whom ſhe 
juſtly loathed, Oe him to be put to Death, After that, ſhe 
married Archelaus, High-Prieft of Comana in Pontus, of whom 


. we have above fully ſpoken. From Porphyry in Euſebius we are 


told, that'it was Philip the Son of Grypus, whom the ſecond Em- 
baſly invited into Egypt; but it being now above twenty-ſix Years 
ſince there hath been any mention made of him in Hiſtory, it's 
moſt likely that he had been long dead before this Time; and be- 


ſides, had he been now alive he would have been to far advanced in 4 


Years for the Marriage propoſed, it being now forty Years ſince he 
ſucceeded his Father in the Kingdom of Syria: The Perſon there- 
fore, whom the ſecond Embaſſy here mentioned called out of Sy- 
ria into Egypt, after the Death of Afaticus, muſt bave been his 
younger Brother, for he was called thither as next Heir, and that 
the Brother of Aliaticus then only was. There is often (g) men- 
tion made of this younger Brother of Afiaticus by ſuch that write 
of thoſe Times, but none of them, who ſpeak of him as ſuch ac- 
quaint us of his Name; but what Strabo tells us of Seleucus Cybio- 
fates puts it beyond Doubt, that he was the Perſon ; for he tells 
us of him, (+) that he was Called into Egypt to marry Berenice, and 
that he was of the Seleucian Family; both which put together 
plainly prove this S2/zycus could be none other, than the younger 
Brother of Afaticus; for after Aſiaticuss Death there was none 
other remaining of the Seleucian Family, but this younger ä

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of his only: And therefore, when he was put to Death, 28 ig 
abovementioned, in him ended the whole Race of Seleucus, and 
none of it were any more. left to ſurvive the Loſs of that Empire 
which they once poſſeſſed. q 01 243 
Alexander, the eldeſt Son of Ariſtabulus, while he was carrying 
Priſoner to Rome by Pompey, having made his Eſcape, as hath been 
already mentioned, returned into 7udea ; and (i) baving there 
gotten together an Army of ten Thouſand Foot, and fifteen Hun- 
dred Horſe, ſeized Alexandrium, Macherus, Hyrcania, and ſeve- 
ral other ſtrong Caſtles, he well fortified and garriſoned them, and 
from thence ravaged the whole Country. Hyrcanus being too weak 
to take the Field againſt him, he would have fortified Jeruſalem for 
his Defence; by rebuilding the Walls which Pompey had demoliſhed ; 
but the Romans not permitting this, he was forced to call them in 
to his Aid; whereon, Gabinius, Preſident of Syria, and M. Au- 
tonius, who was General of the Horſe under him, came into Fu- 
dza with a great Army for the quelling of theſe Troubles, and 
being there joined by Antipater, Pitholaus, and Malichus, with 
thoſe Jets under their Command that were of HMrcanus's Party, 
they came to a Battle with Alexander near 297 wherein, 
Alexander being overthrown, with the Loſs of three Thouſand 
Men ſlain, and as many taken Priſoners, fled to Alexandrium ; 
Where Gabinius having purſued him, there ſhut him up and beſieg- 
ed him: But that Caſtle being naturglly ſtrong, as ſituated upon 
the Top of an high Mountain, and alſo well fortified by Art, it 
could not eaſily be taken; Gabinius therefore, leaving one Part of 
his Army to block it up, marched with the other Part round the 
Country, to take a View of the Condition it was in, and finding 
Samaria, Azotus, Gaza, Raphia, Anthedon, Jamnia, Scythapolis, 
Apollonia, Dora, Mariſſa, and ſeveral other Cities lying in Ruins, 
as having been demoliſhed in their Wars with the A/mon@ans, he 
ordered them all again to be repaired, and then returned to the 
Siege of Alexandrium, where repaired to him the Mother of Alex- 
ander, a very wile and diſcreet Woman, who being ſollicitous for 
her Huſband and Children that had been carried Captive to Rome, 
in order to obtain Fav our for them, endeavoured. to recommend 
herſelf to the Romans all ſhe could, that ſo ſhe might be the better 
enabled to intercede in their Behalf; and therefore, having with 
this View done them all Manner of Service, wherever ſhe had 
Power, ſhe thereby ſo ingratiated herſelf with Gabinizs, and got 
ſo great an Intereſt in him, that ſhe obtained every thing of him 
that ſhe deſired : And therefore, by her Means a Treaty of Peace 
being commenced, Alexander ſut rendered Alexandrium, and all his 
other Caſtles; which being immediately raſed to the Ground by 

the 
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the Advice of this Lady, that they might not become the Occa- 
ſion of another War, be was thereon difmiſt with Pardon and 
Impunity for all that was paſt, . 
Aſter this, Gabinius going up to Jeruſalem, (+) reſtored Hyrca- 
nus to the High- Prieſthood, but made a very conſiderable Altera- 
tion in the civil Government, changing in a Manner the whole 
Form of it, and reducing it from a Monarchy to an Ariſtocracy. 
Hitherto, (/) the Government had been managed under the Prince 
by two Sorts of Councils, or Courts of Juſtice, one conſiſting of 
(See Fofephus Antiq. iv.-8. 38. Life F. 148. Of the War II. 20. 
5.) Perſons, called the leffer Sanhedrim, and the other of Perſons, 
called" the great Sanhedrim : Of the firſt Sort there was one in 
every City; of the other Sort there was but one, who was al- 
ways litting in the Temple at Jeruſulem tilt that Time: The eſ- 
fer Sanhedrims diſpatehed all Affairs of Juſtice ariſing within the 
reſpective Cities where they ſat, and the Precincts belonging to 
them. The great Sanhedrim preſided over the Affairs of the 
whole Nation, received appeals from the leſſer Sanhedrims, inter- 
preted the Laws, and, by new Determinations from Time to 
Time, regulated the executing of them. (n) All this, Gabinius 
abolifhed, and inftead hereof, erected five Courts, or Sanhedrims, 
inveſting each with ſovereign Power ' independant of each other: 
The firſt of them he placed at Jeruſalem, the ſecond at Jericho, 
the third at Gadara, the fourth at Amathus, and the fifth at Sep- 
fhoris ; and having under theſe five Cities divided the whole Land 
into five Provinces, he ordered all to repair for Juſtice to thoſe 
Courts, which he had eſtabliſhed in them; that is, each to the 
Court of that Province of which he was an Inhabitant, and there 
every thing was ultimately determined. The Tyranny of Alexan- 
dir Jannæus had made the Jews weary of regal Government; and 
therefore, they had formerly (n) petitioned Pompey for the aboliſh- 
ing of it, at the Time when he heard the Cauſe of the two Bro- 
thers at Damaſcus, and in Compliance with them he went ſo far, 
as (o) to take away the Diadem, and the Name of King, tho' he 
did not the Power: For when he reſtored Hyrcanus he gave him 
the ſovereign Authority, tho* under another Stile; but now they 
prevailed with Gabinius to take away the Power, as well as the

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Name; which he effeQually did by the Alteratiog I have mention- 
ed; for hereby, he changed the Monarchy into an Ariftocracy, 
and inſtead of the Prince, thenceforth, the Nobles of the Land 
had in theſe five Courts the fole Government of it : But afterwards, 


F (o) Julius Ceſar, on his paſſing through Syria, after the Alexan- 


drian War, re-inveſted Hyrcanus in the Principality, and reſtored 
again the old Form of the Government as in former Times. But 
beſides theſe two Sorts of Sanhedrims, or Courts, (2) the Talmud 
ſays if we can believe it, that there was a third among the Jews, 
which was not affected by any of theſe Alterations, but ſtood the 
ſame under all of them ; and this was the Court of "Three, which 
was for the deciding of all Controverſies about Bargains, Sales, 
Contracts, and other ſuch Matters of common Right between 
Man and Man; in all which Caſes one of the Litigants choſe one 
Judge, and the other another, and theſe two choſe a third, which 
three conſtituted a Court to hear and ultimately determine the Mat- 
ter in Conteſt: And ſomething like this I hear is now in Denmark, 
whereby ſuch Caſes as with us make long and chargeable Suits, are 
ſummarily heard and finally determined by a like Court of Three, 
in'the ſame Manner choſen, before which, each Party pleads his 
own Cauſe, and hath ſpeedy Juſtice awarded him, without the Af- 
ſiſtance of Solicitors, Attornies, or any other ſuch Agents of the 
Law. Thus much may ſerve for the Information of the Enghfþ 
Reader, concerning the Sanhedrims, or Courts of Juſtice,” which 
were anciently in Uſe among the Jews. N 
Towards the latter End of the Year, (r] Ariflobulus, late Ki 

of Judæa, who was led in Triumph by Pompey, and after that 
ſhut up in Priſon at Rome, having with his Son Autigonus made his 
eſcape-thence, returned into Fuden, and there raiſed new Trou- 


bles: For immediately great Numbers reſorted to him, among 


whom was Pitholaus, who hitherto had been one of the chief 
Leaders on the Side of Hyrcanus, and was at preſent Governor of 
Feruſalem ; but having now taken ſome Diſguſt, for what it is 
not ſaid, went over to the other Side, carrying with him a Thou- 
ſand Men well armed: Ariſtabulus, having out of all thoſe that 
came in unto him, ſelected ſuch as had Arms, formed with them 
an Army, and diſmiſſed all the reſt. He firſt re-edified Alexan- 
drium, and having furniſhed it with a ſtrong Garrifon, marched 
with the reſt, being about eight Thouſand Men, towards Mache- 
rus, another ſtrong Place beyond Jordan, lately demoliſhed, de- 
ſigning to reſtore and garriſon that alſo in like Manner as he had 
Alexandrium : But Gabinius hearing of theſe Doings ſent Siſenna 
his

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his Son, with Antonius and Servilius two of his chief Lieutenants 
againſt him; who having overtaken him in his March to Mache- 
rus, and forced him to an Engagement, vanquiſhed him with the 
Slaughter of five Thouſand of his Men: Ariſtobulus with a 
Thouſand of the Remainder got to Machærus, and there they en- 
deavoured to fortify and maintain themſelves ; but on the coming 
up of the Romans to them they were ſoon over- powered; for after 
two Days Reſiſtance the Place was taken, and Ariſtobulus being 
gow y wounded was taken in it, with Antigonus his Son, and 

th were ſent back again to Rome into their former Jail: But 
Gabinias having informed the Senate, that he had promiſed the 
Wife of Ariſtobulus on her procuring the yielding up of the Caſtles, 
that her Children ſhould be releaſed, it was accordingly performed: 
For Ari/tobulus only being retained in Chains, Antigonus and all the 7% 
reſt of his Children were permitted to depart, and return again in-

by his Cruelty, Surenas, who next the Throne held the firſt Pace 

of Honour and Power in that Kingdom, took the Advantage of it t 

again to bring back Orodes, to whoſe Intereſt he had all along ad- 

hered, and replaced him again on the Throne. Whereon, Mi- p 
thridates being forced into the Baniſhment from which his Brother R 
was returned, fled to Gabinius, and on his Arrival in Syria, finding þ 
him preparing for an Expedition againſt the Arabs, he perſuaded 
him rather to turn his Arms againft the Parthians for the effecting : 

of his Reſtoration : And Gabiniuss Heart being wholly ſet upon 
Gain, he was eaſily prevailed on to hearken to him ; as knowing 
that the Parthians being a rich Nation moſt Plunder was there to 
be had: And accordingly he ſet himſelf on his March that Way, 
taking Mithridates along with him for his Guide; but on his hav- 
ing paſſed the Euphrates he was accoſted with another Propoſal; 
for thither came to him Ptolemy Auletes the deprived King of |

both theſe Conſiderations together induced him to undertake the 
Matter; and therefore, quitting his intended Expedition againſt 
the Parthians, he repaſſed the Euphrates, and marched through Pa- 
= fine directly into Egypt; whereon, Mithridntes finding his Cauſe 
deſerted, (x) returned into Babylonia, and there ſeized Seleucia, 
where Orodes ſtraightly beſieging him brought him to that Diſtreſs, 
that he voluntarily ſurrendered himſelf out of Hopes of having his 
Life ſpared as being a Brother; but Orades looking on him more as 
an Enemy, than as a Brother, cauſed him to be flain before his 
3 Face. | 
On Gatinius's Arrival on the Borders of Egypt, (w) he ſent 
Anton with a Body of Horſe to ſeize the Paſſes, and open the Way 
for the reſt of the Army to follow. This was the famous Mark 
Antony, who afterwards as Triumvir governed one third Part of 
the Koman Empire for ſeveral Years: He accompanied Gabenius 
into Syria, as General of the Horſe under him, as hath been alrea- 
dy mentioned, and in that Service firſt ſignalized himſelf; being a 
young Man of great Courage and a bold Spirit, he was the chief” 
4 — of this Expedition, tho' moſt of the other general Offi- 
cers were againſt it: But Antony giving his Opinion as beſt agreed 
with Gabinius's Greedineſs, carried it againſt them all: And as he 
was the chief Adviſer of this Undertaking, ſo alſo he was the moſt 
vigorous Actor in it; and by his firſt Succeſs herein made Way for 
all the reſt ; for he not only ſecured all the Paſſes, which he was 
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(ent to ſeize, but took alſo Peluſum, which was on that Side the 
© Key of Egypt, and the taking of it opened the Way and became 


c the Inlet to all the reſt of the Kingdom. For this Succeſs (x) he 
vas much beholden to Hyrcanus and Antipater, who not only aſſiſt- 
ed the Romans in their March with all Neceſſaries, but by Letters 
r 33 prevailed with the Jes of the Country of Onion near Peluſium to 
Ede helpful unto them, without which, Antony could not ſo ſoon 
d have made himſelf Maſter of that City. ( Archelaus was at this 
s Time King of Egypt, as having been called thither after the Death 
n of Seleucus Cybioſactes, to marry Berenice, and reign with her in 
S Xi that Kingdom, as hath been already related.

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an intimate Friendſhip with Gabinius, while he ſerved under Pom- 
pey as one of his Lieutenants in the Mithridatic War, he (z) came 
out of Pontus into Syria to him on his obtaining that Province, to 
be there aſſiſting to him in his Wars, and there alſo made an inti- 
mate Friendſhip with Antony; and no doubt but it was with the 
Knowledge and Approbation of both of them, that when called 
from Hria into Egypt he accepted of the Invitation: However, no- 
thing of this could ſecure him from this Invaſion ; the Avarice of 
Gabinius took Place of all Regard to the Friendſhip he had former- 
ly with him. | 
Anno 55. Gabinius, as ſoon as he was acquainted of Antony's 
A. M. 4430. Succeſs, (a) marched with his whole Army into the 
anus very Heart of Egypt; this was in the middle of 
9. Winter; for then the Nile being at the loweſt, 
Daniels 0 Egypt was at that Time the fitteſt for an Invaſion. 
Weeks 407. However, Archelaus being a very valiant and a very 
ſenſible Man, omitted nothing that could be done for his Defence, 
but ſtood his Ground in ſeveral Conflicts againſt the Invaders: But 
the Egyptians being an effeminate daſtardly Sort of People, forward 
to mutiny againſt all Orders of War, and backward to all Acts of 
Valour in it, he could make no Work of it with ſuch Hands, but 
being over-powered by the well diſciplined Forces of the Romans, 
was at length finally vanquiſhed, and himſelf ſlain in the Battle, 
valiantly fighting in the Defence of the Cauſe which he had under- 
taken. After his Death, (5) Antony had ſo much Regard to the 
Friendſhip that had been between them, that as ſoon as he heard 
of his being ſlain, he commanded his Body to be ſought for on the 
Field of Battle, and cauſed it to be buried with a Royal Funeral, 
which gained him-the Love of the Egyptians ever after : And per- 
chance it was procured by a like Favour from Gabinius, that his 
Son was appointed by the Romans to ſucceed him at Comana : But 
theſe after Acts were of too little Value to make any Amends for 
the Loſs of his Kingdom and his Life, which they had fo unjuſtly 

deprived him of. . | 

After Archelaus was lain, all Egypt was ſoon reduced, and forced 
in to receive Auletes, who was thereon throughly reſtored'to his 
King m; and for the better ſecuring of him in it, Gabinius left 
ſome of his Roman Forces with him to be for his Guard, (c) who 
ſettling at Alexandria, ſoon exchanged the Roman Manners for 
the Egyptian, and degenerated into the Effeminacy of thoſe among 
whom they dwelt. Auletes, as ſoon as he was again reſettled in

worn his Crown in the Time of his Exile, and after that proceed- 
ed to cut off moſt of the rich Men that had been of the Part

Gabinius having accompliſhed in Egypt all that he intended by 
his Expedition thither, found'Reaſon to haſten back again into Sy 


had he been ever ſo well capaciated otherwiſe, he could not with 


dem have been able to do any Service; whereoh, the Country 
was filled with Thieves and Free-booters, who ravaged it all over 


without controul, there being neither Head nor Hands then in the 
Province ſufficient to repreſs them: And [f) Alexander, the Son 
of Ariſtobulus, taking Advantage of thels Diſorders raiſed new 
Troubles in Judæa; for having gotten together a great Army, he 
ranged with it all over the Country, and flew all the Romans he 


could any where find, and drove all the reſt to take Refuge in 
Mount Gerizzim, where he ſtraightly beſieged them, and there 
"XZ Gabinius found him on his Return; where, ſeeing the great Mulit- 
tude of thoſe he had with him, he thought it beſt firſt to deal with 
them by fair Means, and therefore ſent Antipater to them, to en- 
deavour by Promiſes of Impunity and Oblivion again to reduce 


them to Quiet; and he had that Succeſs to prevail with many of 
them to deſiſt from their Revolt, and return again to their owa 
Houſes ; But Alexander having gotten about him an Army of thir- 
ty Thouſand Men well appointed for the War, reſolved to encoun- 
ter Gabinius ; but after a fierce Fight near Mount Tabor, he was 
vanquiſhed with the Slaughter of ten Thouſand of his Men, and 
the reſt were diffipated 20 put to Flight. After this, (g) Gabinius 
going up to Feruſalem, and having ſettled all Things there accord- 
ing to the Mind of Antipater, marched thence againſt the Naba- 
theans, and having overcome them led back his Army into Syria, 
and there prepared for his Return to Raue.

own Judgment, without having recourſe to the Senate, or the Pco- 


ple of Rome for their Order about it, as all other Governors were 
in this Cafe obliged to do. Hereon, Craſſus (i) ſent a Deputy to 
3 the Government of Syria from Gabinius, but he refuſed to 

make Reſignation of it, till afterwards he was forced to quit the 
Province by a more powerful Command, that of the People and 


Senate of Rome: For (4) Gabinius is generally related to have 1 


been an exceſſive corrupt Governor in his Province, doing any 
thing for Bribes, and ſelling every thing for Money, and extorting 
great Sums in all Places, and from all Perſons wherever any could 
be gotten, and by all Manner of Means how unjuſt and oppreſſive 
foever : The (I) Clamour which this raiſed all over the Province, 
came from all Parts of it very loud to Rome againſt him ; which 
fo much angered both the Senate and People, that they called him 


Home to anſwer theſe Accuſations; but that (m) which moſt exaſ- 4 


perated them was, his Egyptian Expedition: For it was contrary 
to the Law for any Governor of a Province to go out of the Li- 
mits of it, or begin any new War without expreſs Order from the 
People or Senate of Rome for it ; and alſo there was then publiſhed 
an Oracle out of the S:bylline Books, which forbad the Romans at 
that Time to meddle with the Reſtoration of the King of Egypt; 
againſt all which, Gabinius having acted without any Regard to 


Law, Right, or Religion, the People of Rome were hereby fo . 


far provoked, that they would immediately have proceeded to Sen- 
tence of Condemnation againſt him without tarry ing his Return, 
had not Pompey and Craſſus, the Conſuls of this Year, interpoſed 
to hinder it; the firft out of Friendſhip to him ; and the other to 
earn the Bribe, by which he was corrupted, . But on his Return 
the next Year after three Actions were commenced againſt him, 


one of Treaſon, and the other two of Corruption, Bribery, and

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was then Treaſurer of the Temple; among other Things, which 
he had under his Charge, one was a Bar of Gold of the Weight 
of three Hundred Hebrew: Mine, or Pounds: This for the better 
ſecuring of it he had put into a Beam, which he had cauſed to be 
made bollow for the Reception of it, and placing this Beam over 
the Entrance, which was from the Holy Place into the Holy of 


Holies, cauſed the Veil which parted theſe two Places to be hung 


thereat, Perceiving Craſſus's Deſign for the plundering of the 
Temple, be endeavoured to compound the Matter with him; and 
therefore, telling him of ſuch a Bar of Gold in his Cuſtody, pro- 


miſed to diſcover and deliver it to him, upon Condition that he 


would be ſatisfied with it, and ſpare all the reft ; Craſſus accepted 
of the Propoſal, and ſolemnly promiſed with an Oath, that on 
having this Bar of Gold delivered to him, he would be contented 


with it, and meddle with nothing elſe; whereon, Eleazar took 


down the Beam, and delivered it to him; but the perfidious 
Wretch had no ſooner received it, but, forgetting his Oath, he 
not only ſeized the two Thouſand Talents which Pompey left there 
untouched, but ranſacking the Temple all over, robbed it of every 
thing elſe which he thought worth taking away, to the Value of 
eight Thouſand Talents more; ſo that the whole of this his ſacri- 
legious Plunder which he took thence, amounted to ten Thouſand 


Talents, which is above two Millions of our Money: And with 
this, thinking himſelf ſufficiently furniſhed for the Parthian War, 


(x) he cauſed a Bridge of Boats to be made on the Euphrates, and 
torthwith marched over it, and invaded the Territories of the King 
of Parthia, without having any other Cauſe for it, than his unſa- 
tiable Avarice after the Riches and Treaſures of the Country. 
The Romans (w) had firſt by Sylla, and afterwards by Pompey, 
made Leagues. of Peace and Alliance with this People, and they 
had never complained of any Infractions of them, or any other 
Iajuries that might give juſt Reaſon for a War; and therefore, the 
Parthians not expecting any ſuch Invaſion were not then prepared 
in thoſe Parts to withſtand it: Whereon, (x) Craſſus over-ran a 
great Part of Mefopotamia, and took many Cities without Oppoſi- 
tion; and had he purſued his Advantage, he might have taken Se- 
leucia and Cteſpbon alſo, and made himſelf Maſter of all Babylonia, 
as well as Meſopotamia But the Summer being ſpent, he repaſſed 
the Euphrates, and put his Army into Winter Quarters-in the Ci- 
ties of Syria; leaving only ſeven Thouſand Foot, and one Thouſand

next Yeat's Campaign, with which they wroughthis DeſtruQtion + 
And whereas, he ought on his Return into Syria to have taken 
Care, that, during that Winter, his Soldiers ſhould” have been 
weil exerciſed for the War, and every thing elſe put in due Prepa- 
ration for it, he neglected all this; and acting the Part of a Publi- 
can, rather than of a General, imployed himſelf wholly in exa- 
mining into the Revenues of the Province, and ferewing them up 
to the utmoſt Height he was able, and in uſing all other Meth 
of Exaction whereby to enrich himſelf; and the plundering of 
the Temple at Feru/alem was not the only Sacrilege he wind yu 
of, he did the ſame all over the Province, wherever any Riches 
were to be gotten, eſpecially at Hierapolis; for there being in that

where much Treaſure was laid up, as having been the Collection 


of many Years. | he ſeized it all; and was ſo greedy of ſeeuring 
the whole of it, that leſt any ſhould be detained or embezzled, he 
ſpent a great deal of his Time to ſeetit all told out and weighed 
before him. On his laſt coming out of this Temple, his Son go- 
ing before him ſtumbled at the Threſhould, and he immediately 
after it upon him: This was afterwards interpreted as an ill Omen, 
foreboding that Deſtruction which they ſoon after fell into, in 
their Battle againſt the Parthians, the Son firſt, and afterwards

Anno 3. (=) As ſoon as the Seaſon of the Year grew pro- 
A. M. 443. per, Craſſus ealled all his Army together out of their 
Hyrcanus ſeveral Quatters, for the proſecuting of the War 
II. 1. which he had begun upon the Partbians ; they net 
Daniels 70 expecting a War the laſt Vear, were then unprovid- 


2 Weeks 409. ed to receive him 3 but having the Reſpite of all the 


laſt Winter, they had now gotten ready à very great Army for 
their Defence; but before they entered with it on any Action, 


Ambaſſadors were ſent from Orodes their King to the Roman Ge- 


neral, to know for what Reaſon he made War upon him; to 
which, having received no other Anſwer, but that he would de- 
clare it when he ſhould: come to Seleucia, returned with certain 
Notice that nothing but War was to be expected; and therefore, 
Orodes having divided his Army into two Parts, marched in Per- 
fon. with one of them towards the Borders of Armenia, and ſent 
the other under the Command ef Surenas into Miſapotamia; who 
as ſoon as he was there arrived, retook ſeveral of thoſe Places 
which Craſſus had made himſelf Maſter of the former Year 
whereon, the Garriſon Soldiers that eſcaped, fleeing to the Roman

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Camp, filled it with a terrible Report, of the Number, Power, 
andidtiength of the Enemy; which did caſt ſuch a Damp upon 
the whole Army, that not only the common Soldiers, but alſo the 
general Officers fell in their Courage, as to this Expedition; ſo that 
ſome of them, and eſpecizliy Caſſius, Craſſis's Queſtor (the fame 
who was after ward a chief Actor in the Murder of Julius Cæſar, 
ahc was then next the General the moſt conſiderable Per ſon in 
the Army) perſuaded Craſſus to ſtop a While, and well conſider tie 
Matter over again, before he proceeded any further in it. At this 
Ime came to him Artabaxes, or Artavaſdes (for he is called by 
both Name) King of Armenia, who bad lately ſucceeded: Tigranes 
his Father in that Kingdom: He brought with him fix Thoufand- 
Horſe, which were only his Life-guatd : Beſides theſe, he told 
Graſſus, be had ten Thouſand Curiaſſiers, and thirty Thouſand 
Foot ready for his Sei vice; but adviſed him by no Means to match 
his Army through the Plains of Aeſepctamis, but to take his Way 
through: Armenia into the Parthian Dominions. His Reaſons for 
it were, that Armenia being a rough mountainous Country, the 
Panthian Horſe, of which their Army did moſtly conſiſt, would 
there be uſeleſs; and alſo there he could take Care, that his Army 
ſhould be plentifully provided with alh Neceſſaries, both which 
wauld be otherwiſe if he led his Army through the Plains of. Ae 
ſepotamia; for the Parthian Horſe would there have their through 
Advantage againſt him, and he would oſten in that Country meet 
with ſandy Deſerts, where he would be diſtreſſed for want both of 
Water, and all other Pro iſions for his Army; this was the. beſt 
Advice that could be given him; but being condemned, as Dr. 
Pridcaux obſer ves, to ſuffer the Deſtruction which bis ſactilegious 
robbing God's Temple at Jeruſalem de ſerved, he deſpiſed uit all; 
telling Artabazes, that having left many valiant Romans to garriſon 
the Jowns which he had taken the laſt Lear in Meſopotamia, he 
was neceſſitated to take that Way, that they might not be deſert- 
ed to the Mercy of the Enemy; but that as to his Auxiliaries he 
accepted of them, and ordered him ſpeedily to bring them to him; 
and the Proſpect of ſo conſiderable a Reinforcement, chiefly encou- 
Taged him, contrary to the Advice of the wiſeſt about bim, to pro- 
ceed on this Expedition; and therefore, without any further De- 
lay, he paſſed the Euphrates at Zeugma, and again entered AMeſopo- 
tamia with his Army: But Ariabaxcs, on his Return, finding Oro- 
des on his Borders with a great Army, was forced to ſtay at Home 
to defend his own Country, and therefore could not give Craſſus 
the Aſſiſtance which he had promiſed him. . 8 1

refreſh his Army for a while, till he ſhould have gained certain In- 
telligence of the Number, Strength, and Power of the Enemy, 
and in what Place and Poſture they were in; but if he thought 
not fit to make any ſuch Delay, that he ſhould take his March to 
Seleucia down along the Banks of the Euphrates; for by keeping 
cloſe to that River he would avoid being ſurrounded by the Par- 
thians, and by his Ships upon it, he might be conſtantly ſupplied 
with Proviſions and all other Neceſſaries which he ſnould be in 
want of; but while he was conſidering on this Advice, and think- 
ing to follow' it, there came to him a crafty Arabian who beat him 
off theſe and all other Meaſures, excepting thoſe which tended to 
his Ruin, 'whereinto at length he effectuully led him, He was the 
Head of an Arabian Tribe (ſuch as the Greeks called Phylarchs, 
and the preſent Arabs, Sheks) and having formerly ſerved under 
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and ſent by Surenas to act this Part; and he did it ſo artfully and 
effectually, that the Ruin of Craſſus and his Arny-WiFchiefty ow- 
ing hereto; he is by different Authors call&#1(3) y different 
Names; but whatever his Name was, on his vwonmng to Crafſas 
be perſuaded'him off from that wiſe and good Advice-which Caf? - 
Aus had given him, telling him that the Parthians durſt not ſtand 
bim, that he had nothing elſe to do for the gaining of an obfölute 
Victory over them, but to march againſt them and take it ; and 
offered himſelf for a Guide to conduct him the directeſt Way to 
them, which Craſſus, beguiled by his fair Words; and bewitched by 
his Flattery, accepted of; whereon, he led him into the open Plains 
of Meſopotamia ; and altho* Caſſius and others ſuſpected the Trea- 
chery of this Man, and theretore preſſed Craſſus no longer to fol- 
low him, but to retreat to the Mountains, where he might beſt be 
able to baffle the Power of the Parthian Horſe ; and Meſſengers 
then came to his Camp from Artabazes of Purpoſe to perſuade him 
to the ſame Thing; yet being over-powered by the talſe and lying 
Pretences of this Man he ftill followed him, till at length the 
Traitor having led him into a ſandy Defert, where the Parthians 
might have the beſt Advantage to deſtroy him, rode off to Surenas 
do acquaint him of it, Who thereon falling upon him gave a terri- 
ble Defeat to the whole Roman Army; wherein, Publius Craſſus 
the General's Son, and great Numbers of other Romans were ſlain, 
and the reſt forced to flee to Carrbæ (the ancient Haran of the 
Holy Scriptures) nigh which the Battle was fought, where they 
reſted the Day after; but the Night following Craſſus endeavour- 
ning to eſcape, committed himſelf to the Guidance of one Audroma-

Pompey, was well known to many in the Raman Army, and lo-

cus another Traitor, who having led him into the midſt of Boge 
and. Moraſſes, he was there overtaken by Surenas and flain, and 
many other noble Romans there underwent the ſame Fate with 
him. Caſſius at firſt accompanied Craſſus in his Retreat; but ſoon 


finding Reaſon to ſuſpect that Andremachus conducted him with as 


much T reachery. as his laſt Arabian Guide, returned again to 
Carrhe ; and from thence with five Hundred Horſe, - made hig 
Way back into Syria by a valiant and wel! conducted Retreat. 
This Defeat was the greateſt Blow which the Romans had at any 


Time received ſince the Battle of Cannæ, having loſt in it (c) 


twenty Thouſand Men ſlain, and ten Thouſand taken Priſoners; 
the reſt making their Eſcape by ſeveral Ways into Armenia, Cili- 
tia, and Syria, after that again gathered together, and (d) formed 
an Army under Caſſius in Syria; whereby, he was enabled to pre- 
ſerve that Province from falling into the Hands of the Enemy. 
Craſſus made a great Number ot falſe Steps in the whole Conduct 
of this War; and altho* he. was often warned and told of them, 

et being deaf to all good Advice, he obſtinately followed his-own 
Deluſion: till he periſhed in them: For being, for his impious Sa- 
crilege at Feruſalem juſtly deſtined to Deſtruction, ſays Dr. Pri. 
deaux, God did caſt Infatuations into all his Councils*for the lead- 
ing him thereto.  Orodes (e) was at this Time in Armenia, bav- 
ing there made Peace with Artabazes ; for Artabazes, on the Return 
of the Meſſengers which he Jaſt ſent to the Roman Camp, finding 
by the Account which they brought him of the Meaſures which 
Craſſus took in that War, that he muſt neceſſarily be undone, 
compounded. all Matters with Orodes; and on. giving one of his 
Siſters in Marriage to Pacorus the Son of Orodes, reſtored himſelf 
to full Amity with him by this Alliance: And while they were 
fitting together at the Nuptial Feaſt, in came a Meſſenger, who 
preſented Orodes with the Head and Hand of Craſſus, which Sure- 
nas had cauſed to be cut off and ſent to him; this much increaſed 
the Joy and Mirth of the Feaſt; and it is faid, (/) that melted 
Gold was then poured in the Mouth of the decollated Head, by 
Way of Mockage, as if they would this Way ſatiate his great and 
g eedy Thitſt after it. However, Surenas did not long rejoice in 
this Victory; for Orodes, envying him the Glory of it, and alſo 
growing jealous of the-great Augmentation which accrued herefrom 
to his Power and Intereſt, (g ſoon after cauſed him to be put to 
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he was but thirty Years old, yet he was of conſummate Wiſdom 
and Diſcretion; in Valour and Proweſs he exceeded all of his 
Time; and as. to his Perſon no one was of a larger Size, or better 
ſhaped ;-; and for Wealth, Power, and Authority, he was much 
above all others, next the King the firſt Man in the Kingdom: 
The Honour of crowning the King belonged to him by his Birth, 
it having been long in his Family, and by Right of Inheritance 
to him. Whenever he travelled from Place to Place, he 
always had a T houſand Camels to carry his Baggage, two Hun- 
dred Chariots for the Service of his Wives and Concubines, and 
a. Thouſand compleatly armed Horſemen for his Life-guard, with 
a great . many . more light armed, beſides his retinue of Servants, 
which amounted to ten T houſand more; however, all this could 
not ſecure him; for ſtill having a Tyrant above him, he loſt his 
Life by his Command in the Manner as I have mentioned. 

Anno 52. The Parthians thinking to find Syria, after the

before, they retreated again into their own Territories to fetch - 


more Forces for a ſecond Invaſion: In the Interim, (4) Ca 
went to Tyre, and having ſettled all Matters on that Side of the 
Province, marched into the Country of the Jews, and there be- 
ſieged Taricbæa, a City on the Southern Shore of the Lake of Gen- 
neſaretb, where Pitholaus had ſhut himſelf up with the remainder 
of Ariflobulus's Faction, to which he had lately revolted, 

having taken the Place carried all into Slavery whom he took there- 
in, only Pitholaus he put to Death by the Advice of Antipater, 28 
the likelieſt Way to quell the Faction which he then headed, At- 
ter this, having forced Alexander the Son of Ariſtabulus to Terms 
of Peace, he marched to the Euphrates to oppoſe the Parthians, 
who were preparing to make another Invaſion into Syria.

of the whole War: On his Entrance into Syria, (o) he marched 
on to Antioch, and laid Siege to the Place, ſhutting up Caſſius with

neither of theſe Provinces, but lived in a State of War with both, 
making continual Inroads and Depredations upon thoſe Countries, 
Theſe Cicero totally fubdued, taking all their Caſtles, and deſtroy- 
ing all their ſtrong Holds. After this, (x) he fell upon another 


barbarous and ſavage Sort of People in thoſe Parts, who called 
themſelves the Eliutbero-Cilices, i. e. The free Cilictans, pretending 


never to have yielded dubjection to any of the Kings, that bore Rule 


over thoſe Countries; and having taken all their Cities, utterly ſub- 


dued them, and brought them under Order, to the great Comfort 


and Satisfaction of all their Neighbours, to whom they were a con- 
ſtant Plague. Hereon, Cicero was ſaluted Imperator by his Army, 
which was a Title uſually given by the Raman Soldiers to their 


General after ſome ſignal Victory; and on his Return from this 
War, he was received (y) with the general Joy and Acclamation 
of all his Provincials for his good Succeſs therein, and the Benefit 
which they received from it: And. for this he-had on his coming 
back to Reme (z) the Honour of a. Triumph offered to him ;; but 
the civil Wars between Cæſar and Pompey being then ready to 
break out, he waved it for that Reaſon; as not thinking any. pub- 
lick Solemnity of rejoicing proper, when the publick. State of his

neighbouring Parts of Syria, Phænicia, and Arabia: But thoſe of 
Pompey's Party found Means to give him Poiſon in his Way, where - 
of he died. And whereas, (m) Alexander the Son of Ariſtabulus 
had, on the Expectation of his Father's Return, raiſed Forces to 
join him on his Arrival, Pompey ſent Orders to Scipio to put him 
to Death, and therefore having cauſed him to be taken and brought 
to Antioch, there condemned him in a formal Trial, and cut off

This Scipio, was (n) O, Meillus Scipio, who had been 
Conſul with Pampey three Years before, and then married to him 
 Gornelia his Daughter; the being at that Time a Widow on the 
Death of Publius Craſſus her former Huſband, who was ſlain: with 
His Father in the Parthian War. On Bibuluss Return, (o) be 
was appointed Preſident of Syria, and 'oni\Pompey's leaving Rome, 
Was haftened thither+ with Cnetus the eldeſt of Pompey's Sons, to 
ſecure that Province to him, and all their Shipping for the aug- 
menting of his Fleet; and to oppoſe him herein was it, that Cæ- 
Jar releaſed Ariſtobulus and ſent him into Judæa; and had he ar- 
rived there with the Forces aſſigned him, he would no doubt have 
Fully anſwered the End for which he was ordered thither, and ve- 
xy much embarraſſed, if not wholly baffled, all Pompey's Deſigns 
in thoſe Parts.

From Rome, Ceſar (p) paſſed into Spain For that Province 
being in Pampey b Hands, with ſeveral-Forces there attached to his 
 TJatereft, | C2/ar thought not fit to leave ſuch a Country behind 
| Hint in the Power of his Enemy, and therefore marched through 
Gellia thither, and having ſubdued Hranius, Peiraius, and Varro, 
Hompeys Lieutenants in that Country, and' ſettled the whole Pro- 
vince in his Intereſt, he returned again to Rome about rhe Time of 
the autumnal Equinox: On his Arrival thither he was declared 
Dictator, but after eleven Days again laying down that Office, he 
and Serwilius [/auricus were elected Conſuls for the enſuing. Year ; 
and immediately after he haſtened away to Brunduſium, there 
to paſs the Adriatic into Greece againſt Pompey ; and having in or- 
der hereto, directed all his Forces to rendezvous'at that City, he 
failed over from thence with ſeven of his Legions, and having ſafe- 
ly landed:them at a Port near the Promontory of Ceraunium, he 
ſent back Calenus one of his Lieutenants with his Fleet to bring 
over the reſt, which he left behind; but ſeveral Months paſſed, 
before Antony, who had the Command of them, found an Oppor- 
tunit y to gain a ſafe Paſſage for them over that Sea, by Reaſon of 
Pempq's Fleet, which had beſet all thoſe Coaſts to intercept them. 
It being about the End of O#ober that Cæſar landed his ſeven 
Legions on the Græcias Side of the Hariatic, there to proſecute the 
War againſt Pompey, almoſt a whole Year had paſſed ſince he laſt 
marched back from Brunduſjum, for the reducing of /taly and 
I 2 | | Hain.

ſee (1) chat he had been guilty of a great Error i carrying on this 
Wat againſt Pompey on the Sea-fidez where the Enemy had a great 
Fleet abſolutely to command thoſe Seas, and he none at all: For 
hereby; Pompey's Army was conſtantly ſupplied with all Neceſſu- 
fies a and Gz/ar's on the other Side as much diſtreſſed for want of 
them; and therefore, tcogdenming himſelf for this Conduct, he 
reſolved immediately to alter it, and accordingly deeamped the next 
Day, fand marched towards T biſfaly,” where was Plenty of all 
Things; purpoling thereby, to draty Pompey after him to a Battle, 
or elſe:to ſall on Scipio, Pompey's Father-in-law, who was then in 
Macedonia. I have abovementioned how he wus ſent from Nomé, 
before Pompey receded from thence, to be! provincial Governor of 
Syria. On his Arrival thither, he grievoufly*pillaged and oppreſſed 
that Country with all Manner of Exactions, to raiſe Money fot 
the carrying on of this War in the Behalf of his Son- in- law, for 
whoſe Cauſe of all others he expreſſed the greateſt Zeal; whereby, 
having ſet on foot an Army at Land, and equipped a great Fleet 
at Sea, he marched with the Army towards Greece, there to join 
Pompey, and committed the Fleet to the Charge of Cneius, Pom 
peys eldeſt Son, who taking in fifty other Auxiliary Ships from 
Egypt, ſailed with them to the Adriatic, and there joined the reſt

through the Leſſer Ma, and augmented them in his Way with as 
y others as he could pick up in thoſe Countries, had paſſed the 
Helloſtons with them, and was at this Time come as far as Mace- 
did, in order to jam Pompey for the ſtrengthening him in this 
War z andi there Cæſar purpoſed to fall upon him, if Pompey 
ſhould not march after him to prevent it. Pompey and thoſe with 
him not being at all aware of the true Reaſons, which put Cæſar 
ou this March, took it to have been the Conſequence of his Defeat 
the Day before, as if after that he durſt not ſtay there any longer, 
ant. therefore marched after him as in Purſuit of one that fled * 
And Ceſar having taken his Rout through Epirus and Arcarnania, 
in a Way which was ſomewhat about, Pompey, the ſooner to come 
up wih him, took the ſhorteſt cut through Maredonia. In this 
March, Scipio joined Pompey, and Domitius Calvinus joined Cæſar 
wich their Armies, and both at length met in the Plains of Phar- 
ſalia in Theſſaly, where it came to a deciſive Battle between them. 
Cars Army conſiſtec of (a) twenty-two T houſand Foot, and a 
Thouſand Horſe, but Pompey's was above twice as many; for he 
had forty-five Thouſand Foot, and five Thouſand Horſe, but they 
being moſt of them raw-and-unexperienced Men, gotten together 
out of the effeminated Nations of Leſſer Aſia, and the Eaſt, they 
could not ſtand before Cæſar's Veterans; and therefore, notwith- 
ſtanding the great Superiority of their Number, they were ſoon 
2 and broken, (av) fifteen Thouſand being ſlain, twenty- 
four Fhouſand made Priſoners of War, their Camp taken, and 
all the reſt diflipated and driven to flee for their Lives. (x) Pom- 
77 when he found bis Camp loft, as well as the Battle, fled in 
Uguiſe, and having gotten to the next Sea · port on the Theſſalian 
Shore, paſſed over to Mitylene, in the Iſland of Leſbos, whither he 
bg. me Time before! ſent Cornelia his Wife with Sextus his 
younger Son; and haying there taken them on board his Ship, 
failed down the Arahipelngo, and put in at Attalia in Pamphylia.

might, on failing at Land, either have rein forced his Army from 
Sea, or elſe have ſhipped it off into ſome other Part of the Raman 
Empire, and there have a-new tried his Fortune: But it being now - 
too late to remedy this falſe Step, it only remained to be conſider · 

ed, what next was to be done in the preſent Caſe: His firſt Reſo- 
lution was to land in () Syria, und ſeize that Province, © and he 
hoped there to have for his better dupport the Friendſhip of Oradea, 
King of Partbia, to whom he had ſent Dneius Hirtius to pray his 
Aſſiſtance, or at leaſt a ſaſe Retreat into his Kingdom in caſe of 
Need. But (z) Orodes, on the heating of Pompey's Misfortune,, 
not only denied him his Aſſiſtanee, but elapped his Ambaſſador-in 

Chains. When Pompey firſt paſſed over from Brundufium into 
Epirus, there to raiſe an Army againſt Cæſar, (a) he had ſollicited 
among others, Orcdes for his Aid in this War: Orodes promiſed 
what he deſired, but demanded Syria for his Re ward, and that not 
being grantet him, be took this Denal'for a Pretence, not only 

to deny Pompey his Requeſt, but alſo to iĩmpriſon the Ambaſſador 
by whom he made it? But the true meaning of it was, he bad u 
Mind to embark in a ſoſt Cauſe, and therefore took th Method 
to renounce it: And this ſame Principle, and at the ſame 

Time, (5) the People of Antiveh, in ConjunRion: with the Romans 
then in that City, ſeized the Caſtle of Antioch in order to:exdude 
him thence, and ſorbad all of his Party to approach that Place on 
Pain of Death. Pompey,” on his Arrival i Cyprus, in his Way to 
Syria, hearing of both theſe Particulars; Neered his Courſe towards 
Egypt, not then knowing where elſe to got Hr had been a great 
Friend to Auletes, the Father of the prefent King, and by his Pro- 
curement chiefly was it, that, when expelled his Kingdom, he. was 
again reſtored to it, and therefore, he expected to have been re- 
ceived and affiſted with equal Kindneſs by his Son: (c) On his Ar- 
rival in Egypt, he found Prelemy with an Army on the Sea-ſhore 
between Pelu/ium and Mount Caſfus, and Clecpatra his Siſter with 
another Army not far from him; for he having deprived her of 
that Share in the Government, which was left her by Aletes's 
Will, and driven her out of the Kingdom, ſhe had raifed an Ar- 
my in Syria and Paleſtine, for the obtaining of her Reſtoration, 


and was now at War with her Brother about i. Pompey, on his

tefion atid Aid in his preſent Diſtreſs; Ptolemy being then a Mi- 
nor, was under the Tuition- of Pothinus the Eunuch that bred hima 
upy ald Achillas the General of his Army: Theſe two, taking 
Theodotus a Rheterician, Who was the King's Præeeptor, and ſome 
others into Conſult with; them, aqviſed: together what: Anſwer to 
return: Some were for receiving him, and others for rejecting him, 
but Theodotus was for neither; but in a preſſing Rhetorical Speech 
ſet lorth to them, that the only ſafe; Courſe they had to take Was. 
toidiſpatch him: For (4 he argued, ſhquld they receive him, 
Oaſan would be revenged on them for their abetting his Enemy; 
and ſhould they refuſe to receive him, and ke elſewhere gather 
Strength, and again recover his Power, he then would be revenged 
on them for this Refuſal; that therefore, the only Way to ſecure) 
them from both, was to cut him off; ſor this would make Ceſar 
their Friend, and prevent the other from doing them any Hurt as 
an Enemy; for, ſaid he, in the Words of the Proverb, dead Men 
do not bite: This Way of teaſoning having drawn all the reſt tor! 
his Opinion, they reſqlyed,on it, as the ſafeſt Courſe they, could: 
take ; and Achillas, with Septimius a Roman Commander, then im 
the Service of the King of Egypt, and ſome others were ſent t 
ewedute it; who having in a ſmall Boat brought Pompey from his 
Ship; on Pretenoe of conducting him to Pralemy, as ſoon as the 
came nigh the Shore fell upon him, and flew. him; and having 
ont vff his Head, caſt his dead Carcaſs upon the Strand, whete he 
had no other Funeral, but what Philip, an enfranciſed Bond- man 
of his, and a poor old Raman, who came thither by Accident 
could give him, by making him a Funeral Pile, of the broken 
Pieces of an old Boat, that lay wreeked on the Shore. And thus 
ended the Life of this great Man; in the fifty-ninth Year. of, lis: 
Age: And upon this, Dr. Prideaux obſerves, that no Man had 
enjoyed greater Proſperity till he prophaned the Temple of God at 
ſalem; but that afterwards his Fortunes were a continual 
ine; till at length, to expiate for that Tmpiety, he was thus 
vilely murdered in the Confines of that Country where he had 
committed it: This wWas done in the Sight of his Wiſe, and his 
Son, and the reſt that accompanied him; whereon, they made off 
to Sea with all the Haſte they were able: Cornelia and Sextys 
eſcaped, firſt to Tyre, and then to Oprus, and from thence into 
Afrina; but moſt of the other Ships were taken by the Egyptian 
Gallies, that purſued after them, and all that were found on board 
them were cruelly put to the Sword, amongſt whom was Lucius

Lentulus the former Year's Conſul, who was the chief Author of 
the War, by obſtinately rejecting all the Propoſals that were made 
by Ceſar for Peace. 

In the mean Time, (e) Cæſar purſuing Pompey the ſame Way 
in which he fled, failed into Egypt after him, and came to Alexan- 
dria juſt as the News arrived thither of his Death, and ſoon after 
on his entering the Place he was preſented with his Head: At the 
Sight of which he wept, and turned away his Face with Abhor- 
rence, as from an ungrateful Spectacle, and ordered it to be buried 
in a proper Place with all honourable Solemnities; Ceſar, for the 
greater Expedition made this Purſuit with very few Forces; for on 
his coming to Alexandria, he had (/) no more with him than 
eight Hundred Horſe, and three Thouſand two Hundred Foot; 
the reſt of his Army he left behind him in Greece, and the Leſſer 
Ajia, under the Conduct of his Lieutenants, for the proſecuting of 
the Advantages of his late Victory, and the ſecuring of his Intereſt 
in thoſe Parts, And therefore, confiding on his good Fortune, 
and the Fame of his great Succeſs at Pharſalia, he landed at Alex- 
andria with theſe only, which had like to have proved his Ruin ; 
for theſe not being ſuficient to defend him from the Mob and Mu- 
tinies of that Turbulent City, he very narrowly eſcaped periſhing 
by them ; for (g) the _ Winds then blowing from the North, 
which continue in thoſe Parts during all the Dog-days (in the Be- 


ginning of which Cæſar entered that Port) theſe hinder all Ships 


from ſailing out of Alexandria as long as theſe Winds laſt, and 

therefore did put a Neceflity upon him of tarrying there during all 
that Seaſon, In this (Y) vacant Time he imployed himſelf in call- 
ing in the Debt owed him by Auletes, and in hearing and deter- 
mining the Controverſy between Ptolemy and Cleopatra his Siſter.

— in his Kingdom by the Romans, and enrolled among the 
Friends and Allies of that powerful State; Part only of this Sum 
was theu paid, for the reſt he bound himſelf in the Obligation of 
2 Debtor aſterwards to diſcharge it. This Debt now Cæſar called 
for, as needing it to pay his Soldiers, and exacted it with Rigour; 
i) and Pothinus, who was Ptolemy's chief Miniſter, by ſeveral Ar- 
tifices made this Rigour appear to the People much greater than it 
vas: For he bared their T emples of their Silver and Gold Uten- 
59 and made the King, and all the great Officers of the Court, 
well as himſelf, to eat and drink only in earthen and wooden 
Veſts pretending that Cæſar had taken away all their Silver and 
old, that by ſo giving out, he might the more excite the People 
gainſt him: But that which moſt exaſperated them, and at length 
— them into a War againſt bim, was the ſecond Article men- 
tioned, (+) his calling Ptolemy and Clerpatra before him to be judg- 
eil by him as to the Controyerſy that was between them: For he 
had = out bis peremptory Order to each of them to diſmiſs their 
Armies, and bring their Cauſe to his hearing for a final Deciſion. 
This was looked on as a Violation of the Majeſty, and an Invaſion 
upon the ſovereign Authority of their King, who being an Inde- 
ndent Prince owned no Superior, and therefore was not as a Sub- 
x to be judged by any Man: But to this Cæſar anſwered, that 
he did not take upon him to judge as a Superior, but as an Arbitra- 
Yr appointed by the Will of Aulztes : For thereby, he had put his 
Children under the Tuition of the Roman State, and all the Power 
of the Romans being now veſted in him as their Dictator (to which 
Office he had been appointed at Rome, (1) as ſoon as they there 
heard of the Death of Pompey) it belonged to him to arbitrate and 
determine this Controverſy, as Guardian of thoſe Children by Vir- 
tue of that Will ; and that he claimed it no otherwiſe, than to ex- 
ecyte that Will, and ſettle Peace between the King and his Siſter, 
according to the Purport of it. This quieting all for the preſent, 
the Cauſe was accordingly brought to Cęſar's hearing, and Advo- 


cCates were appointed on both Sides to plead before him the Matter 


which was in Conteſt between them: But (m) Cleopatra hearing that 
Ceſar was laſciviouſly given to the Love of Women (as indeed he

ch and underſtanding alſo, that ſhe was then with him in that Part of

1d ing out from him to the People in the Street, he tore his Diadem 
r- from his Head, and flinging it on the Ground, complained with 
K Tears and bitter Clamour, that he was betrayed, and told his Sto- 
r, ry in ſuch a Manner as raiſed the whole City in an Uproar, and 
it, brought them upun Ceſar in an univerſal Tumult, and with the 
o- Fury which in ſuch Caſes is uſual: The Roman Soldiers who were 
er near him ſeized Ptolemy, and ſecured him within Czfar's Power: 


at But notwithſtanding this, the reſt of his Forces being then ſcatter- 
he ed all over the City in their Quarters, as not ſuſpecting what had 
as happened, and threfore not being at hand to help him, he muſt ne- 
ceſſarily have been overborn and torn in Pieces by the enraged 
Multitude, but that coming out to them in a ſafe Place aloft, and 
from thence ſpeaking to them, and aſſuring them that all Things 
ſhould be done, as they would have, he with Difficulty appeaſed 
them for that Time: And accordingly the next Day having called

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the People together in a general Aſſembly, he brought out Ptolemy 
and Cleopatra to them, and then cauſing their Father's Will pub- 
lickly to be read, wherein it was ordained, that his eldeſt Son and 
his eldeft Daughter fhould, according to the Uſage of their Ance- 
ſtors. be joined in Marriage, and both jointly reign together under 
the Guardianſhip of the Roman People, he decreed, by Virtue of that 
Guardianſhip, which was he ſaid then veſted in him as Dictator, 
that Ptolemy the preſent King, as being the eldeſt Son, and Cleopa- 
tra, as being the eldeſt Daughter of the ſaid Auletes, ſhould accord- 
ing to the Tenour of the faid Will reign in Egypt, and Ptolemy, 
the younger Son of the faid Auletes, and his other Daughter named 
Arſione, ſhould reign in Cyprus: This laſt he added by Way of 
Gift the better to appeaſe the People, that ſo he might eſcape their 
Fury, which he was then in great Fear of; for this Iſtand had for 
fome Time before been ſubjected to the Romans, as hath been above 
related, This contented the whole Aﬀembly, and pleaſed all ex- 
cept Pethinus ; for he having been the Cauſe of the Breach between 
Cleopatra and her Brother, and alfo of her Expulſion out of the 
Kingdom, juſtly feared, that both his Authority and his Life 
would be brought into Danger by her Return, and therefore did all 
he could to hinder the Execution of this Decree, (p) in order 
whereto, he not only ſowed new Diſcontents, and new Jealouſies 
among the People, but alſo prevailed with Achillas to bring his Ar- 
my from Peluſium to Alexandria for the driving of Ceſar thence ; 
bis Arrival put all Things there again in Confuſion 5 Achillas hav- 
ing twenty Thouſand Men with him deſpiſed the Paucity of Cæ- 
s Forces, and thought immediately to have cruſhed him: But 
Cæſar ſo well difpoſed thoſe Forces which he had, by placing them 
to the beſt Advantage, in the Streets and Avenues in that Quarter 
of the Town, which he had taken Poſſeſhon of, that he eaſily 
ſuſtained the Aſſault, and therefore on their failing of Succeſs here, 
they carried the War to the Port projecting to ſeize the Fleet there 
at Anchor, and therewith to ſhut up Cæſar by Sea, and exclude 
him from having either Succours or Proviſions brought him that 
Way: But Cæſar prevailing there alſo, ordered all that Fleet to be 
ſet on Fire, and at the ſame Time ſeized the Tower of Pharus, 
and placed a Garriſon in it. By theſe Means he fully ſecured his 


Communication with the Sea, without which he muſt have been 


ſoon ruined : Some of the Ships when on Fire driving to the Shore, 
communicated their Flames to the adjoining Houſes, which ſpread- 
ing into that Quarter of the City called Bruchium, conſumed the 
noble Library that was there laid up, which had been the Col- 
lection of ſeveral Ages, and then contained four Hundred Thou- 
ſand Volumes, whereof a full Account hath already been given at

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Cæſar finding a dangerous War thus begun upon him, (g) ſent 
for Succours to all the adjacent Parts, from which he could ſooneſt 
have them, and in an eſpecial Manner wrote to Domitzus Caluinus 
his Lieutenant in the proper Aa of the great Danger he was in, 
who forthwith ſent him two Legions, the one by Sea, and the 
other by Land; that which was ſent by the Sea arrived in Time, 
but the other which marched by Land never came into Egypt, the 
War being over before they could reach it; but (7) none did him 
better Service than Mithridates the Pergamenian; for being ſent by 
him into Syria and Cilicia, he brought him thoſe Forces ſrom 
thence, which extricated him from all his Danger in the Manner 
as will be by-and- by related. | | | 

Cæſar, in the Interim, (s) that he might not be forced to fight 
the numerous Forces of the Enemy, till his Succours ſhould arrive, 
otherwiſe than when he ſhould ſee Cauſe ſo to do, fortified that 
F Quarter of the City where he lay, with Walls, Towers, and 
tn other Works, including within them the Palace, a Theatre lying 
e next the Palace (which he made uſe of as a Caſtle) and a Paſſage 
fe to the Harbour. While theſe Things were a doing, the King be- 
1 ing ſtill detained in Cz/ar's Quarters, (!) Pothinus, while he was 
er there attending on him as his Governor and chief Miniſter, carried 
es on a Correſpondence with Achillas, and by Letters ſecretly convey- 
12 ed to him, gave him Intelligence of all Things from thence, and 
>; encouraged him vigorouſly to puſh on the War; ſome of which 
95 Letters being intercepted, and the Treaſon thereby diſcovered, 
- Cæſar cauſed him to be put to Death for it. Hereon, (47) Gam- 
ut WM 724de another Eunuch of the Palace, who had the bringing up of 
m 4r/nw the King's younger Siſter, fearing the ſame Puniſhment, as 
er baving been in the ſame Intereſt, and the ſame Deſigns with him, 
ily ſecretly conveyed the young Princeſs out of Cæſar's Quarters, and 
re, fled with her to the Army, who wanting one of the Royal Family 
re to head them gladly received her, and made her Queen: But Ga- 
nymene outwitting Achillas, (u) cauſed an Accuſation to be formed 
againſt him, as if he had betrayed to Czſar the Fleet, which he 
burnt in the Harbour, and having thereby procured, that he was 
put to Death, ſucceeded him in the chief Command of the Army, 
and thenceforth alſo took on him the prime Adminiſtration of all

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others the Affairs of that Party, for which he was throughly quali- 
fied ; for he was a very crafty diſcerning Perſon, [wr found out 
many ſubtil Devices for the diftreffing of Cz/ar during the Re- 
mainder of the War; by (x) one of which, having ſpoiled all the 
freſh Water in his Quarters he had very nigh undone him by it; 
for the Alexandrians having no other freſh Water for their com- 
mon Uſe, but that of the Vile, ()) as at preſent, fo then, had all 
the City vaulted underneath their Houſes for the Reception and 
| keeping of it: Once a Year when the Nile was at the bigheſt, it 
flowed through the artificial Canal, which was drawn from that 
River to the City, and there running into thoſe Vaults through a 
Sluice made for this Purpoſe, from thence filled them all, they be- 
Ing all built without any-Partitions, in a general Communication 
from one to another under the ſaid Houſes; and there it ſerved for 
the common Uſe of the Inhabitants all the Year after, every Man 
having an open Hole or Well in his Houſe, through which letting 
down into thoſe Vaults, either Buckets or Pitchers, he drew up 
what Water he needed: Ganymede having ſtopped up all the Com- 
munications, which theſe Vaults in Cæſar's Quarters had with 
thoſe of the reſt of the Town, poured into them from the Sea fo 
much ſalt Water by artificial Engins contrived for that Purpoſe, 
as ſpoiled all the freſh Water, which was repoſited and kept in 
them: This when perceived raifed a general Uproar among Cæ- 

r's Soldiers, and he muſt have been forced immediately to have 
departed at all Diſadvantages, but that having ordered Wells to be 
dug, by goiffg deep enough he found Springs of freſh Water ſuffi- 
cient to ſupply the Want of that which was ſpoiled. 

After this, (z) Cz/ar having received an Account, that the Le- 
gion, Calvinus ſent him by Sea, was arrived on the Coaſt of Libya 
not far from him, he went thither with bis whole Fleet to bring 
them ſafe to Alexandria: Ganymede getting Intelligence hereof, ſent 
all the Egyptian Fleet which he had then at hand to intercept him 
in his Return: This produced a Fight between the two Fleets, in 
which Cæſar having gotten the Victory, brought all his Legion 
ſafe with him to Alexandria, and had not Night come on too ſoon, 
all the Enemies Ships muſt have fallen into his Hands. Ganymede 
to repair this Loſs, and others before ſuſtained (for Cz/ar had by 
this Time deſt roy ed at ſeveral Times above an Hundred and ten of 
their Ships of War) gathered together all the remaining Ships that

attempting to take the Town in that Iſland, an the Mole a 


to it called the Hepta/fadium, he was beaten off with the Lols, o 
above eight Hundred of his Men, and had like to have been lo 
himſelf in the Rout : For finding the Ship in which he endeavour- 
ed to eſcape ready to fink, by Bean of the Numbers of tho 
who had crowded into it, he threw himſelf into the Sea, afid wit 
Difficulty got off by ſwimming to the next Ship of his in the Port. 
While thus he made his eſcape, (5) he carried ſome valuable Papers, * 
which he had then about him, in one Hand, and ſwam with the 
other, and fo ſaved both himſelf and ten. 

After this Loſs Cæſar (c) was perſuaded to ſeiid King Ptolemy to 
the Egyptian Army, in Compliance with, their Deſire, and on'a 
Promiſe made him, that when they ſhould have their King, they 
would make Peace with him; but after they had him at f Head 
of the Army, they preſſed on the War with greater Vigour thah 
before, and by their Fleet endeavoured to intercept all Cæſar's Pro- 
viſions by Sea: This produced another Sea-flght near Canopus, in 
which Cæſar had again the Victory, but by this Time Mithridates 
o Pergamus was near at hand with his auxiliary Army out of

It hath been abovementioned, how Caſar ſent him into Syria 
and Cilicia to bring him from thence all the Forces he could raiſe 


in thoſe Countries for his Aſſiſtance : This Commiſſion (d) he ex- 


ſend him in their Aid. Wich theſe Forces Mithridates, having 
Antipater in Perſon with him, marched into Egypt, and on his 
coming to Peluſium, ſtormed and took that City, which was ow-

coming to the fs) Delia, Ptolemy ſent an Army thither to oppoſe 
his paſſing the Vile; this produced a Battle, in which Mitbhridate: 
commanded one Part of the Army, and Antipater the other: Mi- 
thridates at firft was beaten off his Ground, till Antipater having 
routed the Adverſary on his Part came in to his Aſſiſtance, where- 
by the Battle being again reſtored, the Egyptians were put to a total 
Rout, and Mithridates and Antipater purſuing the Advantage, 
drove them out of the Field with a great Slaughter, and having 
taken their Camp, forced thoſe that eſcaped to repaſs the Nile.

Daniels 0 Cæſar havin tten an abſolute Victory, Pt 

Weeks 415. 00 T4 — 4 — to eſcape in a Boat 2 the Nis, 
was ſunk with it, and drowned in that River: Hereon, Alexan- 
aria and all Egypt ſubmitted to the Conqueror. Ceſar returning 
from this Victory, entered Alexandria about the middle of our Ja- 
nuary, and no one there any more oppoſing him, he ſettled the 
Kingdom under Cleopatra, and the ſurviving Ptolemy her younger 


Brother, as King and Queen, which was in effect to put the whole 


into her Hands, this Ptolemy being then no more than eleven Years 
old. It was for the Sake of this leud Woman, and the laſcivious 
Converſation he had with her, that Cæſar made this dangerous 
and infamous War; and therefore having fully maſtered it by this 
Victory, he made it turn the moſt he could to her Advantage; and 
(g) his wanton Dalliances with her detained him longer in Egypt 
than his Affairs could well admit; for altho' he had in January

War of Pharnaces, King of the Cimmerian Boſphorus, Son of 
Mithridates, late King of Pontus For (p) finding the Romans 
deeply engaged in the civil Wars between Cæſar and Pompey, he 
took the Advantage hereof to attempt the recovery of his Father's 
Dominions in A/ia : And therefore, leaving A/ander his Lieutenant 
in Beſphorus, he paſſed the Euxin Sea, and took Poſſeſſion of Col- 
chis, and the Leſſer Armenia, and ſeveral Places in Cappadecta, 
Pontus, and Bithynia: After the Battle of Pharſalia, (q) Ceſar 
had ſent Domitius Calvinus with Part of his Army againſt him, 
committing to his Government all the Provinces of Leſſer Aſia; 
but Domitius (r) having the Misfortune to be vanquiſhed in this 
War, Pharnaces thereon made himſelf Maſter of all the remaining 
Parts of Pontus and Cappadocia, and being puffed up with this Suc- 
ceſs, carried it with great Pride and Cruelty towards all in the Ro- 


man Intereſt, and having ſeized all B:ithynia, was preparing to paſs

(4) Antigonus, the Son of Ari/lobulus, late King of the Fews, 

ame to him, and much lamenting his Father's and Brothers 
Death (the former of which had been poiſoned, and the other be- 
headed for being adherents to his Cauſe) prayed him to take Com- 
paſſion of him, and reſtore him to his Father's Principality, and 
at the ſame Time made heavy Complaints of Antipater and Hyr- 
anus, and of the Wrongs which he ſaid he had ſuffered from thein : 
But Antipater being then attending upon Ceſar, defended his own 
and Hyrcanus's Cauſe fo well againſt him, that Cæſar rejeQing the 
Accuſations of Autigonus, as of a turbulent and ſeditious Perſon 
decreed, (w) that Hrcanus ſhould hold the Office of High- Prieſt 
at Feruſalem, and the Principality of Judæa with it to bim and 
thoſe oi his Family after him in Perpetuity of Poſſeſſion, and ap- 
pointed Antipater to be Procurator of Fudea under him, and or- 
dered this Decree to be engraven in Tables of Braſs in Greet and 
Latin, and to be hung up in the Capitol at Rome, and in the Tem- 


i 5 of Bre, Sidin, and Aſcalun in Phenicia : By Virtue of which 


Decree Hyrcarus was again re-eſtabliſhed in the Sovereignty of 
Judæa, the Ariſtocracy of Galinius aboliſhed, and the Govern- 
ment again reſtored to the ſame State, in which it had been under 
him, and the great Sanhedrim, before Gabinius made that Altera- 
tion in it which hath been abovementioned ; all this was brought 
about by Autipater; for he was a Perſon of that Wiſdom and Fore- 
Hght, and thereby bad acquired ſuch an Intereſt in Judæa, Arabia, 
Hria, and all Pale/tine, that he made himſelf. neceſſary to all Ro- 
man Governors that came into thoſe Parts; and to none was he 
more ſo than unto Cz/ar, who owed his Deliverance at Alexandria, 
and the Succeſs with which he concluded that War wholly to him; 
for without him Mithridates could never have raiſed that Army 
for his Aſſiſtance, by the Help of which he conquered ; and he was 


by this Time grown ftrong in his Family, as well as in his Intereſt 


and Power; for (&) he had by his Wife Cyprus four Sons now 
grown up to Maturity of Age, and of great Reputation for Va- 
lour and Wiſdom ; the eldeſt was Phaſaelus, the ſecond Herod,

diately fell on, and gained an abſolute Victory over them; an Ac- 
count whereof he wrote to a Friend of his in theſe (a) three 
Words, vent, vidi, vici, i. e. I came, I ſaw, I overcome; Which 
ſhort Expreſſion of his Succeſs vecy aptly ſetting forth the Speed 
whereby he obtained it, he affected it fo much, that afterwards 
when he triumphed for this Victory, (b) he caufed thefe three 
Words to be written on a Table, and carried aloft before hitn in 
that pompous Shew : This Victory being gained (c) near the Place 
where Triarius was vanquiſhed by Mithridates, it thereby repaired 
the Honour of the Reman Militia, which was loſt by that Defeat. 
After this, all being (4) again recovered that Pharnaces had poſ- 
ſeſſed himſelf of in this War, he (e) fled to Sirope with a Thouſand 


Horſemen, which were the whole Remainder of his vanquiſhed 


Army, and having ſlain the Horſes, he put the Men on board his 
Ships in that Port, and ſailed with them back to the Boſphorus : But 
( * A ander, whom he left his Lieutenant in that Country, hav- 
ing by this Time ſet up for himſelf, he was no ſooner landed, (g) 
but the Uſurper got him into his Power, and having put him to 
Death, reigned in his Stead : Hereon, Cæſar (b) gave Mithridates 
the Pergamenian that Kingdom in Reward for the Service he did 
him in Egypt, and at the ſame Time made him one of the Te-

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of his Mother, who was deſcended from one of the former Te- 
trarchs ; and the former he might have laid claim to in the Right 
of his Father: For he was (4) ſuppoſed to have been the Son of 
King Mithridates, his Mother having been one of his Concubines 
after the Death of Menodotus of Pergamus her Huſband, and there- 
fore he was bred up by that Prince, and called by his Name ; but 
Ce/ar, in making him King of Boſphorus gave him only an emp- 
ty Title; tor the Poſſeſſion being in Aſander, he was to recover it 
by War, in the Proſecution of which, inſtead of gaining the 
Kingdom he (I) loſt his Life, being vanquiſhed and lain in Battle 
by Aſander; who after this held the Kingdom of Boſphorus with- 
out any further Oppoſition; the Romans by Reaſon of their in- 
teſtine Broils, that ſtill continued among them, not being at Lei- 
ſure to give him any Diſturbance. Cæſar having ſettled all Mat- 
ters in Pontus, Cappadecia, and the other Parts of Leſſer Iſia, (m) 
returned through Greece to Rome, and was there again choſen 
Dictator for the enſuing Year. 
In the Interim, () Antipater having accompanied Ceſar 
through all Syria to the utmoſt Confines of the Province, there 
took his leave of him, and returned again into Fudza : And ſoon 
after going through that Country in a general Progreſs over it, he 
ſettled the civil Government under Hyrcanus in all Parts of it, ac- 
cording to Cz/ar's Decree, in the ſame Manner as it had been be- 
fore Gabinius's Alteration; and (o) appointed Phaſaelus his eldeſt 
Son to be Governor of Feruſalem, and Herod his ſecond Son to be 
Governor of Galilee, he being then twenty-five Years old. The 
prihted Books of Joſephus have it, that Herod was at this Time 
only fifteen Years old, but that is an Age wbich doth not ſuit with 
fuch a Charge, or the Actions which he immediately performed in 
it, and beſides doth not accord with what Jeſephus hath elſewhere 
- written; for ſpeaking of the laſt Sickneſs, of which Herod died 
about forty-four Years after this Time, be tells us, that he fell in- 
to it (p) about the ſeventieth Year of his Age; but if he were now 
but fifteen, he could not have exceeded the ſixtieth Year of his 
Age, when that Sickneſs firſt ſeized him. It is moſt likely ſome 
Tranſcriber by Miſtake wrote (ue) the numerical Greet Letters for 
fifteen, inſtead of (xe) the numerical Letters for twenty-five, and 
from that Copy the Miſtake hath been tranſmitted into our printed

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Books. (9) Hered being of a very active Genius, and in the Vi- 


gour of his Youth, was no ſooner in his Government, but (7) to 
ſignalize himſelf therein, he fell upon a Knot of Thieves who 
much infeſted Gal/ilze and the neighbouring Parts of Cæl-Syria, 
and having taken Hezetiab their Ringleader, with ſeveral of his 
Aſſociates, he put them all to Death; whereby he gained great 
Reputation among all of thoſe Parts, and made his Name known 
with Honour to Sextus Ceſar the Preſident of the Province : But 
thoſe who envyed the Proſperity of Antipater, and the Growth 
and Greatneſs of his Power, laid hold of this Handle to accuſe 
Herod to Hyrcanus for putting theſe Men to Death without legal 
Trial, and prevailed with him ſo far as to obtain a Citation from 
him to ſummons Hered to anſwer for it before the Sanhedrim ; 
where having made his Appearance cloathed in Purple, and ſur- 
rounded with his Guards, this ſo over-awed the Sanhedrim, that 
they fat all filent, not one of them opening his Mouth to ſay a 
Word againſt the Criminal, excepting only Sameas, who being the 
only Man among them of that Integrity and Courage as not to be 
frighted out of his Duty, on the Silence of all the reft roſe up, 
and firſt accuſing Herod of audaciouſneſs in thus appearing in an 
Habit not proper for a Criminal, and of Violence in bringing ſuch 
an armed Force with him into the Court, as if he intended to 
make the publick Adminiſtration of Juſtice, more dangerous to 
the Judges, than to the MalefaQtor ; in the next Place turned his 
Accuſation upon Hyrcanus and the Court, and upbraiding them of 
their Cowardice in permitting this, he prophetically told them, 
that tho' they were now for ſparing Herod, Time ſhould be when 
he would not ſpare them, but that the juſt Judgment of God 
ſhould by his Hands be executed upon them for it; and fo after- 
wards it accordingly happened ; for when Herod came to be King 
of Judæa, he did put every one of them to Death (excepting this 
Sameas, and Pollio his Maſter) and alfo Hyrcanus himſelf, as will 
be hereaſter related. However, Hyrcanus did all he could to get 
Herod to be acquitted, being influenced hereto, not only by his 
Affection for the young Man, but alſo by a menacing Letter 
which he had received from Sextus Ceſar in his Behalf : But the 
major Part of the Court now rouſed by Sameay's Speech being in- 
clined to condemn him, he could not gain him an Acquittal, and 
therefore to ſave him from a Sentence of Condemnation he ad- 
journed the Court to the next Day, and in the Interim adviſed 
Herod to be gone; who accordingly in the Night withdrawing 
from Feruſalem, went to Damaſcus, and there putting himſelf

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under the Protection of Sextys Ceſar, whom he found in that Place, 
be defied the Sanhedrim, and did from thence let them know, 
that he would appear no more before them; which they reſented 
with great Indignation, but could now no otherwiſe expreſs it, 
than by venting their Complaint again Hyrcanus for permitting it 
to be thus done. 
Auro 46. On Herod's coming to Sextus Cæſar, (5) he fo 
A. M. 4439. far ingratiated himſelf with him, that for a Sum of 
Hyrcanuus Money, with. which he preſented him, he obtained 
II. 18. of him to be General of the Army of Calo-Syria. 
Daniel's 70 Whereon, he got together an Army, and marched 
Weeks 416. with it into Fudea to be revenged on Hyrcanus and 
the Sanhedrim, intending no leſs than to depoſe Hyrcanus, and cut 
off the whole Sanhedrim, becauſe of the Indignity they made him 
undergo. by their late Proceſs againſt him: But Antipater and Pha- 
fael interpoſing made him deſiit from this Attempt. 

Scipio and Cato (t) heading the Remains of Pompey's FaQion i in 
Africa, and having with the Aſſiſtance of Juba, King of Mauri- 
tania, made themſelves Maſters of all that Province, and gotten. 
Forces together ſufficient to enlarge themſelves further; Cæſar, 
in the latter Part of the former Year had paſſed over thither to 
ſuppreſs them, and having there rendezvouſed all his Forces toge- 
ther, about the middle of January this Year immediately marched 
againſt the Enemy ; and in the Beginning of the February follow- 
ing coming to a Battle with them gave them a tatal Overthrow ; 
whereon, Cato flew himſelf at Utica, and Scipio, Tuba, Petræus, 
and the other Chiefs, who. commanded, in this War, periſhed in 
their Flight; and Cæſar having ſettled the Province returned again 
to Rome, carrying with him Juba, the Son of King Juba, then 
a Lad, (z) whom he cauſed to be led before him in his Triumph 
inſte:d of his Father, However, from this Captivity he gained 
the Benefit of having a Roman Education, (w) whereby be became 
one of the learnedeſt Men of the Age in which he lived; in Re- 
gard whereto, Auguſtus afterwards made him King of Getulia in 
Africa, and gave him in Marriage Cleopatra Selene, the Daughter 
of Queen Cleopatra by Marc Antony: The eminenteſt of his Works 
was his Reman Hiſtory, which he wrote in Greet, and is quoted 
cften and with great Approbation by the Ancients, but is now 
wholly loſt, as are alſo all his other Works: One of them, which 
was of the Affairs of Mria, and collected moſtly from the Writ- 


ings of Bereſus, would have been of great Uſe to us in the writing 
of

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of this Hiſtory, bad it been ſtill extant, But before Cæſgar left 
Africa (x) he gave Orders for the rebuilding of Carthage, and the 
ſame Year was Corinth alſo rebuilt by his like Order; ſo that as 
theſe. twa famous Cities were deſtroyed in the ſame Year, they 
were now: both of them juſt an Hundred Years after again rebuilt 
in the ſage Year; and two Years after Reman Colonies (y) were 
ſent into each of them for the repleniſhing of them with new In- 
habitants: From this Colony at Corinth were deſcended thoſe Co- 
riuthians, to whom St. Paul wrote his two Epiſtles, 

At this Time (z) Cæcilius Baſſus created great Diſorders in 
Syria: He was a Roman of the Equeffrian Order, and had fought 
on the Side of Pompey in the Battle of Pharſalia; after that over- 
throw be fled to Tyre, and there lying hid under the Diſguiſe of a 
Merchant, aſſociated ſeveral to him, that had been Favourers of 
Pompey's Cauſe, and underhand engaged in his Party many of the 
Roman Soldiers, that came thither to garriſon the City. Whereon, 
being at length taken Notice of by Sextus Cæſar for theſe Doings, 
and called before him to anſwer for them, he pretended to be going 
to the Aſſiſtance of Mithridates of Pergamus, for the recovery of 
the Kingdom of Baſphorus given him by Cæſar, and that all his 
Preparations were in order thereto; and having perſuaded Sextus 
to believe him he was diſmiſſed as innocent; whereby, having gain- 
ed farther Opportunity for the carrying on of his Plot, as ſoon as 
he had gotten into it a Number of Conſpirators ſufficient for the 
putting of it in Execution, he ſeized Tyre ; and giving out that* 
Cæſar was vanquiſhed and ſlain in Africa, and that thereon he was 
now appointed to be Governor of Sia, he afſumed the Title of 
Preſident of that Province, and by this Forgery having augmented 


his Forces to the Bulk of an Army, he marched out with them 


againſt Sextus Ceſar ; but being vanquiſhed and beaten he was forc- 
ed to retreat back to Tyre, and there lie by for ſome Time to be 


. cured of his Wounds received in the Conflict; whereby, being diſ- 


couraged from attempting any thing further by open Force againſt 
Sextus, he at length by Treachery and underhand Dealing wrought 
bis Deſtruction: For this Szxtus Cæſar being a young Man much 
given to Voluptuouſneſs, and making his Army to attend him in 
all Places where he went for his Pleaſure, this much diſguſted his 
Soldiers; which Baſſus having full Notice of, inſtigated them by 
his Emifſaries to kill him, which they having accordingly effected, 
they all thereon declared for Baſſus, and joined themſelves to him, 
excepting

excepting only ſome few who detefting this Aſſaſſination ſeparated 
from the reſt, and retired info Cilicia- Whereon, Baſſus ſeizing 
' Apamea fortified that Place, and made it the Seat of his Reſidence, 
and there took on him the Government of the whole Province: 
But (a) Antiſtius Vetus having put himſelf at the Head of thoſe 
who had thus retreated into Cilicia, and drawn to him ſeveral 
others of the Cæſarian Party in that Country, marched back with 
them into Syria; and there the Sons of Antipater having joined 
him with Auxiliaries from Judæa ſent him by their Father, and 
others doing the ſame from other Parts, ſome to revenge the Mur- 
der of Sextus, out of the Abhorrence they had of that Fact, and 
others to court the Favour of the Dictator, he became enabled 
thereby to drive Baſſus out of the Field, and having cooped him up 
in Apamea there beſieged him with a cloſe Siege: But Baſſus being 
a valiant Man and ſkilful Soldier, defended himſelf ſo well, that 
Antiſtius not being able to get any Advantage againſt him was 
forced towards the End of the Year to retreat, and reſpite all Ho- 
ſtilities for a while, *cill better furniſhed with new Preparations, 
and more Forces for the War, 

Ceſar being returned from his African Expedition, undertook 
the Reformation of the Roman Kalendar, and happily (6) effected 
it by forming the Julian Year, which the World hath had the Be- 
nefit of ever ſince, This belonged to him to do (c) as High-Prieſt 
of Rome, which was an Office he had long been in before he was 
either Dictator or Conful, and there was now very great Need 
for this to be done: For at this Time, by Reaſon of the Faults of 
the former Kalendar, the Beginning of January was carried back 
to the Time of our preſent Michaclmas, and all their ſolemn 
Times and Feſtivals were put out of their due Order by this 
Means: The former Year, which the Romans went by till this 
Time, conſiſted of twelve Lunar Months; but twelve Lunar 
Months falling eleven Days ſhort of a Solar Year, it was the Of- 
fice cf the High-Prieft, with the College of the Pontifices, to add 
ſuch Intercalations as ſhould make all even ; this they uſually did 
by caſting in another Month every ſecond Year, which did alter- 
natively conſiſt of twenty-two Das one Time and tweaty-three 
another: This ſhort Month was called Mertidinus; and the Place

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in the Noman Kalendar, where it was intercalated, was between 

the 23d and the 24th of February : But the Pontifices, who had 

the Authority of making theſe Intercalations, executing it very 
arbitrarily, ſometimes irregularly intercalating the Month Merki- 

dinus where they ought not, and fometimes as irregularly omitting 

to intercalate it where they ought, according as they had a Mind 

to prolong or abbreviate the Time of the annual Magiſtrates then 

in Office, hereby it came to paſs that great Diſorders got into the 
political as well as into the aſtronomical Part of the Year; and 
therefore for the bringing of a Remedy to both, Cajar found it 

neceſſary to make ti;is Reformation; which effectually prevented 

all ſuch Diſorders for the future; for hereby he ſettled the Year to 

a fixed and ſtated Form, always to go unvatiably the ſame, with- 
out leaving it to any Man's arbitrary Power to diſturb it, which he 
accompliſhed by theſe following Methods. rt, He aboliſhed the 
Lunar Year, conſiſting of twelve Lunar Months, or 355 Days, 
which the Romans had hitherto gone by, and inſtead thereof in- 

troduced the Uſe of the Solar Year, conſiſting of the Time in 
which the Sun goes through the Zodiac, and comes about again to 
the fame Point from which it did ſet out, 2dly, Having according 
to the beſt Obſervations of thoſe Times ſtated this Revolution to 
be made in 365 Days and ſix Hours, of theſe he made his Solar 
Year to conſiſt. 3dly, Theſe 365 Days he diſtributed into twelve 
political or artificial Months, inftead of the Lunar and natural 
Months before in Uſe, which conſiſted fome of 31 Days, and 
ſome of 30, and one, that is, February of 28 Days. Athly, 
The fix Hours over and above in four Years making a Day, he 
added it in the Beginning of every fifth Year, making that Year 
thereby to conſiſt of 366 Days, and this is that which we call the 
Leap-year. 5thly, This Day he added between the 23d aud the 
24th Day of February, in the ſame Place in the Roman Kalendar, 
where formerly their intercalated Month Mertidinus was inſerted 
in their old Form; and this Addition being made by putting the 
latter of thoſe Days twice in the Kalendat, and that Day being 
there called (d) Sextus Kalendarum, the putting of this Sextus dies 
bis, i. e. twice, is the Reaſon why this Leap-year is called Annus 
Biſſextilis in Latin, and from hence by us the Biſſextile: But in 
our Almanacks, inſtead of putting this 24th Day of February twice 
in the ſaid Leap-years, we number on. the Days as before, ſo as in 
every ſuch Leap-year to make that Month conſiſt of 29 Days.

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nuary, on which all the annual Magiſtrates of the Romans firſt en- 
tered on their Offices. 7thly, This firſt of January he then fix- 
ed to the (/) Winter Solſtice, or rather to eight Days after it; tho” 
now it hath over-run that Time ſeveral Days, by Reaſon that the 
ſaid Julian Solar Year is eleven Minutes longer than the natural 
Solar Year: For the natural Solar Year according to the beſt and 
accurateſt Obſervations, conſiſts of no more than 365 Days, five 
Hours, and forty-nine Minutes, but the Julian containing 365 
Days and fix Hours, conſiſts of eleven Minutes more, which in 
133 Years making a Day, this hath occaſioned that every 133 
Years the firſt of Fanuary in the Julian Kalendar over-runs that 
Time of the natural Vear, where it was firſt placed, one whole 
Day, which is the only Fault that is to be found in this Form. (g) 
Gregory the 13th, Pope of Rome, in the Year 1582, endeavoured 
ta correct this Fault by propoſing a new Form, which from his 
Name is called the Gregorian, wherein he ordained, that in every 
four Centuries three Leap-years ſhould be omitted, that is, one in 
the Beginning of each of the three firſt of them without making 
any Alteration in the fourth ; this indeed brings the Matter nearer 
to the Truth, but doth not fully reach it; and therefore it hath 
not met with ſuch general Approbation, but that ſtill in all the 
.Dominions of the King of Great Britain, as well as in ſome other 
Places, the Julian Form is till retained as the better of the two; 
the reckoning by this laſt is called the Old Stile, and the reckoning 
by the other the New. Sthly, Cæſar to bring this Form into 
Practice, beſides the Month 1erkidinus, which was intercalated in 
_ February, added to this preſent Year two other Months more, 
which he inſerted between the Months of November and December, 
ſo that thereby he made that Year to conſiſt of 445 Days, that is, 
355 Days for the ordinary Roman Year, 23 for the intercalated 
Month Mer tiainus, and 67 Days for the other Months added be- 
. tween November and December All theſe added together made this ll © 
Year the longeſt the Romans ever had, which putting many of MW £ 
their Affairs out of their uſual Order, hence it was called by them Ml 4 
the Year of Confuſion.

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ria for the aſtronomical Calculation, and that of Hlavius a Scribe 
for the forming and digeſting of it into a Kalendar according to 
the Roman Manner, that is, in diſtributing the Days of each 
Month into their Kalends, Nones, and Ides, and affixing the Fe- 
ſtivals, and ather ſolemn Times, to the Days in which they were 
to be obſerved: But Cæſar being flain ſoon after this, the Pontifi- 
ces who ſucceeded in the Care of this Matter, not well underſtand- 
ing it, () inſtead of making the Intercalation of the Leap-year 
after every fourth Year in the Beginning of the fifth, did it after 
the third in the Beginning of the fourth; and ſo it went for thir- 
ty-ſix Years following; by which Means twelve Years having 
been intercalated or made Leap-years inſtead of nine, the Error 
was then perceived; whereon, Augu/tus Cæſar then Roman Empe- 
ror, for the bringing of this again to Rights, ordered, that for the 
twelve Years next enſuing no Leap-year ſhould be at all made, 
whereby the three ſupernumerary Days, which were erroneouſly 
caſt in, being again dropped, this Form hath ever ſince gone with- 
out any Alteration, till that made by Pope Gregory the 13th, which 
I bave mentioned 
Anno 45. In the Kalends of Fanuary, Cæſar (i) entered his 
A. M. 4440. fourth Conſulſhip, and from thence began the firſt 
Hyrcanus 0 FTFulian Year according to the Order of Reformation, 
Il. 19. which he made the Year preceding. After this, (4) 
Daniel's 70 Ceſar paſſing into Spain, there vanquiſhed in the 
Weeks 417. Battle of Munda the laſt Remainders of Pompey's 
Party, ſlaying Cneius the eldeſt of his Sens, and Labienus and Atius 
Varus the chief Supporters of that Intereſt z whereby having quiet- 
ed that Province he returned to Rome in the October following with 
full Victory, and therefore looking on the civil War as now fully 
conc iuded, (1) for the compoſing of all Matters, and the reconcil- 
ing to him, as far as in him lay, the Minds of all that had been 
againſt him, he iſſued out an Act of Oblivion or general Pardon, 
granting Impunity and through Indemnity to all that had acted 
againſt him in the late War. Hereon he was made (m) perpetual 
Dictator, and (n) had many other Honours and Powers granted to 
him, whereby he had the whole Authority of the Reman State put

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into his Bands; and ſo was made, tho' not in Name, yet truly 
and in Effect, ſovereign Prince of theis whole Empire. | 

In the Interim the War in Syria went on; (e) tor Statius Mur- 
cus, who was ſent by Cæſar to ſucceed Sextus in the Preſidency of 
Syria, being there arrived, joined Anti/tius with three Legions, 
which he brought with him, and thereon, they having again hut 


up Baſſus in Apamia renewed the Siege of that Place. While this 
Siege was continued, (9 both Sides ſolicited the Aid of the neigh- | 
bouring Princes and Cities: Alcaudonius, an Arab King, being on 


this Occaſion ſent to by both Sides, (q) came with all his Forces, 


and planting himſelf between Apamia and the Camp of the Cæſa- 


rians, that covered the Siege, offered himſelf by way of Auction 
to that Side which would give moſt for him, and Baſſus having 
- bidden bigheſt accordingly had him; and (7) Pacorus with his Par- 
#hians coming alſo to his Aſſiſtance about the fame Time, theſe 
two Re-enforcements added ſuch Strength to him, that he forced 
The Cæſarians again to raiſe the Siege. 
"Anno 44. - Many Writers ſpeak of ſomewhat very ſtrange 
A. M. 4441. and diſmal about the Sun, after the Murder of Ju- 
Hyrcanus lius Czſar, which happened on the Ides of March 
II. 20. this Year : But fince the aſtronomical Tables give us 
Daniels 70 now no ſuch Eclipſe of the Sun, I omit any farther 
Weeks 418. Conjectures about it. | 

Cæſar on the firſt Day of the next Year entered on his fifth and 
laſt Conſulſhip, and (5) having then received a Requeſt from Hyr- 
canus to permit him again to repair the Walls of Feruſalem, which 
Pompey had cauſed to be pulled down, he readily granted it in Con- 
ſideration of the Service he had done him both in Zgypt and Syria ; 
and a Decree was accordingly paſſed at Rome for this Purpoſe; 
which being carried to Feruſalem, Antipater by Virtue thereof im- 
mediately ſet about the Work, whereby that City was again forti- 
fied as in former Times: This Joſephus tells us was done in Ce/ar”s 
fifth Conſulſhip; and about the ſame Time was it alſo decreed by 
the Senate, (:) that in Honour of him, the fifth Month hitherto 
called Quintilis, ſhould thenceforth be called Julius from his Name, 


which is our Engliſh Fuh,

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. Ceſar (u) had for his Colleague in this Year's Conſulſhip M. 
Antony ; but intending a War againſt the Parthians, for the re- 
＋ of the Death of Craſſus, and the Romans ſlain with him 
at the Battle of Carrbæ, he religned his own Conſulſhip, and (w) 
ſubſtituted in his Stead Publius Cornelius Dolabella, a young Man 
of 25 Years of Age, (x) who had married Tullia the Daughter of 
Cicero: But when all Things were ready for this Exp-dition, on 
the Ides of March, i. e. the 15th of that Month, four Days be- 
fore he intended to ſet out on it, () he was murdered in the Se- 
nate-houſe by a Conſpiracy of Senators, This was a moſt baſe 
and villainous Act, and was the more fo in that the prime Authors 
of it, Marcus Brutus, Decimus Brutus, Caſſius, and Trebonius, 
and ſome others of them, were ſuch as Cæjar had in the higheſt 
Manner obliged ; yet it was executed under the Notion of an high 
Heroic Virtue, in thus freeing their Country from one whom they 
called a Tyrant; and there are not wanting ſuch, as are ready 
even in our Days to applaud the Act; but as Dr. Prideaux thinks 
divine Juſtice declared itſelf otherwiſe in this Matter ; for (z) it 
purſued every one of them that were concerned herein, with ſuch 
a juſt and remarkable Revenge, that they were every Man of them 
cut off in a ſhort Time, after in a violent Manner, either by their 
own, or other Men's Hands. See my Note on Foſephus Antiq. 
xix. 4. Ceſar was a (a) very extraordinary Perſon, C. great Parts, 
polite Literature, and through Abilities in all the Arts of War and 
civil Government, and of equal Diligence and Application in the 
Uſe and Purſuit of both. However, many of his Enterprizes be- 
ing entered upon with great Raſhneſs, this abundantly proves that 
he owed the Succeſs which he had in them only to an over-ruling 
Power of Providence on his Side, which having ſet him up as a fit 
Inſtrument for the Work which he brought to paſs, carried him 
through all Dangers and Hazards to the full accompliſhing of it, 
and after that, when there was no more for him to do, caſt him 
off to periſh like a Rod, which is thrown into the Fire, when no 
more to be uſed: The Work was God's, but it being Malice and 
Ambition that excited him to be the Inſtrument in the Execution 
of it, he juſtly had for the Reward thereof that Deſtruction by

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which he fell: Having found in two or three of his Attempts the 
Hand of Providence with him, he afterward preſuming hereon, 
often ventured on very hazardous Undertakings, without having 
any other Proſpect of ſucceeding in them, than from the Conh- 
dence, which he had in that, which he called his good Fortune ; 
and he never failed in any of them; for (b) he fought fifty Battles, 


without miſſing of Succeſs in any of them unleſs at Pharus, where | 
he ſwam for his Life, and once at Dyrrachium : And in theſe Bat- 
tles he is ſaid to have ſlain eleven Hundred ninety-two Thouſand | 


Men, which ſufficiently proves him to have been a terrible Scourge 


in the Hand of God, for the Puniſhment of the Wickedneſs of | 


that Age in which he lived ; and conſequently he is to be reputed 
the greateſt Peſt and Plague that Mankind then had therein: But 
notwithſtanding this, his Actions have with many acquired great 
Glory to his Name, whereas, true Glory is due only to thoſe who 
benefit, not to thoſe who deſtroy Mankind. 

The Murder of Ceſar (c) was followed with great Confuſions 
and Diſturbances all over the Roman Empire : Antony being Conſul, 
d) headed the Ceſarean Party, and by an Oration made at Cæ- 
ſar's Funeral, ſo far excited the People againſt the Murderers, that 
they were all forced to leave Rome; and Antony governed all there, 
till Oc avius arrived. (e) This Ofavius was the Son of Caius 
Odtavius, by Attia the Daughter of Julia, Siſter of Julius Ceſar, 
and therefore he being his Nephew, and neareſt Male Relation, (% 
be adopted him for his Son, and by his Will made him Heir to three 
Quarters of his Eſtate, giving the other Quarter to two others of 
his Relations: Intending to carry him with him to the Parthian 
War, (g) he had ſent him before to Apollonia on the other Side of 
the Adriatic, to head his Army which he had there provided for 
that Expedition, till he himſelf ſhould arrive to march forward 
with them for the proſecuting of it; and there he had been (Y) fix 
Months when his Uncle was murdered : On his hearing of it, (i) 


he immediately paſſed over to Brunduy/ium in /taly, and as foon as | 
anded there, declaring himſelf the adopted Son and Heir of Ju-

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fins Cæſar, inſtead of the Name of Caius Ofavius, which he had 
thitherto gone by, he called himſelf Caius Julius Cæſar Odtavia- 
nus, and by this Name was he afterwards known, till that of Au- 
guſtus, which was given him after his Victory at Adtium, ſwallow- 
ed all the reſt, The Name of Cæſar immediately on his aſſuming 
of it drew to him the Soldiery, and moſt of the others that had 
been of his Uncle's Party ; and therefore as he paſſed from thence 
to Rome, he was accompanied with a very numerous Attendance, 
and all the Way as he went others continually flocked into them 
to ſhew their Reſpects to him: He came (+) to Naples on the ficlt 
of May; from thence approaching Rome, (I) he was met and con- 
ducted thither by vaſt Numbers of the Roman People: The next 
Morning (m) getting about him a great many of his Friends, he 
preſented himſelf before the Tribunal of Caius Antonius, the Bro- 
ther of Marcus, then Prætor of the City, and there declared be- 
fore him, according to the Roman Law and Uſage in this Cale, his 
Acceptance of his Uncle's Adoption, and had it regiſtered among 
the publick Acts of the City, Hereon, taking upon him the exe- 
+. cuting of his Uncle's Will, by which he was made his Heir, (u 
n Controverſy aroſe between him and Antony, about ſome Part of 
the geceaſed's Eſtate, which the latter thought to have ſwallowed ; 
ut theft main Conteſt was, which of them ſhould ſucceed Cæſar

other, both in the Favour of the People, and the Number of 


*the $0ldiery that reſorted to him: Whereon, (o) Antony was forc- * 


ed to quit Rome, and leave Ofavianus in the ſole Maſtery there 
both of the Senate and People, which Management in thus over- 
witting one, who had been fo long experienced in all the Affaits 
both. of Peace and War, was a great Inſtance of Wiſdom in fo 
young a Man, he being then no more than eighteen Years old, and 
going of the nineteenth ; for (p) he was born of the ſixth of the 
Kalends of Oclober, i. e. September the 23d, in the Year before 
Chrift 63, and therefore did not compleat the 19th Year of his 
Age till the 23d of September in this Year. ( Antony finding he 
could not, with the utmoſt of his Endeavours, make himſelf

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ſtrong enough to over-power Ofavianus either in Rome or Ntah, 
marched with all the Forces he could get together into Gallia Ciſal- 
pina, with Deſiga to diſpoſſeſs Decimus Brutus of that Province, 
who was lately veſted in it by a Decree of the Senate, and ſeize it 
to himſelf: This produced the Siege and Battle of Mutina, now 
called Modena, of which an Account will be given among the 
Actions of the next Year. 

In the Interim, (r) Q. Martius Criſpus coming out of Bithynia 
with three Legions of Soldiers to the Aſſiſtance of Murcus, the 
Siege of Apamea was the third Time renewed and carried on, till 
Caſſius came and did put an End to it, Ceſar (5) a little before 
his Death had appointed Cornificius to go into Syria, and take on 
him that Government ; but afterward Dolabella, who ſucceeded 
Cæſar in his Conſulſhip, (?) had it aſſigned to him by the Senate, 
and (u) Cornificius was ſent into Africa: But (2b) Caſſius getting 
into Syria betore Dolabella, ſeized that Province by Violence: For 
finding that the Cz/areans prevailed in Italy, he and Brutus left 
that Country, and retired to Athens; where reſolving on a new 
War with the Cz/areans, in order to raiſe Money and Forces for 
it, Brutus ſeized Greece and Macedonia, and Caſſius Cilicia, Syria 
and the Eaſt. 1 0 
Anno 43. Hirtius and Panſa being the Conſuls of the enſu-

Hyrcanus Fanuary; and MA. Antony being declared by the Se-

Weeks 419. of him in Autina, both the Conſuls and Ocravianus 
in Commiſon with them, were ſent to his Relief for the raiſing of 
that Siege, in the attempting whereof a great Battle being fought, 
one of the Conſuis was lain, and the other mortally wounded in 
it; however, the Victory being on their Side, Octavianus who 
ſurvived, reaped the whole Benefit of it; for hereby he got the 
whole Army under his ſole Command, and fo far diſtreſſed Antony,

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flee over the Alps into Gallia Tranſalpina : But being there receiv- 
ed by the Roman Army which Lepidus commanded in that Province, 
this brought Ofavianus to an Agreement with him, by which a 
(z) new Triumvirate being erefted, the three Generals, that is, 
M. Antonius, Lepidus, and Octavianus divided the Roman Empire 
between them: Hence followed the Proſecution of many a noble 
Roman, among whom, by Order of M. Antony, periſhed Cicero, 
Prince of the Roman Eloquence. That which influenced them 
moſt to the making of this Agreement, were the Preparations 
which M. Brutus and Caſſius were making for a new War; which 
made it neceſſary for all the Cz/arean Party to unite for their com- 
mon Defence: For Brutus having made himſelf Mafter of Greece 
and Macedonia, and Caſſius of Cilicia, Syria, and Paleſtine, they 
had each of them gotten together great Armies in thoſe Countries; 
Brutus (a) having muſtered eight Legions in Macedonia, and 
Caſſius (b) twelve in Syria, and therefore the Forces of both when 
united made an Army of twenty Legions. 

Caſſius, on his Arrival in Syria, (e) found Murcus and Marcius 
Criſpus at the Siege of Apamea; on his coming thither they both 


joined him with all their Forces, and Baſſus's Soldiers compelled , 
him to do the ſame; whereon, the City being ſurrendered on 


Terms, an End was put to this Siege; and Caſſius by the Addition 
of theſe three Armies made up his Forces to the Number of eight 
Legions: Being thus ſtrengthened he ſoon brought all Syria to ſub- 
mit to him, and they did it the more willingly, becauſe (4) of 
the great Reputation he had among them for his ſaving that Coun- 
try from the Parthians, after the Overthrow of Craſſus at Carrbæ: 


Murcus (e) heartily embracing the ſame Intereſt with Caſſius, was 
continued by him in the Government of Syria, and was alſo made 
the Admiral of his Fleet; but Criſpus and Baſſus not caring to en- 
gage in this War, were permitted quietly to retire, From Syria 
Caſſius (/) paſſed into Phænicia and Fudea, and without any Dif- 


ficulty ſecured to himſelf the Poſſeſſion of both theſe Countries: (g)

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While he lay there, Allienus, one of Dolabella's Lieutenants, was 
marching through Paleſtine with four Legions ſeat by Cleopatra 
Queen of Egypt, to the Aſſiſtance of Dolabella; Caſſius hearing 
hereof, got them at an Advantage, and having ſurrounded them 
with double their Number, forced them all to come over to him, 
and hereby made up the twelve Legions, of which his Army con- 
ſiſted : For the maintaining of ſo numerous a Body of Men (+) he | 
was forced to lay heavy Contributions on the Country, and Judæa 
being for this Purpoſe taxed at ſeven Hundred Talents, Antipater, | 
whole Wiſdom was never wanting-for the Peace and Welfare of | 
that Country, took ſpeedy Care for the anſwering of this Sum, | 
committing it to the Charge of his two Sons Phaſael and Herod, 
and of Malichus, and ſome others, forthwith to raiſe the Sum, 
and aſſigning to each of them their proper Diſtricts for this End: | 
Herod being the firſt that brought in his Quota, thereby very | 
much recommended himſelf to the Favour of Caſſius; but Gophna, 

Emmaus, Iydda, Thamna,. and ſome other Cities of Judæa being 
found tardy herein, Caſſius cauſed all the Inhabitants to be ſold by 
Auction for the railing of the Money; and Malichus another Go- 
vernor of. Judæa, had like to have been put to Death by Caſſius 
for his Failure in this Matter, but that Hyrcanus ſent to Caſſius an 
Hundred Talents out of his own Cofters to redeem him from it. 
In the Interim, (i) Dalabella after a long Stay in the proper Mia, 
for the exacting of Contributions in thoſe Parts paſſed into Ciliria, 
there ſeized Tarſus, and (4) thence marched into Syria, and would: 
have entered Antioch as Governor of the Province, but being re- 
pulſed thence he took Poſſeſſion of Laodicea, whither the Inhabi- 
rants voluntarily called him: Caſſius and Murcus hearing of this, 
haſtened thither to ſuppreſs him, leaving (/ Herod in the Govern- | 
ment of Cœla-Syria. On their Arrival at Laodicea, (in) Caſſius 

with the Army inveſted the Place by Land, and Murcus with the 
Fleet by Sea, whereby they ſo diſtreſſed Dolabella, that at laſt hav- 
ing taken the Place they left him, and the chief Heads of his Par- | 
ty, no other Way of eſcaping falling into their Hands, but by | 
putting an End to their Lives, (u) as ſome of them did by their | 
own, and others by their Servants Hands: As to the reſt of his | 
Followers Caſſius liſted them among his Legions, and fo put an Ead | 
to this War,

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While this was a doing in Syria, Malichus was acting a very 
wicked and ungrateful Part towards Antipater in udæa: He and 
Antipater (o) had long been the chief Supporters of Hyrcanus's 
Intereſt in Fudea againſt Ariſtobulus and his Sons, and next Auti- 
pater he was of the greateſt Power and Authority in that Country 
under the Government of Hyrcanus, . and was a very crafty buſy 
Man, but not being contented to be the ſecond Man next the 
Prince, (p) he would fain have been the firft, and that eſpecially 
ſince he was a natural Few, and the other only an /dumean; and 
therefore for the accompliſhing of this Deſign, he laid a Plot 
againſt the Life of Antipater, concluding, that it he were remov- 
ed, the prime Adminiſtration of all Affairs in Judæa would of 
courſe fall into his Hands : Antipater having gotten ſome Notice of 
his treacherous Projections, made Preparations againſt them; but 
Malichus coming to him, did in ſo crafty a Manner with Oaths 
and Proteſtations deny the Matter, that he fully perſuaded both 
Antipater and his Sons into a Belief of his Innocency, and a Re- 
conciliation was made between them: And whereas, Murcus on 
his having received ſome Account of this Man's innovating and 
factious Deſigns, intended to have put him to Death for them, he 
owed it to the Interceſſion of Antipater that he was delivered from 
this Danger: But notwithſtanding this Obligation, his Ambition 
ſtill hurry ing him on his wicked Deſigns, (2) he took the Oppor- . 
tunity of Antipater's dining one Day with Hyrcanus to bribe the 
Butler to give him Poiſon in his Wine, of which he died; and 
Malichus immediately thereon with an armed Force ſeized the Go- 
vernment of Jeruſalem. However, he ſtill endeavoured to per- 
ſuade Phaſaelus and Herod, that he was wholly innocent as to this 
Matter: Herod having great Indignation againſt him for this vil- 
lainous Act, would immediately by open Force have tevenged it 
upon him ; but Phaſaelus being of Opinion rather to execute their 
Revenge by Craft and Stratagem, left otherwiſe they ſhould run 
the Nation into a civil War, Hered ſubmitted hereto ; and there- 
fore, both of them diſſembling their Reſentments carried them- 
ſelves towards him as if they believed all he ſaid, (r) In the mean 
Time, Caſſius being informed by Herod of the Manner of Anti- 
pater's Death, gave him leave to revenge it on the Murderer, and 
ſent his Orders to the Commanders of his Forces at Tyre to be aſ- 
liſting to him herein. On Caſſius's taking Laodicea, all the Princes 
and chief Lords of Syria and Pale/tine haſtened thither with their

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Herod being upon the Road for the ſame Purpoſe, on their draw- 
ing near to Tyre, where they were to lodge that Night, Herod in- 

vited all the Company to ſup with him, and fending his Servants 
before under Pretence of providing the- Supper, by them commu- 
nicated Caſſius's Orders to the Commanders of the Roman Garriſon 

in that City; and accordingly a Party of armed Men being ſent

Hyrcanus ten denied; and hearing alſo that ſhe was {ending 


II. 22. on the other Side Ships to the Aid of the Triumvirs, | 


Daniel's 70. reſolved to make War upon her. Cæſar had made 
Werle 420. her Queen after the Alexandrian War, and for 
Form's Sake joined her Brother, a Youth of eleven Years old, in 
Copartnerſhip with her ; but the whole Power, by Reaſon of this 
Minority of the young Prince, was in her, and ſo it continued till 
the laſt preceding Year ; but then the young King being grown up 
to be fifteen Years old, and thereby become capable of ſharing the 


Royal Authority, as well as the Name, (t) ſhe made him away | 


by Poiſon, and at this Time reigned alone in Egypt; and ſince ſhe 

had received her Crown by the Favour of Col, it was a gene- 
rous Gratitude in her not to ſend any Aid to his Murderer; and 
hereby («) ſhe drew the Anger of Caſſius upon her: But as he 


was on his Way to invade her, (w) he was called back by Brutus; | 
who by Letters after Letters prefſed him to come and join him | 
againſt the Triumvirs ; for they (x) had now gotten together an | 
Army of forty Legions, and had paſt eight of them over the 


Adriatic, and were following with the reſt to fall upon him. 
Hereon, Caſſius (y) leaving a Nephew of his with one Legion to 


govern

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govern Syria in bis Abſence, marched with all the reſt towards 
Brutus, and (z) joined him near Smyrna in the proper Mia, where 
finding themſelves Maſters of all from Macedonia to the Euphrates, 
excepting only the Lycians and the Rhadians, (a) they thought it 
not convenient to leave two ſuch potent maritime Powers unſub- 
dued behind themz and therefore, before they paſſed any further 
W:/tward, Brutus marched againſt the Lycians, and Caſſius ſailed 
with the Fleet againſt the Rhodians, and after they had brought 
both theſe People under them, (6) they again joined at Sardes, (c) 
and from thence paſſed over the Helleſpant with an Army (a) of 
near an Hundred Thoufand Men to fight Ofavianus and Antony, 
who were come with much (e) more numerous Forces into Mace 
donia againſt them; (f) at Philippi, a City in that Country (the 
ſame to the Inhabitants whereof St. Paul afterwards wrote one of 
his Epiſtles) both Armies met; where after a terrible Battle fought 
between them, Cæſar's Murderers were vanquiſhed, and, as Dr. 

Prideaux adds, by the juſt Retribution of divine Vengeance upon 
them, they were both of them, that is, Caſſius firſt, and aſter- 
wards Brutus, forced to murder themſelves; and what was moſt 
ſignal herein, they both did it with the ſame Swords with which 
they had murdered him: After this Ofavianus returned to Rome, 
and Antony paſſed on into Ja to ſettle the Eaftern: Provinces; 
T heſe Matters are more fully related by Plutarch in the Lives of 
M. Antonius and Brutus, and by Appian, Dien Caſſius, and others; 
but it not being my Purpoſe to write the Roman Hiftory, I med- 
dle with it no otherwife than as it may ſerve to illuſtrate that of 
the eus, which is the main Subject of this Work. 

As ſoon as Caſſius was gone out of Syria, (g) the Faction of 
Malichus at Ferujalem roſe in Arms to revenge his Death upon the 
Sons of Antipater, and having gained on their Side Hyrcanus, and 
alſo Felix, the Commander of the Reman Forces left at Feruſalem, 
did put all into an Uproar in that City, and at the fame Time a 
Brother of Malichus's took Poſſeſſion of Maſſada and ſeveral other

Caſtles in Judæa by the Permiſſion of Hyrcanus : Herod being 
then with Fabius the Roman Governor of Damaſcus, and there 
laid up by Sickneſs, Phaſaelus was forced alone to ſtand this Storm 


and weathered it with full Succeſs; for he drove Fel:;x and all of 


that Party out of Feruſalem; and when Herod was returned both 
Brothers together ſoon maſtered this Faction every where elſe, and 


recovered Maſſada again from them, and all other Places which they 
had taken; and when they Rad thus ſettled all Matters again in 
Peace, they juſtly upbraided Hyrcanus with Ingratitude in favour- 
ing the adverſe Faction againſt them, when it was to the Aſſiſtance 
and wiſe Adminiſtration of Antipater their Father that he owed | 
all that he had; but (Y) a Match being about this Time ſet on | 


foot between Herd and Mariamne the Grandaughter of Hyrcanus, 


that reconciled all Differences between them. - 
However, Peace did not long continue; the ſuppreſſed Faction 
ſoon tevived again under another Head; (i) for they called to them 
Antiganus, the younger Son of Ariſtobulus, and under the Pretence | 


of 'reſtoring him to his Father's Throne, raiſed new Diſturbances 


in the Country: Ariſtobulus his Father, and Alexander his eldeſt 


Brother being dead, he as Heir of the Family claimed the King- 
dom which Ariſtobulus had been poſieſſcd of; and herein he was 
ſupported by Marion King of Tyre, Fabius Governor of Damaſ- 
cus, and Ptolemy the Son of Mennæus, Prince of Chalcis; the firſt 


of theſe engaged in this Cauſe. out of the Hatred he bore to Herd, 


the ſecond for the Money which was given to hire him into it, 
and the laſt by Reaſon of the Affinity that was between their Fa- 


milies; for he had married a Siſter of Antigonus's; after Ariſtobu- 


lus had been poiſoned by the Pomperans, and Alexander his Son be- 
headed at Antioch, as hath been above related, and the Family was 
thereby brought to g eat Diſtreſs; this Ptalemy, the Son of Men- 
neus, (|) ſent Philippion his Son to Aſralon,, where the Widow of 


Ariſtobulus was retired with her remaining Children, to bring them | 
all to him to Chalcis, propoſing there to provide for them: This 
he did for the Sake of the Love with which he was ſmitten for | 
one of the Daughters named Alexandra; but Philippion taking the 
fame liking to her, married her on the Way, for which his Fa- | 
ther put him to Death on his Return, and then married her himſelf: 


And by Reaſon of this Affinity he did all he could to promote the 
Intereſt of Antigonus; (I) who being thus aſſiſted by him, and the 
others mentioned, got an Army into the Field for the purſuing of 
his Pretenſions; but Herod encountering him on his firſt entering

Anno 41, Antony, (m) having after the Victory at Philippi, 
A. M. 4444. paſſed over into Aſia to ſettle all Matters there in 
Hyrcanus the Intereſt of the Conquerors, exacted grievous

Daniels 70 ment of his Soldiers, and the Support- of the exceſ- 
Weeks 421. five Luxury which he thenceforth gave himſelf up 
unto: Wherever he came after his Arrival in thoſe Parts, he had 
his Chamber-dgor every Morning thronged at his Levee by Kings 
and Princes from the Eaftern Countries, or by Ambaſladors from, 
others of them to ſolicit his Favour, and ſeveral of them brought 


with them their Wives and Daughters, that proſtituting them to 


his Luſt they might thereby the better obtain their Ends. Among 
other Ambaſſadors that came to him, (=) there were ſeveral of 
principal Note from the Nation of the Jets, who were ſent to ac- 
cuſe Phaſael and Herod for uſurping the Government from Hyrca- 
nus, and abuſing it to their own Ends; but Herod being preſent, 
partly by his Money, and partly by his Intereſt with Antony,” ob- 


tained, that Antony would not hear them; for (o) he having re- 


ceived great Obligations from Antipater, when he ſerved under 
Gabinius in Judæa, for his Sake much favoured his Sons, and He- 
rod on this Account had ever after a very great Intereſt with him : 
Not long after (p) there came to him other Ambaſſadors out of 
Judæa from Hyrcanus, to pray that the Lands and Territories 
which Caſſius had taken from the Jets might be reſtored ; and 
that all of that Nation, whom Caſſius had unjuſtly ſold into Sla- 
very, might be again ſet free; both which Petitions were readily 
granted: (q) At Tarſus, Cleopatra Queen of Egypt came to him, 
being ſummoned to anſwer an Accuſation againſt her, as if ſhe had 
favoured the Intereſt of Caſſius; on her Arrival thither, by the 
Charms of her Beauty and her Wit, ſhe drew him into thofe 
Snares which held him enſlaved to her as long as he lived, and in 
the End cauſed his Ruin: On (r) his coming into Syria he depoſed 
all the Ty rants which Caſſius had made in that Coungry ; for on 
his going from thence to the War againſt the Trims for the

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raiſing of Money for the Expences of that Expedition, (2) he can- 
toned out the greateſt Part of that Country into ſmall Principali- 
ties, and fold them to thoſe who would give moſt for them; and 
thus was it that Marion, who hath been mentioned, (7) came to 
be King of Tyre. At Daphne near Antioch (u) an Hundred of the 
principal Zews came to him in another Embaſſy, with the ſame 
Complaints againſt the Sons of Antipater as the former : Antony 
now gave them an hearing, and Hyrcanus being preſent, he put it 
to him to declare whom he thought the fitteſt to manage the Go- 
vernment under him; to which he anſwered in Favour of the two 
Brothers, being inducted hereto by Reaſon of the Aﬀinity which 
he had newly contracted with Hered in the Eſpouſals of his Gran- 
daughter: Whereon, Anton) being otherwiſe inclined to favour the 
two Brothers for the Reafon abovementioned, made them both Te- 
trarchs, and committed all the Affairs of Judæa to their Admini- 
ſtration; and having imprifoned fifteen of the Ambaſſadors would 
have put them to Death, but that Herod ſaved them by his Inter- 
ceſſion; however, they did not give over their Solicitation ; for 
(w) on Antam's coming to Tyre, inſtead of the former Hundred 
there came thither a Thouſand to him with the ſame Accuſations 
againſt the two Brothers; which Antony looking on as a Tumult 
rather than an Embaſly cauſed them to be fallen upon by his Sol- 
.diers, whereon ſeveral of them were flain, and more wounded. 
Antony wanting Money to pay his Army, (x) ſent all his Horſe 
to Palmyra to take the Plunder of that City inſtead of their Pay; 
this was an ancient City in Syria, 4 called Tadmor; the 
Holy Scriptures make mention of it by this Name, 1 Xings ix. Ve 
18. 2 Chron, viii, 4. and tell us that it was built in the Deſert by pa 
Salomon King of Jſrael, after his having vanquiſhed and brought th 
under him the Kingdom of Hamath Zeba, in which it was ſituat- be 
ed. 2 Chron, viii. 3. When the Greeks became Maſters of thoſe ot 
Countries they (y) gave it the Name of Palmyra, which it retain- co 
ed for ſeveral Ages after; and under it, about the Middle of the ca 
third Century after Chriſi, grew famous by being made (z) the to 
Seat of the Eaſtern Empire under Odenatbus and Zenobia : But for 
when the Sgracens became Lords of the EAI, they again reſtored ber 
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to it the od Name of Tadmor; and that it hath ever ſince born 
even to this Day; but it is now famous for nothing elſe but its too

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Ruins, which are (a) among the moſt auguſt that are at preſent 
any where to be found ; and theſe truly prove how great the Mag- 
nificence, Riches, and Splendor of this ancient and noble City 
was in former Times: It is 127 Miles North of Damaſcus on this 
Side the Euphrates, at the Diſtance of a Day's Journey from that 
River; the Situation of it is much like what that of Ammonia in 
the Deſerts of Libya is deſcribed to have been; for (6) it is built on 
an Iſland of firm Land, which lies in the midſt of a vaſt Ocean 
of Sand in ſandy Deſerts ſurrounding it on every Side; its Neigh- 
bourhood to the Euphrates having placed it in the Confines of two 
potent Empires, that of the Parthians on the Eat, and that of 
the Romans on the Man, it happened often, that in Times of War 
they were ground between both, but in Times of Peace they made 
themſelves ſufficient Amends (c) by their Commerce with each of 
them, and the great Riches which they gained thereby : For the 
Caravans from Perſia and India, which now unload at Aleppo, did 
in thoſe Times unload at Palmyra, and from thence the Eaftern 
Commodities which came over-land being carried to the next Ports 
on the Mediterranean were from thence tranſmitted into the V, 
and the Metern Commodities being through the ſame Way brought 
from the ſaid Ports to this City were there loaden on the ſame &. 
ravans, and on their Return carried back and diſperſed over all the 
Eaſt : So that as Tyre, and afterwards Alexandria, were the chief 
« Marts for the Eaſtern Trade, that was carried on by Sea, Palmyra 
was for ſome Time the chief Mart for ſo much of that Trade as 
was carried on by Land ; by the Means whereof, that Place being 
very much enriched, Antony thought with the Plunder of it to have 
paid off his Cavalry ; and for this Purpoſe ſent them thither ; but 
the (ad) Palmyrenians having timely Notice of the Deſigns, had 
before their Arrival removed all their Families and Effects to the 
other Side of the Euphrates, where the Invaders not being able to 
come at them they were forced to return without the Prey they 
came for; and on their Receſs the Palmyrenians came back again 
to their Houſes, and being exaſperated by this ill Uſage did thence- 
forth put themſelves under the Protection of the Parthians, which 
became one of the principal Cauſes of the ſecond Parthian War, 
Cleopatra (e) having accompanied Antony as far as Tyre, there 
took her Leave of him, and returned into Egypt, but left him fo 
enſnared in the Fetters of Amour to her, that he could not ſtay 
Vor, IV.

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long behind; and therefore (/) having appointed Plancus to be his 
Lieutenant in Leſſer a, and Saxa in Syria, he made haſte after 
her to Alexandria, and there (g) ſpent the whole enſuing Winter 
with her in a moſt ſcandalous Converſation of Luxury and Laſci- 
viouſneſs. In the Interim, (+) all Syria and Paleſtine being griev- 
ouſly oppreſſed with the Taxes which were impoſed on them, (i) 
the Aradians and ſome others ſlew thoſe who were ſent to gather 
them, and thereon joined with the Palmyrenians, and thoſe Ty- 
rants whom Antony had depoſed, (+) for the calling in of the Par- 
thians againſt him, which put the whole Country in the utmoſt 
Miſery and Confuſion : For the (I) Parthians on this Invitation 
paſſed the Euphrates with a great Army under the Command of 
Pacorus the King's Son, and Labienus a Roman General of the 
Pompeyan Party. This Labienus was the Son of Titus Labienus, 
(n) who had been Cz/ar's Lieutenant in Gallia, and one of the 
chief of his Friends; but afterward going over to Pompey became 
the bittereſt of his Enemies, and was (u) {lain fighting againſt him 
in the Battle of funda: His Son purſuing the ſame Intereſt, (o) 
was fent by Brutus and Caſſius a little before the Battle of Philippi 
in an Embaſſy to the Parthian King, to pray his Aid for that 
War; and was ſoliciting this Matter at the Parthian Court, when 
that Battle happened; by the ill Succeſs whereof, (p) being diſcou- 
raged from any more returning, he continued in that Country, and 
having prevailed with King Oredes to undertake this War, (q) was 
ſent with Pacorus the King's Son to be under him the chief Com- 
mander in it: On their entering Syria (r) they vanquiſhed Saxa in 
Battle, and forced him to flee into Cilicia; and after this having 
divided the Army between them, Labienus with one Part of it pur- 
ſued Saxa into Cilicia, and having there ſlain him, (s) over-ran Is

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the Leſſer Ha; and forcing Plancus to flee thence into the Iſles, 
brought all Places under him as far as the Helleſpont and the Agean 
Sea: And at the ſame Time, Pacorus with the other Part of his 
Army, (t) ſubdued all Syria and Phænicia, as far as Tyre, which 
alone ſtood out againſt him; for the Remain der of the Raman 
Forces in that Country having gotten thither before him, held out 
that Place, ſo that he could not make bimſelf Maſter of it. 


Hyrcanus fairs in Itah, as well as in Syria, and Leſſer 4/a, 
IE N early in the enſuing Spring took his Leave of Cleopa- 
Daniel's 70 tra to carry a Remedy to them: For (w) in ah, 
Weeks 422. Fylvia his Wife, and Lucius Antonius his Brother, 
(who had been Conſul the preceding Year) having, under the Pre- 
tence of ſupporting his Intereſt, engaged in a War againſt Oddaui- 
anus, were vanquiſhed by him, and after the taking of Peruſia, 
(where Lucius had ſuffered a long and (x) hard Siege in this Cauſe) 
were both driven out of that Country ; and what was the State of 
Affairs in Syria and Leſſer ¶ſia hath been related: For the remov- 
ing of theſe Evils (y) he firſt failed to Tyre ; but on his putting in 
there, (z) finding all the Country round in the Hands of the Par- 
thians, and (a) receiving alſo in that Place lamentable Letters of 
Complaint from Fulvia concerning her ſufferings from Octavianus, 
he neglected the foreign Enemy to make War upon the Domeſtic, 
and failed into Itah with two Hundred Sail of Ships againſt O#a- 
vianus; but on his Arrival thither receiving an Account (5) that 
Fulvia was dead at Sicyon, he hearkened to the Advice of his 
Friends for the making up of all Differences with OZavianus, by 
marrying O#avia his Siſter, who had lately become a Widow by 
the Death of Marcellus her former Huſband ; on which Terms 
Peace being made between them, they both went together to 
Rome, and the Marriage was there ſolemnized with great Pomp 
and Solemnity. After this, the Triumvirs came to a new Parti- 
tion of the Roman Empire between them, by Virtue whereof Le- 
pidus had the Provinces of = ; Ofavianus Dalmatia, the =

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Gallia's, Spain, and Sardinia ; and Antom all the Eaftern Province 
beyond the Adriatic: And the War againſt the Parthians was com- 
mitted to his Charge, and that againſt Sextus Pompeius (who had 
ſeized Sicily) to Odavianus; and /taly, it was agreed, ſhould be 
common to them both for the raiſing of Forces for theſe Wars. 
In the mean Time, Labienus (c) ravaged all the Leſſer 4jia ; 
and (d) Pacorus having taken in Sidon and Ptolemais, ſent a Party 
to invade Fudea, for the making of Aubigonus the Son of Ariſtobu- 
4 King of that Country: For Pyalemy, the Son of Mennæus, 
Prince of Chalcis, (e) dying this Year, (/) Lyſenias his Son, who 
ſucceeded him in that Principality, having a great Intereſt with 
Barzapharnes, a chief Commander of the Army that followed 
Pacorus, contrafted with him in the Behalf of Antigonus (to 
whom he was allied in the Manner as hath been abovementioned) 
that for a Thouſand Talents, and five Hundred Jewiſh Women, 
to be given to the Parthians by Antigonus, they ſhould reſtore him 
to his Father's Kingdom; which Contract being conſented to and 
ratified by Pacorus, he ſent from Pto/emais a Part of his Army 
| under the Command of his Cup-bearer, called alſo Pacorus, to put 
s it in Execution: Whereon, Antigens having gotten together an 
| Army of  Fews from about Mount Carmel, and elfewhere, march- 
ed with them into Judæa, and the (g) Cup-bearer followed to 
ſupport him. Antigonus having vanquiſhed in Battle thoſe that firſt 
eame forth to oppoſe him, purſued them unto Feruſalem, where 
having gotten into the City, many Skirmiſhes happened between 
him and the two Brothers; in which the Antigonians being worſt- 
ed, were forced to take Shelter in the Mountain of the Temple, 
and the other Party ſeized the Palace; and from theſe two Places, 
as the head Quarters of the two Parties, they frequently ſallied upon 
each other; and theſe Hoftilities were continued between them till 
tha Feaſt of Pentecoſt, when great Numbers of People coming to 
Zeruſalem from all Parts to this holy Solemnity, and ſome joining 
on one Side, and ſome on the other, this produced ſuch great Di- 
ſtractions, and ſuch ſhedding of Blood in every Part of the City, 
as moved both Parties to think of a Compoſure of theſe Troubles. 
Hereon, Anligonus ſubdolouſly propoſed the calling in of the Cup-bea- 
rer to arbitrate all Differences between them; (For he having follow- 
ed Aniigenus according to the Orders of his Maſter, was then with 
his Forces encamped without the Walls of the City) Which Pro- 
poſal

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poſal being accepted of, the Cup-bearer with five Hundred of his 
Horſe was received into Feruſalem, and he taking his Lodging at 
Phaſael's Hoſe, and being there kindly entertained as his Gueſt, 
made uſe of this Opportunity to work his Hoſt into ſuch a Conft- 
dence in him, as to be drawn by his treacherous Perſuaſions to go 
on an Embaſſy to Barzapharnes (who then governed Syria under 
Pacoru;) as, being made believe by this ſubtil Parthian, that it was 
the certaineſt Way to gain ſuch a Settlement of his Affairs as would 
be beſt to his Content; and therefore taking HMyrcanus along with 
him, he went on this Journey, wholly againſt the Opinion of 
Herod, who having no Faith in the Parthians, blamed hls Bro- 
ther's Credulity in this Matter: The Cup bearer conducted them 


on their Way with Part of his Horſe, leaving the other Part at 


Feruſalem, When the Ambaſſadors came into Galilee they were 
met with a Guard from Barzopharnes to conduct them to him, 
and the Cup-bearer returned again to Jeriſalem. Barzapharnes at 
firſt received them with an Appearance of Kindneſs, till he thought 
the Cup-bearer was returned again to Jeruſalem, and had there 
ſeized Herod, according to the Orders that were given him; but 
as oon as by computing the Time he concluded this was done, (5) 
he cauſed both Phaſael and Hyrcamus to: be ſeized and put into 
Chains: Herod having timely Notice hereof,” before any Part of 
the intended T reachery could be executed upd him, got away 
ſrom Feruſalem in the Night, taking with him all his Family, and 
the beſt of his Effects, and as many Soldiers in his pay as he had 
then at hand for their Guard, and made the beſt of his Way to- 
wards Maſſada, (i) which was a Caſtle built on the Top of a very 
high Mountain near the Wet ide of the Lake Aſphaltites, and the 
ſtrongeſt Fortreſs in all that Country. In his March thither he 
was ſeveral Times aſſaulted, both by the Parthians purſuing bim, 
and alſo by the Fews of the oppoſite Faction, but in all theſe Con- 
flicts he had the better of them; and having more efpecially in one 
of them, which was fought with the Jeu of Antigonas's Party at 
the Diftance of about ſeven Miles from Feru/alem, gotten a more 
remarkable Advantage, than in any of the reſt, he there afterwards 
built a very famous (+) Palace called Herodium in Memory of it. 
On his coming to Reſſa in Idumea, his Brother Jaſeph met him 
with ſuch further Forces as he could get together for his Aſſiſtance: 
But on their drawing near to Maſſada, that Place not being capa- 
ble of containing all the Company, Herod diſmiſſed nine Thouſand 
of them ; of the reſt he put eight Hundred into the Caſtle with his

brought with him from Feru/alem ; and then having furniſhed the 
Fortreſs with Proviſions for ſeveral Months, and left Joſeph in the 
chief Command of it, he with the Remainder of his Followers 
made the beſt of his Way for Petra in Arabia, where Malchus 
having ſucceeded Aretas, then reigned as King of that Country. 
Herod having laid many Obligations upon him by former Kind- 
neſſes and Services, thought to have found him his Friend in this 
Time of Need; but he being one, who, like many others, 
would not own a Friend in Adverſity, as ſoon as he heard of He- 
rod's Caſe, ſent to him to depart his Nominions, pretending for it 
the Command of the Parthians. Hereon, Herod diſmiſſing moſt 
of thoſe that had hitherto followed him, went directly for Egypt, 
and on his coming to Rhinocorura in his Way thither, he there 
had an Account of the Death of Phaſael his Brother. 

For (!) the Parthians, when they tound Herod gone from Feru- 
falem, aiter having firſt plundered the Place and all the Country 
round, made Antigonus, according as they had agreed with him, 
King of Judæa, and delivered Hyrcanus and Phaſael in Chains to 
him: Phaſae! knowing his Death to be determined, to prevent 


the Executioner beat out his Brains againft the Wall of the Priſon : 


 Hyrcanus's Life was ſpared, but to incapacitate him from being any 
longer High-Prieſt, Auigonus cauſed his Ears to be cut off; (for no 


(in] one was, according to the Levitical Law, to be Prieft or 


High-Prieſt among the Jews, who was not perfect and whole in 
all the Parts and Members of his Body) and after this delivered 
him back again to the Parthians, to be carried by them into the 


Eaſt; that being ſo far off he might not be in the Way to diſturb 
him, and accordingly on their return they carried him to Seleucia, 


and ſoon after there happened a Reaſon, which forced them to re- 


turn ſooner than they intended. 500 
For (n) Antony, aſter his Agreement with Odtavianus, having 


ſent Ventidius one of his Lieutenants into the Ea againſt them, 
he managed this War with ſuch Succeſs, as ſoon cleared all the 
Roman Territories of them: His Paſſage into A (o) was with 
ſuch ſpeedy Expedition, that arriving thither much ſooner than 
expected, he ſurprized Labienus with the ſuddenneſs of his com- 
ing, before he was prepared to withſtand him; for he had then 
none of the Parthian Army with him, but only ſuch Forces as 
were made up of Roman Deſerters, and thoſe Aſiatic's which -

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had gathered up in Syria, Phœnicia, and Leſſer fia, ſince his 
coming over the Euphrates; and thereſore not daring to ſtand the 
Approach of a Roman Army, he retreated before them as faſt as 
he could, till he came to Mount Taurus; where having by the 
Advantage of the Mountains encamped in ſuch a Place as ſecured 
him from being forced to a Battle, he ſent to Pacorus for Aſſi- 
ſtance ; hereon, an Army of Parthians coming thither to his Aid, 
they had the Romans in ſuch Contempt, becauſe of their former 
Victories over them, that they engaged Ventidius, before Labienus 
could come to join them ; and therefore being overthrown in this 
Battle, and moft of them cut in Pieces, they received the Reward 
which was juſtly due to their Preſumption : Labienus's Soldiers be- 
ing terrified with this Defeat of the Parthians, all deſerted him 
and fled, every one ſhifting as well as he could for himſelf ; where- 
on, Ventidius purſuing after them, flew ſome of them, and hav- 
ing taken the reſt liſted them among his own Forces. Labienus 
making his Eſcape in a Diſguiſe, for ſome Time ſculked about in 
Cilicia from one hiding Place to another, till at length being diſ- 
covered by Demetrius (a Freed-man of Julius Caeſar's, whom 
Antony had made Governor of Cyprus) he was taken and put to 
Death. After this Victory, (p Ventidius having recovered all 
Cilicia, marched on to Mount Amanus, which parted Cilicia from 
Syria ; where he met another Army of Parthians, who under the 
Command of Pharnapates, one of Pacorus's Lieutenants, had 
ſeized the Paſſes leading inte Syria, and thereby endeavoured to 
hinder his further Progreſs ; but Ventidius falling on them, flew 
their General, and gained a ſecond Victory over them as confide- 
rable as the former, and then without any further Oppoſition 
paſſed into Syria: Whereon, (9) Pacorus calling all his Forces to 
him marched back with all the hafte he was able, and repaſſing 
the Euphrates, left Syria and all elſe on this Side that River wholly 
to the Romans, and all again in thoſe Countries returned to their 
former Subjection to them, excepting only the Aradians, who by 
Reaſon of their having flain thoſe that were ſent" thither to gather 
their Taxes, deſpairing of Pardon held out for ſome Time, till

the Interim, (r) Herod from Rhinecorura went to —＋ 
and from thence to Alexandria, where taking Ship, he paſſed by 
the Way of Rhodes and Brunduſium to Rome, and there applying 
to Antony, acquainted him of the lamentable State all his Affairs 
in Judæa weie then in; and earneſtly prayed his Aid. Antony,

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(s) on the Account of the Friendſhip which he had firſt with his 
Father, and afte: wards with him, pitied his Caſe, and for the Sake 
of a great: Sum of Morey promiſed, undertook to help him, and 
did much more for him than he expected: For whereas, the ut- 
moſt of his Deſign was to have obtained the Kingdom for Ariſtobu- 
lus, the Brother of Mariamne, whom he had lately eſpouſed, with- 
out propoſing any thing further for his own Intereſt, than that be 
might govern the Country under him, in the ſame Manner as 
Antipater had under Hyrcanus his (t) Grandfather ; Antony procur- 
ed, that the Crown was given to him, contrary to the Cuſtom of 
the Romans commonly practiſed by them in this Caſe; for they 
uſed not to paſs over the Royal Line of any dependant Kingdom, 
and grant the Crown to one that was an Alien toit: But Ofavi- 
anus being prevailed with to tavour the Deſign, partly: o gratity 
Antony, and partly out of Gratitude to the Family of Antipater, 
for the ſeaſonable Help brought by him to Julius Ceſar in Egypt, 
their joint Intereſt was not to. be withſtood ; and therefore, Ae 
ſala and Atratinus, two noble Senators, having introduced Herod 
into the Senate, and there ſet forth the Merits of him and his Fa- 
mily toward the Roman People, and the Demerits of Antigonus, 
and Antony having added that it would be very advantageous to him 
in his carrying on the Parthian War to have Herod King of Ju- 
ds, the Royal Dignity was decreed to him by the unanimous 
Suttrage of the whole Senate, and Antigonus was declared an Ene- 
my to the Roman State: And on the riſing of the Senate Herod 
was conducted by the Conſuls and other Magiſtrates up to the Ca- 
pitol, Od auinnus going on one Side of him, and Antony on the 
other; and the Decree being there depoſited among the publick 
Records of the State, he was thereon ſolemnly inaugurated into 
the Kingdom according to the Raman Uſage: Having had ſo good 
and expeditious Sueceſs in this Matter, he made all the haſte back 
again into Juden that he wa able: For having tarried only ſeven 
Days at Nome fot the Diſpatch: of this whole Affair, he returned 
to his Ships at Brundufrum, and failing thence with the firſt fair 
Wind, he landed at Piolemais towards the End of the Summer, fo 
that he was not above three Months in all this Journey both by 
Sea and Land, See my Chronology and Harmony pag. 151, 152. 
On his Arrival, (a) his firſt Care was to relieve his Mother, 
Siſter, and other Friends, that were ſhut up in Mafſada: For (ub)

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Antigonus bad beſieged them with a cloſe Siege ever ſince his De- 
parture, and had once brought them to ſo great a Diſtreſs for want 
of Water, that Joſeph had reſolved to attempt deſperately to break 
through the Beſiegers, and flee unto Malchus in Arabia; for he 
had heard that Malchus had repented of his Unkindneſs to Herod, 
and was now much. better inclined to him and his Party: But the 
Night before he intended to have put this Deſign in Execution, 
there fell ſuch plentiful Showers of Rain, as filled all their Ciſterns, 
and thereby put them in a Capacity of holding out till Herad eame 
and relieved them; and to relieve them being what he had moit 
at Heart (eſpecially for the Sake of Mariamne his late betrothed 
Miſtreis, who was a Lady of the greateſt Beauty, and the greateſt 
Merit of any of her Time) he did all he could to provide for it; 
for immediately on his Return he ſet himſelf to raiſe Men, liſting 
into his Service as well Foreigners as Jews, and with thoſe and ſuch 
Roman Auxiliaries as he received from Ventidius, and Silo his Lieu- 
tenant in Paleſtine, he made himſelf Maſter of all Galilee, ſome 
few Places only excepted. After this he endeavoured to get at 
Maſſada, but not thinking it ſafe to leave ſo ſtrong a Place as 
Zoppa behind him in the Hands of his Enemies, he took in that 
firit, and then proceeding to the Place intended, and having there 
raiſed the Siege, and received all his Friends, he took in Rea a 
ſtrong Fortreſs in Idumæa, and marching back joined Silo, whom 
Ventidius had left in Fudeza, for the promoting of his Intereſt, and 
encamped with him before the Walls of JFeruſalem. 

For Ventidius, on his having driven the Parthians out of Syria, 
(x) marched into Paleſtine out of Pretence to relieve Zoſeph in 
Aaſſada, but in reality to get as much Money as he could; and 
therefore having appeared before 7Zeruſalem, and thereby frighted 
Antigonus to part with all the Money he could get together for the 
purchaſing of his Departure, he marched-back into Syria with the 
Groſs of his Army, leaving Silo with the reſt in Fudee ; and with 
theſe he joined Herod, but did more Hurt than Good ; for follow- 
ing the ſame Method which Ventidius had lately given him an Ex- 
ample for, he managed this War in no other Manner, ' than as it 
might bring moſt Money into his own Pocket, receiving great 
Sums from Herod to promote his [atereft, and at the ſame Time 
greater from Antigonus to hinder it; fo that playing Booty on bi th 
Sides, he ſqueezed each of them to the utmoſt, and truly ſerved 
neither: He helped Herod indeed in reducing Foppa, and on his 
Return from Maſſada went with him to the Siege of Feruſalem, 
but there managed that Matter ſo, that by encouraging his Soldiers 
to Mutiny on Pretence of wanting Neceſſaries, he made it end 
only in the Saccage of Jericho to tle utter Ruin of that Place, and 


then 
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then diſmiſt the Army into Winter Quarters ; which he made 
Herod provide for them in Idumæa, Samaria, and Galilee. | 
N. B. In this Place Dr. Prideaux ſpeaks of Virgil's fourth Ec- 
logue, interprets it with many others of Pollio's Son ; without, 
nay againſt all the original Evidence, which agrees that it was 
taken out of a famous Cumean Stbylline Prophecy ſtill extant, that 
relates to the Meſſiah; who was hoped to be ready to appear when 
Pollio was Conſul of Reme.

Anno 39. (y) Herod, tho! he had put Sili's Soldiers into 
A. M. 4446. Winter Quarters, till kept the Field with his own; 
Antiganus 1. one Part of which he ſent into Idumæs, under the 
Daniels 70 Command of his Brother Foſeph, to ſecure all there 
Weeks 423. to his Intereſt, with the reſt he marched to Samaria, 
and having there placed his Mother, Siſter, and all his other Friends 
which he brought from Maſſuda, under a ſafe Guard, he paſſed on 
into Galilee, and there reduced Sepphoris, and all other Places, 
which held for Antigonus in that Country; and after that betook 
himſelf to rid it of thoſe Bands of Thieves and Banditti, which 
at that Time very much infeſted it ; for their being many Moun- 
tains and ſteep craggy Rocks in this Country, with Caves in them 
capable of affording hiding Places for great Numbers of this Sort of 
People, great Numbers of them were often found from thoſe Dens 
to make Ravages and Depredations in it, and never more than at 
this Time: For the ſuppreſſing of theſe, Herod marched with all 
his. Forces againſt them, and all were ſcarce enough; for theſe 
Robbers having joined their Forces together, made ſuch an Head 
againſt him, that at firſt Herod's left Wing was put to the Rout, 
till he himſelf came up in Perſon with other Forces to their Relief; 
whereon, having gained the Victory, he purſued them as far as the 
River Jordan, and there drove them all out of the Country, ex- 
cepting only ſome few, who lurking behind, ſheltered themſelves 
in the Caves and Faſtneſſes of the Mountains. After this, he gave 
his Soldiers a Donative of one Hundred and fifty Drachms a Man, 
and diſmiſt them into Winter Quarters: While they lay there, he 
took Care by the Agency of Phereras his Brother to furniſh them, 
and alſo the Romans under Sila, with Plenty of Proviſions; and 
alſo took Care at the ſame Time by the ſame Perſon for the re- 
edifying and new fortifying of the Caſtle of Alexandrium. And 
as ſoon as the Seaſon of the Year would allow him to take the 
Field, he marched again into Galilee to rid that Country from the 
Remainder of thoſe Thieves, whe till infeſted that Country, from 
the Caves and Holes of the Mountains, where they had taken 
Shelter; but how to come at them was the Difficulty ; a by

Reaſon of the craggineſs and ſteepneſs of thoſe Mountains, there 
was no ſcaling them from below, and to get down to them from 
above by any Paſſage was altogether as impracticable; and there- 
fore to ferret them out of their Dens, he was forced to make cer- 
tain Cheſts, and filling them with Soldiers to let them down into 
the Entrances of thoſe Caves by Chains from Engins which he had 
fixed above; by which Means having deſtroyed all that lurked in 


them, or elſe reduced them to Terms of Submiffion, he wholly 


quieted that Country for the preſent, and marched to Samaria from 
thence to make War upon Antigonus ; but he was no ſooner gone, 
but thoſe Thieves whom he bad lately driven over Jordan again 
returned, and infeſting a- new that Country, flew Ptolemy, whom 
Herod had made Governor cf it, and began again to ravage all 


round about them; but Herod, on Notice hereof, coming back 


again, ſoon made them pay dear for it; for ferretting them out of 
their hiding Holes he tut off the moſt of them, deſtroyed all their 
Places of Retreat, and deeply fined all of the Country that had 
afforded them any Relief or Countenance, by which neceſſary 
Rigour he at length reſtored full Peace and Security to all Galilee. 
In the Interim, (z) Antony was at Athens, there ſpending this 
Winter with his new Wife O#avia, in the ſame Exceſſes of 
Luxury, Folly, and looſe Divertiſements, as he had the former 
with Cleopatra at Alexandria. While he thus lay idle in that Place, 
there came thither to him an Account of the two Victories gained 
by Ventidius againſt the Parthians; for which he made great Re- 
Joicing and Feaſting in that Place: But hearing that Pacorus was 
making great Preparations for another "Invaſion into Syria, he 
thought not fit any longer to lie ſtill and leave it to his Lieutenant 
to reap all the Laurels of this War; and therefore, as ſoon as the 
Spring advanced, he left Athens with all his Forces, and marched 


towards the Eat; but before he could get thither, Ventidius had 


gained a third Victory much greater than the other two, (a) where- 
by he ſeemed to have fully revenged the Death of Craſſus, and 
thoſe that were cut off with him in the Battle of Carrbæ; for 
the Loſs on the Parthians Side at this Time, was altogether as 


. ſignal as that other on the Romans, Pacorus himſelf, and above 


twenty Thouſand of his beſt Men being ſlain in this Overthrow : 
The Manner whereby it was effected was as followeth.

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Jentidius hearing that the Parthians were in great readineſs for 
another Expedition into Syria, feared that they might paſs the 

Eupbrates upon him before he ſhould be able to get his Army to- 
gether from the ſeveral Places where they were diſperſed into Quar- 
ters, for the putting of himſelf into a Condition to oppoſe them; 
and therefore, for the preventing thereof, he had recourſe to this 
Stratagem; there being then in this Camp under the Name of an 
Ally, a petty Prince of thoſe Haſfern Parts, whom he knew to be 
a Well-wiſher and- ſecret Correſpondent of the Parthians, that 
communicated to them all the Intelligence he could get of the 
Roman Councils and Deſigns, he laid a Plot of ſerving himſelf by 
this Man's Treachery: For taking the firſt Opportunity that of- 
fered to diſcourſe with him, and expreſſing himſelf as if, he. placed 
great Confidence in him, communicated to him pretended Fears, 
feigning that he had heard, and was thercon much concerned, 
that the Parthians. waving the uſual Paſi4pe of the Huphrates at 
Zaugma, intended now to enter Syria another Way, at a Paſſage 
of that River much below the for mer: For, (aid he, if they paſs 
at Zeugma, the Country on this Side the Euphrates is thete. moun- 
tainous, where the Parthian Horſe, of which theic Army moſtly 
conſiſts, will not be uſeful to them; but in caſe they take the 
lower Paſſage, the Country is all plain, and there their Horſe will 
have their full Advantage, and the Romans will not be able to ſtand 
beſore them. As ſoon as this Conference was over, the Traitor, 
according as Venlidius forelaw, conveyed a full Account. of it to 
the Parthians, and there it had the full Effect which was intended: 
For Pacorus immediately hereon altering his Courſe left the Road 
of Zeugma, and took his Rout into the other Road, where Venti- 
A, wiſhed he: fhould, which cauſing a long March about, and 
requiring other Preparations to be made for the paſſing of the River 
at the Place now intended, while all this was a doing forty Days 
were gained to Ventidius, in which Time baving gotten to him 
Silo from Judæa, and all his Legions from beyond Taurus, where 
they had been quattered, he was in full readiveſs to meet the Par- 
thiam, as ſoon as they entered Syria; where having firſt over- 
witted them by ſeveral Stratagems and Artifices of War, he at 
length vanquiſhed them with that ſignal Overthrow which I have 
mentioned. It is remarked of this Victory of the Romans, that as 
it fully revenged the ViRtory gotten over Craſſus by the Parthians ; 
ſo (4) it was gotten on the ſame Day of the Year on which the 
other was Joſt juſt fourteen Years before: It happened therefore in 
the Month of June, for in that Month the Battle of Carrbæ was 


fought by Craſſus. 
Orades 
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O rode, King of Parthia hearing of this Defeat, and the Death 
of his Son in it, (e) was fo overwhelmed with Exceſs of Grief 
for this Calamity, that he grew diſtracted upon it; for ſeveral 
Days he fat mute not ſpeaking a Word, or caring to take any 
Meat; and when his Grief had at length made Way for his 
Tongue to expreſs it, nothing elſe could be heard from him but 
the Name of Pacorus; ſometimes he would ſeem to ſee him, and 
call upon him as if preſent; ſometimes to talk with him; ſome- 
times to hear him ſpeaking to him; and at other Times recolle&- 
ing that he was loft, he would pour out his Lamentations for it 
with Showers of Tears; and in Truth there was Reaſon enough 
for all this Grief in the preſent Caſe; for this Overthrow was (4) 
the greateſt Blow which the Parthians had at any Time till now 
ever received, and the Loſs of the Prince was as great as that of 
the Army; for (e) he was the wort hieſt Perſon for Juſtice and Cle- 
mency, as well as for Valour, and all other Princely Qualities, 
which the Royal Family of Arſaces had ever bred ; by which, in 
the ſhort Time that he was in Syria, he fo far endeared himſelf to 
the People of that Country, that they never expreſſed a greater 
Affection for any Prince that ever reigned over them, than they 
did for him. | 7 17 

Had Ventidius after this Victory purſued all the Advantages of 
it, he might have driven the Parthians out of all Meſopotamia and 
Babylonia, and extended the Roman Empire to the Banks of the 


Tigris, if not beyond them; but (/) he feared, he might thereby 


excite the Envy of Antony againſt him, and therefore contented 
himfelf with reducing all thoſe Places in Syria and Phænicia, which 
had revolted from the Romans in the late War, and in Purſuit 
hereof, he was with all his Army in Commagena when Antony ar- 
rived: For (g) Autiochus the King of that Country having em- 
braced the Parthian Intereſt againſt the Romans, Yentidins made- 
War upon him for it, and having ſhut him up in Samoſata, the 
Capital of his Kingdom, was then ſtreightly beſieging him. An- 
tom on his coming thither took this War out of his Hands, and 
diſmiſſing him from his Preſidency of Syria, and all other Com- 
mand, ſent him to Rome, on Pretence that he might there take 
his Triumph for his Victories; but the true Reaſon was, (5) he 
envied him the Glory of them, and therefore ſent him away from 
the Army, with which he was in great Reputation, and never

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imployed him afterwards, tho on many Occaſions after this 
Time he needed fo able and experienced a General to fight his 
Battles for him. However, (i) Ventidius on his Return to Nome, 
was there received with all the Honour that his Victories deſerved ; 
for he was not only admitted to his Triumph, but had it granted 
to him with the general Applauſe of all the Reman People, and 
herein had this peculiar Glory, that he was the only Perſon that 
ever triumphed over the Parthians, none before or after having 
ever attained to it, beſides him alone: And another Thing was 
alſo peculiar to him in this Matter, which was altogether as re- 
markable, (4) that is, he came to his Honour of triumphing from 
being led in Triumph himſelf, which no one elfe beſides himſelf 
ever did; For in the Social War, which the Italian Allies waged 
with Rome for the Freedom of that City, being made a Captive at 
the taking of A/culum, the chief City of Picenum, by Strabo the 
Father of Pompey, he was then, being very young, led before that 
General in his 1'riumph for the ſaid Victory; after this, his Fami- 
ly being brought to Poverty by the Ruin and Saccage of their City, 
he was forced when grown up to betake himſelf to a mean and 
ſordid Imployment for his Livelihood; for at firſt (!) he was only 
a Mulitier, and being uſed to provide Mules for the carrying of 
the Baggage of ſuch Roman Magiſtrates as were ſent to govern 
foreign Provinces, Ceſar made uſe of him for this Purpoſe, when 
he went firſt into Gallia; and having on that Occaſion taken No- 
tice of the Activity and quick Apprehenſion of the Man, took him 
with him into his Gallic Wars; wherein, by his Valour and other 
military Qualifications he roſe ſo faſt through all the Stations of 
the Camp, as that he became one of the chief of Cæſar's Gene- 
rals in all the Wars that he afterwards waged, and on his Return 
to the City, reaped Honours there as faſt as he had in the Army, 
being (m) firſt made '!'ribune of the People, and afterwards (u) 
Prætor and Conſul of Rome. After Ceſar's Death (o) he joined 
himſelf to Antony, and fought for his Cauſe in the Wars both of 
Mutina and Peruſia; and afterwards being ſent as his Lieutenant 
into the Eaſt, he there obtained the Victories I have mentioned; 
for which having triumphed at his Return to Rome, he there after- 
wards lived, and there died in great Honour, (p) and on his De- 
ceaſe a publick Funeral was there made for him at the Charges of 
the Commonwealth, In

In the Interim, (9) Herod carried on his War in Judæa againſt 
Antigonus, and Macherus a Roman General, by the Order of Au- 
tony was ſent with two Legions, and a Thouſand Horſe to his Aſ- 
ſiſtance: But on his Approach to the Walls of Feruſalem, where 
he went with Deſign to confer with Antigonus, being beaten back 
by the Archers and Slingers that guarded the Rampart, he fell into 
ſuch a Rage hereon, that on his Retreat from thence, he flew all 
the Jews that came in his Way without regarding whether they 
were Frinds or Foes; in which wild Fury of his many of Herod's 


Friends being cut off, he could not bear it with any Patience, and 


therefore went away immediately to Sameria, and from thence 
haſtened towards Antony to make complaint to him of this Outrage; 
of which Machærus having Notice made after him as faſt as he 
could, and having overtaken him, prevailed with him to overlook 
what was paſt, and be reconciled unto him. However, Herod 
continuing his Journey to pay bis Reſpects unto Antony, left Foſepb 
his Brother to command in Judæs during his Abſence, but with 
ſpecial Order to put nothing to hazard till he ſhould return: On 
his coming to Antony (whom he found ſtill at Sameſata) he was 
received with great Honour, and in requital of it, there did him 
ſpecial Service in the carrying on of the Siege of that Place; Venti- 
dius firſt begun it, as hath been already mentioned, and King An- 
tiachus, whom he ſhut up therein, (r) offered a Thouſand Talents 
for his Peace; but Antony on his Arrival not accepting of it, after 
he had diſmiſſed Ventidius, carried on the Siege himſelf, but with 
much leſs Succeſs ; for the People of the Place, on Antony's reject- 
ing the beſt Terms they could offer him for Peace, being by Deſpe- 
ration made valiant, defended themſelves ſo well, that (s) Antony 
was glad at length to compound the Matter with Antiochus for leſs 
than one third of the Sum that was offered, that ſo he might raiſe 
the Siege with Honour, which otherwiſe he feared he might be 
forced to without it, by Reaſon of the Diſcontent of his own Sol- 
diers; For they being all diſpleaſed at the Diſmiſſion of Yentidius, 
under whom they had got ſuch ſignal Victories, did very much 
reſent it, and therefore executed Antony's Orders in the Siege, nei- 
ther with that Vigour, nor that Care, as was neceſſary to make 
them ſucceed ; yet was the Place delivered to Antony; as ſays Jo- 


ſephus Antiq. xiv. 15. 9. After this, Antony having (t) appointed 


Sofius to be his Lieutenant in Cilicia, Syria, and Pale/tine, leſt the 
Army with him, and (2) failed to Athens, and from thence to

Brunduſum to confer with Q&avianus ; but not finding him there 
at the Time appointed he retutned back to Athens, and from 
thence paſſed to Alexandria, and there ſpent the enſuing Winter in 
the ſame Dalliances and luxurious Delights with Cleopatra, as he 

had the Winter two Vears before, [2 * 

While Herod was abſent in his Attendance upon Antony, (w) 
Lad. forgetting the Ordets he had received from him, made an 
xpedition againſt Jericho, taking with him his own Men, and 
five Cohorts received from Machæras; but being there circumvent- 
ed by the Enemy, he wes himſelf ſlain, and moſt of his Forces 
cut in Pieces: Whereon, thoſe that were diſaffected to Herod in 
Galilee and Idumæa, revolted from him in both theſe Provinces. 
Herad being come back from Antony as far as Daphne near Antioch, 
had there an Account brought him of theſe Mistortunes, whereon 
he haſtened back into Judæa to bring the beſt Remedy to them 
that he could: On his coming to Mount Libanus, he there raiſed 
eight Hundred Men, and with theſe and one Roman Cohort march- 
ed to Plolemais, and from thence made War upon the Revolters 
of Galilee; and having there received another Cohort from Antony, 
ſoon brought all thoſe again to ſubmit to him, who had in that 
Country declared againſt him; and after that went to Jericho for 
the revenging of his Brother Joſeph's Death, but there attempted 
it to his Hurt; for the Auligoniaus in thoſe Parts over-powering 
him with Numbers, put his Forces to the Rout, and wounded 
Herod himſelf in the Conflict. But after this having gotten more 


Men together about him, he ſoon grew into a better Condition 


for the proſecuting of the War: And therefore finding that Pap- 
pus a prime General of Antigonus's, had taken the Field againſt him 
with the main Strength of that Party, he engaged him in Battle, 
and gained an abſolute Victory over him, having ſlain Pappus him- 
ſelf in the Rout, and cut off moſt of his Army with him ; and 
had it not been for the Severity of the Winter, which now ap- 
proached, he had gone immediately to Jeruſalem, and made an 
End of the War by taking that Place; but the Soldiers not being 
able to bear lying any longer abroad, he was forced to put them 
into Winter Quarters, and to refer what remained undone to the

Anno 38. In Autumn this Year began a Sabbatick Year, 
A. M. 4447. and ended in the Autumn of the Year following.

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thence for Syria, and having taken her in, paſſed from thence with 
her for Italy, attended with a Fleet of three Hundred Sail, and 
landed at Tarentum, propoſing with this naval Force to aſſiſt Ofa- 
vianus againſt, Sextus Pompeius; but Ofavianus not accepting his 
Aid, out of Jealouſy of bim, this had like to have made another 
Quarrel between them, and other Reaſons of Diſcontent on this 
Occaſion were urged on both Sides againſt each other; but Ofa- 
via mediating between her Huſband and her Brother made up all. 
Matters: And whereas the five Years were now near expiring, 
for which the ſovereign Government of the Roman Empire was 
granted to the Triumvirs by the People, they (y) prolonged it for 
five Years more by their own Authority, and as long as the Sove- 
reignty wzs in them, they thought by Virtue thereof they had 
Right ſo to do: After this (z) Antony returned into Syria, to make 
Preparations for the Parthian War; Ofavia accompanied him as 
far as Corcyra, but that ſhe might not be expoſed with him to the 
Dangers of that Expedition, he from thence ſent her back into 
[taly, there to reſide till it ſhould be over, committing her and the 
Children which he had either by ker or Fulvia, to the Care of 
OFavianus, , 

On Antom's returning into Syria, (a) Ofavianus married Li- 
via Drufilla, the Daughter of Livius Druſus, who having been 
one of thoſe that were proſcribed by the Triumvirs, was driven 
thereby to take Shelter with Brutus and Caſſius; after whoſe Over- 
throw at Philippi, not knowing where elſe to flee, he fell on his 
Sword and flew himſelf: She was firſt the Wife of Tiberius Nero, 
and bore him Tiberius Ceſar, who ſucceeded Anguſtus in the Em- 
pire. On the Breach that happened between Odtavianus and Ful- 
via the Wife of Antony, he ſided with the latter, whereon, he 
was forced after the taking of Perufia to flee out of 1taly, carry- 
ing with him his Wife and his young Son Tiberius; but being in- 
cluded in the Pacification, that was afterwards made between Oc- 
tavianus and Antony, he returned to Rome, where Odtavianus fall- 
ing in Love with her, Tiberius for the Purchaſe of his Favour 
willingly yielded her unto him; and he accordingly married her, 
tho” ſhe were then great with Child by Tiberius, and within three 
Months of her Time of Delivery: This for ſome Time cauſed a 
Delay, and the Pontifices were conſulted about the lawfulneſs of 
marrying her in this Caſe ; but their Anſwer being, that it was 
only unlawful, when it might cauſe a Doubt to which Huſband 
the next Child born of her might belong; and it being now after

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fix Months Pregnancy paſt all Doubt, that the Child next to be 
born belonged to Tiberius, Odtavianus forthwith married her, and 
three Months after a Son being born of her (the ſame who hereat- 
ter by the Name of Druſus will be often ſpoken of) he was ſent to 
Tiberius as to the proper Father; but Tiberius dying a little after, 
both this Son and the other allo were ſent back to Odtavianus to 
be taken Care of, and bred up by him, as being left their Guar- 
dian by the Will of their Father: He had a former Wife called 
Scrilonia, who brought him his Daughter Julia; her he divorced 
for her ill Temper ; but Livia, tho' ſhe brought him no Children, 
continued to be his Wiſe as long as he lived, and always command- 

ed his Affection to the laſt. 3 
In the (5) Interim, Ferod having made great Preparations for 
the carrying on of this Year's Campaign, brought a great Army 
into the Field, and marching with it directly up to the Walls of 
Jeruſalem, laid cloſe Siege to that City, and forthwith ordered the 
Caſting up of ſuch Works againſt it, as were in thoſe Times made 
uſe of for the taking of beſieged Places; while this was a doing he 
himſelf went to Samaria, and there conſummated his Marriage 
with (e) Mariamne; he had betrothed her four Years before, but 
his Troubles hindered that he did not marry her till now: She was 
the Daughter of Alexander, the Son of King Ariſtabulus, by Alea- 
audra the Daughter of Hyrcarus the Second, and therefore was 
Grandaughter to both (4) theſe Brothers: She was a Lady of ex- 
traordinary Beauty, and great Virtue, and in all other laudable 
Qualifications accompliſhed beyond moſt othe:s. of her Time. 
The 7ews of thoſe Times having generally a zealous Affection for 
the Family of the Aſmonæans, Hered thought that by marrying 
this Lady out of it, hs ſhould the eaſier reconcile that People 
to him; and this made him fo earneft for the conſummating of 
the Marriage at this Time, On (e) his Return to his Army be- 
fore Jeruſalem, Saſius the Governor of Syria came thither to him: 
For being ordered by Antony to do his utmoſt for the ſubduing of 
Antigonus, and the putting of Herod in full Poſſeſſion of the King- 
dom of Judæa, he marched into that Country with the beſt of his 
Forces for this Purpoſe, and having joined Herod before Feruſalem, 
they both together puſhed on the Siege of that Place with the utmoſt 
Vigour, and a very numerous Army ; for both of them together 
had

beſides the Syrian Auxiliaries : However, the Place held out ſeveral 
Months with a great deal of Reſolution, ' and had the military 
Skill of thoſe that defended it been equal to their Valour, they 
could not have been ſubdued ; but their Defence being made rather 
with Boldneſs than due Order and good Conduct according to the 
Art of War, the Romans herein much out-did them, and by 
Means hereof at length carried the Place after a Siege of (g) above 
half a Year. See Chronol. and Harm. pag. 150 —— 155. and 
the Note on Joſeph. Antiq. xiv. 14. 6. and 16. 4. 

For it was not till the Year next after following 
A. M. 4448. that the Place was taken: For (Y) then the Jets 
Herod the being beaten out of all their Places of Defence, the 
Great 1. City was broken up, and the Enemy entering it on 
Daniels 70 every Side made themſelves through Maſters of it, 
Weeks 425. and being exaſperated by the Length of the Siege, 
and the great Labour and Hardſhip which they had endured ia it, 
for the revenging hereof they filled all the Quatiers of the Place 
with Blood and Slaughter, and ravaged it all over with Rapine and 
Devaſtation Herod did all he could to hinder both, but without 
Succeſs, Sgſius encouraging the Soldiers in what they did: Hereon, 
Herod went to him with heavy Complaints about it, alledging that 
if the City were thus deſtroyed by Plunder and Slaughter the Re- 
mans would make him only King of a Deſert, and therefore deſir- 
ed that a Stop might be put to this Ravage and Cruelty ; but re- 
ceiving no other Anſwer, but that the Spoils of the City were due 
to the Soldiers for the Reward of their Labour and Valour in the 
taking of it, he was forced by a Sum of Money to redeem the 
City from all further Devaſtations, which otherwiſe would have 
been utterly ruined and deſtroyed. 

Ant gouus ſeing all loſt (i) ſurrendered himſelf to Sſus, and caſt 
himſeli in a very ſubmiſſive and abje& Manner at his Feet to pray 
his Compaſſion : But Sz/ius deſpiſing his Cowardice and meanneſs 
of Spirit rejected him with Scorn, and looking on ſuch a Behaviour 
as more becoming a Woman than a Man, inſtead (4) of Antigonus 
Kkkk 2 by

by Way of Contempt called him Antigona, and forthwith ordered 
him to be put in Chains; and as ſoon as Antony was returned out 
of {taly, and came again to Antioch, Soſius ſent this Captive King 
| hither to him; Antony (I) at firſt intended to have reſerved him 
for his Triumph; but Herod not thinking himſelf ſafe in his King- 
dom, as long as this Remainder of the old Royal Family continu- 
ed alive, never left ſoliciting Antony, till at length by a great Sum 
of Money he obtained, that this poor Prince was put to Death ; to 
which he having been condemned by a formal Sentence in Judi- 
cature; this Sentence (m) was executed upon him in the ſame 
Manner as upon a common Criminal by the Rods and Axe of the 
| Liftor, which the Romans never before ſubjected any crowned 
Head to. And hete ended the Reign of the Aſnonæans, after it 
had laſted from the Beginning of Judas Maccabæus's Government 
to this Time, (n) one Hundred twenty-nine Years, and with it I 
ſhall end this Book.

this Kingdom through a great deal of Bod, (5) fo did he eſta- 
bliſh himſelf in it by the ſame Means, putting daily to Death ſuch 
of the oppoſite Faction as he moſt feared ; (c) among whom were 
all the Counſellors of the great Sanhedrim, except Pollo and Sa- 
meas: Theſe two (4) had during the whole Siege declared for the

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receiving of Herod to be King, and the rendering of the City to 
bim; telling the People, that their Sins being grown to ſo very 
great an Height, as they then were, they had nothing elſe to ex- 
pect but that God would deliver them into the Hands of this Man 
for the Puniſhment of them, and that therefore it was in vain for 
them {6 reſiſt him; but the reſt of the Sanhedrim running violent- 
ly the other Way, (e) cried up the Temple of the Lord ! the Temple 
ef the Lord ] as if for the Sake thereof God would certainly pro- 
tect that City; and on this Conceit they did all they could to excite 
and encourage the People to a fierce and obſtinate Reſiſtance; and 
hereto it was owing, that the Siege held on ſo long; and therefore 
Herod, when he had gotten them into his Power, put them all to 
Death for it: To this he is alſo ſaid to have been provoked by ano- 
ther Reafon, that is, for their having called him before them upon 
a Trial for his Life for the Death of Hezehiah the Robber, c. 
when he was Governor of Galilee under Hyrcanus, of which men- 
tion hath been above made: But if that influenced him in this 
Matter, he would not have ſpared Sameas, who was of all the 
moſt viotent againſt him in that Cauſe, Since theſe two Men are 
the ſame in the Opinion of Dr. Prideaux with thoſe (to which 
yet I do not agree) that the Few! Writers called Hillel and Sham- 
mai, and their Names (/) are of the greateſt Note among them of 
all their Miſhnical Doctors, that is, of all thoſe who taught their 
Traditions from the Time of Simon the Juſi to the compiling of 
the Miſpna by R. Fudah Hakkadeſh, and they make the fixth 
Link in their cabbatiftical Chain from the ſaid Simon. However, 
take that whole Chain from them as follows, for (g) he (they ſaid) 
delivered their Traditions to (1.) Antigonus of Sachs, Antigonus of 
Socho delivered them (2.) to Foſes Ben Foez:r, and Joſeph Ben Jo- 
chanan; tbeſe to (3.) Joſhuah Ben Perachiah, and Nathan the 
Arbelite ; theſe (4.) to Simeon Ben Shetach, and Jehuab Ben Tabbai;

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a full (i) Hundred and one over, which gives that Link in the 
Chain of their traditional Succeſſion a Stretch beyond Credibility : 
Shemaiah and Abtalion (k) are ſaid to have been both Proſelytes, 
and Sons of the ſame Father, by whom they derived their deſcent 
from Sennacherib, King of Myria, but they had for their Mother 
a Woman of Jjrazl, otherwiſe (/) they could not have been Mem- 
bers of the great Sanhedrim, or have held any Place of Judicature 
in the Jetoiſb Nation, Herod at this Time putting to Death all 
the Members of the great Sanhedrim excepting Hillel and Sham- 
mai, it is not to be doubted, but that theſe two Shemaiab and Abta- 
lion periſhed in that Slaughter, after whoſe Death Hillel was made 
Preſident, and Shammai Vice-Preſident of the Sanhedrim, that 
was alterwarcs formed, | . 

This Hillel was one of the eminenteſt that ever was among the 
Fewiſh DoEtors, for Birth, Learning, Rule, and Poſterity : For 
as to his Birth, (m) he was by his Mother of the Seed of David, 
being by her deſcended from Shephatiah, the Son of Abital, David's 
Wife: For his Learning in the Fetoiſb Law and Traditions, the 

ewiſh Writers, by an unanimous Suffrage, give him the firſt 

lace of Eminency among all the ancient Doctors of their Nation: 
As for Rule, he bore it in the higheſt Station of Honour, among 
his People for forty Years together 3 for ſo long, as Preſident of 
the Sanhedrim, he fat in the firſt Chair of Juſtice over the whole 
Zewiſh Nation, and diſcharged himſelf therein with greater Wiſ- 
dom and Juſtice than any that had from the Time of Simon the 
Juſt poſſeſſed that Place before him: And as for his Poſterity he 
was ſo happy therein, that for ſeveral Deſcents they ſucceeded him. 
in the ſame Eminency of Learning, and thereby gained alſo for 
ſeveral Deſcents to ſucceed him in the ſame Station, of Honour ; 
for thoſe of his Family were Preſidents of the Sanhedrim from Fa- 
ther to Son to the tenth Generation; for after him ſucceeded Si- 
meon his Son, who is ſuppoſed to have been the ſame who took 
Chriſt in his Arms-on his being firſt preſented in the Temple, 
Luke ii, and then to have ſung over him his nunc dimittas: After 
Simeon ſucceeded Gamaliel his Son, who preſided in the Sanhedrim 
Kkkk 4 7 4 at

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-at the Time, when Peter and the Apoſtles were called before that 
Council (4s v. 34.) and was the ſame, at whoſe Feet Paul was 
bred up in the Sect and Learning of the Phariſees (As xxii. 3.) 
(A) He is called in the Jewiſh Writings Gamaliel the Old, becauſe 
of his long Life; for he lived down to the eighteenth Year before 
the Deſtruction of Feruſalem : After him ſucceeded Simeon his Son, 
the ſecond of that Name in this Line, who periſhed in the De- 
ſtruction of Feruſalem : The next Succeſſor after him was Gama- 
liel his Son, the ſecond of that Name; to him ſucceeded Simeon 
his Son, the third of that Name: After him was R. Judah Hak- 
 Fadeſh his Son, who compoſed the Miſbna, and on that Account 
bis Name hath ever ſince been had in great Veneration among all 
of the Fewiſh Nation: His Son and Succeſſor in the fame Office 
was Gamaliel, the third of that Name; and after him his Son Ju- 
dab Gemericus, and after him his Son Hillel the ſecond, who was 
the Compiler of the preſent Kalendar of the Jetoiſb Year ; how 
long after him this Office continued in that Family is not ſaid; 
and no doubt it was with Reſpect to the Family of David, that 
Hillel had this Honour ſo long continued among his Poſterity: But 
he was deſcended from it only by his Mother's Side, for by his 
Father he was of the Tribe of Benjamin; he was born in Baby- 
Hnia, and there lived till the goth Year of his Life; at which Age 
he came to Jeruſalem, and there betook himſelf to the Study of 
the Law, in which he grew fo eminent, that after 40 Years more 
he became the Preſident of the Sanhedrim, being then 80 Years 
old, and continued in that Office for another 40 Years after; ſo 
that according to this Account he lived full an 120 Years: The 
Time he firſt entered on his Prefidentſhip was about an Hundred 
Years beſore the Deſtruction of Feru/alem ; the Fewiſh Writers 
make it a compleat Hundred Years ; but thoſe People are far from 
being exact in their Chronological Computations ;* for the Sake of 
a round Number, or an imaginary Myſtery, they often in ſuch 
Matters ſhoot under or over the Truth at their Pleaſure, He is 
faid on his firſt entering on this Office to have had for his Vice- 
Preſident one Manabem, a learned Man of thoſe Times, but he 
not Jong after deſerting this Station to enter into the Service of He- 
vd, Sbammai was choſen in his Place; and what we have in Je- 
ſephus agreeth therewith ; for he (o) makes mention of a Manabem, 
that was a Perſon of eminent Note in thoſe Times; of whom 
he tells us, that being of the Sect of the E/ens he had the Spirit of 
Prophecy, and one Time meeting with Herod among his School- 
fellows, when he was a Boy, greeted him with this Salutation, 
Hail King of the Jews; and laying his Hand gently on his Shoulder 
| foretold 
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ſoretold to him, that he ſhould be advanced to that Honour: He- 
rod for many Years had no Regard to this Prediction, it being a 
Thing he had no Expectation of; but afterwards, when he came 
to be King, remembering the Matter, he ſent for Manahem, and 
was very ſolicitous to know of him how long he ſhould reign, con- 
cluding, that he that foretold that he ſhould be King, could alſo 
foretell how long he ſhould be ſo. Manabem at firſt not returning 
him a certain Anſwer, Hered put it to him, whether he ſhould 
reign ten Years, Manabem anſwered, yea ten, yea twenty, yea 
thirty; with which Herod being contented aſked to further: But 


from this Time he had Manahem in great Eſteem ; and no doubt 


on this Occaſion drew him into his Service, and thereon Sbammai 
was appointed to be Vice-Prefident in his room. 

This (p Shammai had been for ſome Time the Scholar of 
Hillel, and came the neareſt to him in Eminency of Learning of 
all the Tannaim or Miſhnical Doctors; but when he became his 
Vice-Preſident he did not always concur in Opinion with him; 
for there were many Points wherein they differed, which cauſed 
the like Conteſts and Diſputes between their Followers, - as there 


are between the Thomi/ts and Scoti/ts among the Schoolmen; for 


in a great many Things () the School of Hillel went one Way, 
and the School of Shammai another: This produced ſuch Divi- 
fions and Quarrels between their Scholars, that at length it came 


to the Effuſion of Blood, and ſeveral were ſlain pn both Sides; but 


in the Concluſion the School of Hillel carried it againſt the School 


of Shammai, a Determination being given : or the former they ſay 


by a Bath Kol, that is, by a Voice pretended to come from Hea- 
ven, and by this Fiction all Diſturbances between them were ap- 
peaſed. Hillel was of a mild and peaceable Temper, but Shammai 
on the contrary was of a very angry and fiery Spirit, and from 
hence proceeded moſt of the Oppotitions and Diſputes, that were 
between the Schools of theſe two great Doctors, of which Sham- 
mai growing at length weary was contented to have them all end- 
ed by the Fiction I have mentioned,

for Foſhua ; and the twenty others were of a middling Size: The 


eminenteſt of them all was Jonathan Ben Uzziel, the Author of 


the Chaldee Paraphraſe upon the Prophets; with whom was nearly 
Contemporary Onkelos, who was Author of the Chaldee Paraphraſe 


upon the Law; but whether he was a Scholar of HillePs or no, 


is not ſaid: There are other Chaldee-Paraphraſes befides theſe two; 
but what, or how many they were, or for what Uſe they ſerved, 
not being as yet any where mentioned in this Work, it is proper I 
here give the Reader an Account of them. | F 
The Chaldee Paraphraſes are Tranſlations of the Scriptures of 


the Old Teſtament, made directly from the Hebrew T ext into the 
Language of the Chaldeans, which Language was anciently uſed 


through all Miria, Babylonia, Meſopotamia, Syria, and Palefline ; 


and is ſtill the Language of the Churches of the Ne/torian and Ma- 
ronite Chriſtians in thoſe Eaſtern Parts, in the ſame Manner as the 


Latin is the Language of many Churches here in the Vet; and 
therefore theſe Paraphraſes were called () Targums, becauſe they 


were Verſions or Tranſlations of the Hebrew Text into this Lan- 
- guage z for the Word Targum ſignifieth in Chaldee an Interpreta- 


tion or Verſion of one Language into another, and may properly 


be ſaid of any ſuch Verſion or T ranſlation ; but it is moſt com- 


monly by the Jets appropriated to theſe Chaldee Paraphraſes : For 
beivg among them what were moſt eminently ſuch, they therefore 
had this Name by Way of Eminency eſpecially given them. - Dr. 
Prideaux here gives u- the common Fewiſh Opinion, taken up by 
many modern Chriſtians alſo, as if the Jets loſt their Hebrew 
Language in the-Babyloman Captivity ; and at their Return were 
forced to have their Holy Books paraphraſed into the Chaldee Lan- 


guage, and ſo interpreted to them thence in their Synagogues: And 


that the Targums or Paraphraſes of Onkelos and Jonathan we now 


have may be as ealy as the firſt Century. Important Aſſertions 


indeed ! but hardly built upon any other original Authority than 
the miſunderſtanding of Nehemiah viii. 8. Where it is ſaid, That, 
after the Captivity, certain Levites, Read in the Book, in the Law 


of Gad, diſtinily ; and gave the Senſe and cauſed them to underſtand 


the reading; wnich certainly they might well do without a Chaldee 


T ranilation, Nor is there any Evidence that there ever were any 


Auch Targums before the ſecond Century; nor that they were in 
- Uſe among the /Ytern Fews till the 5th Century: Nor indeed 
does it appear that the Fews loſt their Hebrew Tongue after the 


Babylmiſh Captivity ; but rather loſt their Chaldee Tongue, till long 


' afterward, when under the Name of the Syriack Dialect, it became 


the vulgar Language in Judæa. See Eſſay on the Old Te}. Prop.

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v. XII. XIII. However, take Dr. Prideaux's Account of theſe 
Fewiſh Targums as follows; with a few Corrections. | 

Theſe Targums were made for the Uſe and Inſtruction of the 
vulgar Fews after their Return from Captivity, or rather on the 
firſt Century of the Goſpel. 

This Work having been attempted by divers Perſons at different 
Times, and by ſome of them with different Views (for ſome of 
them were written as Verſions for the publick Uſe of the Syna- 
gogues, and others as Paraphraſes and Commentaries for the private 
Inſtruction of the People) hence it hath come to paſs, that there were 
anciently many of theſe Targums, and of different Sorts, in the 
ſame Manner as there anciently were many different Verſions of 
the ſame Holy Scriptures into the Gree# Language, made with like 


.different Views; of which we have ſufficient Proof in the O&apla 


of Origen : Perhaps anciently there were many more of theſe Tar- 
gums, than we now know of, which have been loſt in the Length 
of Time; whether there were any of them of the ſame Compo- 
ſure on the whole Scriptures is not any where ſaid : Thoſe that are 
now remaining were compoſed by different Perſons, and on diffe- 
rent Parts of Scripture, ſome on one Part, and others on other 
Parts; and are in all of theſe eight Sorts following. I. That of 
Oukelos on the five Books of Moſes. 2. That of Jonathan Ben 
Uzziel on the Prophets, that is, on Joſhua, Judges, the two 
Books of Samuel, the two Books of Aings, 1/aiah, Jeremiab, 
Ezekiel, and the twelve minor Prophets. 3. That on the Law 
which is aſcribed to Jonathan Ben Uxziel. 4. The Feruſalem 
Targum on the Law. 5. The Targum on the five leſſer Books 


called the Maegilluth, i. e. Ruth, Ether, Eccleſiaſtes, The Song of 


Solomon, and the Lamentations of Feremiab, 6. The ſecond Tar- 
gum on Eſther. 7. The Targum (t) of Joſeph the one- eyed on 
the Book of Job, the Pſalms, and the Proverbs, and 8. The Tar- 
gum on the firſt and ſecond Book of Chronicles, On Ezra, Ne- 
hemiah, and Daniel, there is no Targum at all: The Reaſon given 
by ſome for this is, becauſe a great Part of thoſe Books is written 
in the Chaldee Language, and therefore there is no need of a Chal- 
dee Paraphiaſe upon them; this indeed is true for Daniel and Ezra, 
but not for Nehemiah; for that Book is all originally written in the 
Hebrew Language: Perhaps anciently there were Chaldee Para- 
phraſes on all the Hebrew Parts of thoſe Books, tho' now loſt, It 


was long ſuppoſed that there were no Targums on the two Books of 
gs: Chronicles, 
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(e) He is commonly called Feſephus Cæcus, or FJoſephus the blind. 
This is not to be underſtood as if he were blind of both Eyes, ſor then 


he could not have done this Work. The Word in Hebrew, by which he 


is ſo denominated, ſignifieth Lucum one that is blind of one Eye, as well 
as Cæcum, one that 1s blind of both Eyes. 
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'Chronicles, becauſe none ſuch were known, till (a) they were late- 
ly publiſhed by 'Beekins of Augſburg in Germany, that on the firſt 

k, Anno Domini 1680, and that on the ſecond, Anno 1683. 

As the Targum of Onhkelos-is the firſt in Order of Place, as be- 
ing on the Pentateuch, which is the firſt Part of the Holy Scrip- 
tures; ſol think it is not to be doubted, but that it is the firſt, 
or near the firſt alſo in Order of Time, and one of the ancienteſt 
that was written of all that are now extant. The (w) Fewiſh 
Writers, tho' they allow him to have been for ſome Jime of his 
Life Contemporary with Jonathan Ben Uzziel, the Author of the 
ſecond Targum abovementioned, yet make him much the younger 
of the two: For they tell us that Jonathan was one of the prime 

Scholars of Hillel, who died about the Time when our Saviour was 

born; but that Onkelos ſurvived Gamaliel the elder, Paul's Maſter 

(who was the Grandſon of Hillel, and died not till eighteen Years 

before the Deſtruction of Feruſalem) for they relate, that Onkeles 

aſſiſted at the Funeral of this Gamaliel, and provided for it ſeven- 
ty Pound of Frankincenſe at his own Charge; but there are ſeve- 

ral Reaſons which prevail with me to think Onkelos nearly at leaſt 
as ancient as the other; the chief and principal of them is the Stile, 
in which his Targum is written. That Part of Daniel and Ezra, 
which is in Chaldee, if it be ſuppoſed all written by Daniel himſelf, 
is the trueſt Standard, whereby to try the Purity of the Chaldee 

Language: For this Language, as well as all others, being in a 
conſtant Flux, and in every Age deviating from what it was in 

the former, it follows from hence, that the further any Chaldee 

Writing doth in its Stile differ from that ancient Standard, the 

later certainly it is; and the nearer it comes to it, we may as cer- 
tainly conclude the ancienter it is: But no Cha/dee Writing now 
extant coming nearer to the Style of what is written in that Lan- 
guage by Daniel and Ezra, than the Targum of Onkeles, this to 
me proves that Targum of all others to be one of the moſt ancient, 

And Dr. Prideaux can ſee no other Reaſon, why Jonathan Ben 
Uzziel, when he undertook to compoſe his Targum, ſhould paſs 
over the Law, and begin with the Prophets, but that he found On- 
Felos had done this Work before him, and with that Succeſs in the 

Performance, which he could not exceed: This Targum of Onke- 

las is rather a Verfion, than a Paraphraſe ; for it renders the He- 

brew Text Word for Word, and for the moſt Part accurately and 
exactly, and it is by much the beſt of all this Sort; and therefore 
it hath always been had in Eſteem among the Fews much above 
all the other Targums,. and being ſet to the ſame muſical Notes 

with

in the ſame Tone with it in their publick Aſſemblies: And that 
it was accordingly there read alternatively with the Text in the 
Manner as/is above deſcribed (x) Elias Levita tells us, who of all 
the Jets that have handled this Argument hath written the moſt 
accurately and fully of it.

* where among them.” Some ſay this Onkelos was a Proſelyte, 
and hold him to have been the ſame with Akilas, another Proſelyte, 
who is quoted in (z) Beriſbith Rabba to have written a Targum ; 
and others, that he was the ſame with Aquila of Pontus, who 
compoſed” one of the Greek Verſions of the Holy Scripture, which 
was in Origen's Oapla, as if the Akilas mentioned in Berifhith 
Rabba, and Aquila of Pontus, were two diſtin Perſons ; for the 
ſetting of all this at Rights it is to be obſerved ; 1. That the Alas, 
whoſe Targum is quoted in Beriſbith Rabba, and elſewhere from it 
by the Rabbins, ſeems to be none other than Aquila of Pontus; 
for the Name is the ſame, Axzvaazs in Greeh, and Akilas in Hebrew ; 
the Time in which they are ſaid to live, is alſo the ſame, that is, 
about the Year of Chriſt one Hundred and thirty; and both are 
ſaid to be Proſelytes; and theſe three Characters joined together da 
probably prove them to be both the fame Perſon. 2. That this 
Akilas could not be Onkeles; for not only the Names are different, 
but alſo the Targums, which they are ſaid to have written: For- 


Onkelas wrote on the Law, but the Targum of Akilas, which is

3. That the Targum of Akilas quoted by the Author of Beriſbitb 
Rabba, and other Rabbins from him, is not a Chaldee Targum, 
but the Greek Verſion or Targum made by Aquila of Pontus: For 
altho* the Word Targum be reſtrained by its moſt common Ute 
among the 7ews to the Chaldee Verſions of the Zebrew Scriptures, 
yet in its general Signification it takes in any Tranſlation from one 
Language to another, whatſoever thoſe Languages may be; and 
that therefore perhaps there was never any ſuch Chaldee Targum, 
as is ſuppoſed to be queted by the Author of Berihith Rabba, or 
any ſuch Perſon as Akilas a Proſelyte diſtin from Aquila of Pon- 
ius to be the Author of it; but that the Targum ſo quoted was the 
Gree# Targum, or Greek Verſion of the Hebrew Scriptures made 
by the ſaid Aquila of Pontus, of which I have above given a full 
Account. 4. That the repreſenting of Onkelos to have been a 
Proſelyte, ſeems to have proceeded from the Error of taking him 
to have been the ſame with Aquila of Pontus, who was indeed a 
Few!/h Proſelyte; for having from being an Heathen embraced the 
Chriſtian Religion, he apoſtatized from it to the Jews. The Ex- 
cellency and Accuracy of Onhkelcs's Targum ſufficiently prove him 
to have been a Native Few ; for without having been bred up from 
his Birth in the Jet Religion and Learning, and long exerciſed 
in all the Rites and Doctrines thereof, and being alſo throughly 
ſkilled in both the Hebrew and Chalace Languages, as far as a Na- 
tive Jeu could be, he can ſcarce be thought throughly adequate to 

that Work, which he performed. | 
The next Targum to that of Onkelos, is the Targum of Jona- 
than Ben Uzziel on the Prophets, which is next it alſo in the Puri- 
ty of its Stile, but is not like it in the Manner of its Compoſure : 
For whereas the Targum of Onkeles is a ſtrict Verſion, rendering 
the Hebrew Text Word for Word, Jonathan takes on him the 
Liberty of a-Paraphraft by Enlargements and additions to the Text ; 
for therein are inſerted ſeveral Stories, and alto ſeveral Gloſſes of 
his own, which do not much commend the Work; and more cf 
this is to be found in that Part which is on the later Prophets, than 
in that which is on the former; for in that latter Part he is more 
kx and paraphraſtical, and leſs accurate and clear, than in the 
other. The Books of Jeſbua, Judges, Samuel, and Kings are 
called the former Prophets, and the Books of Jaiah, Jeremiah, 
Exeliel, and the twelve minor Prophets the latter. The (a) Fews

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ſpeak highly of this Jonathan; for they do not only give him the 
75 firſt Place of Eminency among all the Diſciples ot Hillel, but 
equal him even to Moſes himſelf, and tell many miraculous Things 


1 of him, which they ſay happened while he was employed in this 
fo Work; as, that nothing was permitted to give him any Diſturb- 
T ance herein; that if any Bird happened to flee over him, or any 


fly to light upon his Paper, while he was writing this Targum, they 
0 were immediately burnt up by Fire from Heaven, without any 5 
Hurt done either to his Perſon or bis Paper; and they tell us alſo, 
that on his attempting to write a Targum upon the Hagiographa, 
after his having finiſhed that on the Law, he was hindered by a 
he Voice from Heaven, which forbad kim to proceed in that Work, 
giving this Reaſon for it, becauſe therein (that is, in the Hagis- 
ir grapha) was contained the End of the Maſſiab; which ſome Curi- 
ſtians laying hold of againſt the Jets, by interpreting it of the 
Death of Chriſt, predicted in the Prophecies of Daniel (which 
they Place among the (5) Hagiographa) ſome ef the later Jews 
* have taken upon them to alter that Paſſage, for fear this fabulous 
Story ſhould hurt their Cauſe: Many other Fables the Zewyb 


F Writeis tell us of this Jonathan and his Targum, which I think

/ none of his is ſufficiently proved by the Stile, which is wholly dif- 
ferent from that, wherein is written the true Targum of Fonathan 
(that upon the Prophets, which all allow to have been his) as will 
throughly appear to all ſuch as ſhall throughly compare them toge- 
ther; and beſides its Enlargaments in the paraphraſtical Way by

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utterly unknown; it ſeems long to have lain in Obſcurity amo 
the Fews themſelves; for Elias Levita, who wrote moſt fully of 
the Chaldee Paraphraſes, knew nothing of this Paraphraſe, for he 
ſays nothing of it, tho? he tells us of all the reſt ; neither was it 
taken Notice of till. firſt publiſhed; in Print at Venice about an 
Hundred and fifty Years ſince; and the Name of Jonathan, it's 
probable, was for no other Reaſon then put to it, but to give it 
the more Credit, and the better recommend it by that ſpecious Ti- 
tle to the Buyer. Moſt of theſe Prophecies which are in the Pen- 
tateuch concerning the Maſſiab, being in this Targum interpreted 
in the Chriſtian Way, ſome Chriſtians for this Reaſon would main- 
tain it to be the genuine Work of the Author, whoſe Name it 
bears; and to make this out aſſert it to be as ancient as that Au- 
thor, and that therefore it might, according to its Title, be truly 
his; and their Argument for it is, that it is quoted by St. Paul, 
and that therefore it muſt be compoſed before his Time; and they 
pretend that the Age before his Time was that in which Jonathan 
Ben Uzzael lived: For whereas St. Paul in his ſecond Epiſtle to 
Timothy iii. 8. makes mention of Fannes and Fambres as the 
Names of thoſe Egyptian Magicians, who withſtood Moeſes in the 
Preſence of Pharoab (Exodus vii. 2.) they would have it believed, 
that Paul had thoſe Names from this Targum on the Law which is 
aſcribed to Jonathan; and that therefore it was compoſed before 
St. Paul wrote that Epiſtle to Timothy. It's true, the Names of 
Fannes and Zambres are twice made mention of in this Targum 
(Exodus i. 15, and vii. 2.) but it doth not follow, that St. Paul 
had them from this Targum, and that therefore the Author of this 
Targum was ancienter than St. Paul, any more than it doth, that 
he had them from Pliny or Numenius, and that therefore theſe two 
Heathen Philoſophers were, .contrary to all the Faith of Hiſtory, 
ancienter than this Apoſtle : For both theſe Authors make mention 
of thoſe Egyptian Magicians in the Time of Moſes with only. this 
Variation, that inſtead of Fannes and Fambres, Pliny wiites their 
Names 7amnes and Fotapes: The true Anſwer hereto is, that as 
the ſacred Penmen ot the New Te/?ament make mention of ſeveral 
Things which they had only from ancient Books now loſt, ſo ths 
of Fannes and Fambres was of that Sort. "Theſe Names either by 
oral Tradition, or rather by ſome written Records of Hiſtory, be- 
ing preſerved among the Jets, Paul from thence had them: And 
an Account of theſe Perſons having been by the ſaid Names pro- 
pagated by the Jets to the Heathens, among whom they were di- 
ſperſed, it came this Way to the Knowledge of Pliny and Nume- 
mus, the firſt of which lived in the firſt Century of Chri/t, and 
the other in the Beginning of the third. They that would know 
What were the Traditions of the Jetus concerning theſe two Ma- 
gicians, may conſult Buxtorf*s Rabbinical Lexicon, pag. 945, Mo

and 947, for there they will find a full Account of all that is ſaid 
of them in the Talmud, and other Rabbinical Writings, which 
being long and'wholly' fabulous, I avoid here troubling the Reader 
with it. n |; 

The fourth Targum is on the Law, written by an unknown 
Hand; for no one pretends to tell us, who the Author of it was, 
or when it was compoſed ; it is called the Feruſalem Targum, and 
ſeems to have that Name for the ſame Reaſon for which the Feru- 


ſalem Talmud is fo called, that is, becauſe it is written in the Feru- 
ſalem Dialect; for there were (c) three different Dialects of the 


Chal1zan or Affyrian Language; the firſt was that which was 
ſpoken at Babylon the Metropolis of the Mirian Empire, an Ex- 
ample of this in its greateſt Purity we are ſuppoſed to have in Da- 
niel and Ezra, and the Stile of the Babyloniſh Gamara may be rec- 
koned its higheſt Corruption. The ſecond Diale& of this Lan- 
guage was the Commagenian or Antiochian, which was ſpoken in 
Commagene, Antioch, and the reſt of Syria; and in this Dialect 
were written the Verſions of the Holy — and the Litur- 
gies, which were in Uſe among the Syrian and Mirian Chriſtians, 
and are ſtill uſed by them, eſpecially by the Maronites, a People in- 
habiting Mount Libanus, where the Syriac ſtill lives among them as 
a vulgar Language. The third Dialect was the Feruſalem Dialect, 
that which was ſpoken by the Jetus ſome Time before the Chriſtian 
Religion came into the World The Babylonian and Feruſalem Di- 
alects were wriften in the ſame Character, but the Antiochian in a 
different, that which we call the Syriac; and for the Sake of this 
different Character is that Dialect reckoned a different Language, 
which we call the Syriac; (4) whereas in Truth the Syriac and the 
Chaldee are one and the ſame Language, in different Characters, 
and differing a little only in Dialect: As all theſe three Dialects 
were made by fo many ſeveral Degeneracies from the old Arian 
Language, which was anciently ſpoken in Nineveh and Babylon, 
ſo they all with Time degenerated from what they at firſt were. 
The pureſt Stile Which we have of the Jeruſalem Dialect is in the 
Targum, firſt of Onhelss on the Law, and next of Jonathan on 
the Prophets; for in them the Chaldee is without any Mixture of 
Words from any other Language, faving from the Hebrew only : 
This Mixture of Hebrew Words with the Chaldze was that only, 
which firſt made the Jeruſalem Diale& to differ from the Babylo- 
nian; for tho” the Jetos on their Return from Babylon might bring 
back with them ſome Phraſes of the Chaldee Language, . the

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Hebrew was ſtill the Language of the Church, and the Language 
of all thoſe that were bred up in Learning for its Service; and 
therefore many of its Chaldee Words crept into the Hebrew, which 
was vulgarly ſpoken by them, and this Mixture conftituted the 
Jeruſalem Dialect of the Hebrew or Chaldee Tongue; and as long 
as it continued with this Mixture only, it was the Jeruſalem Dia- 
lect in its beſt Purity : But in proceſs of Time, the Mixture of 
the Fetos with other Nations, eſpecially after our Saviour's Time, 
brought in the Mixture of many exotic Werds from the Latin, 
Greek, Arabian, . Perfian, and other Languages, and thereby ſo 
far corrupted their former; Speech, that it made it almoſt another 
Language: And a View of this corrupt State of it we have in the 
Feruſalem Talmud, the Feruſalem Targum, and in all the other 
Targums, excepting thoſe of Ontelos on the Law, and Fonathan 
on the Prophets; for all theſe are written in this corrupt Stile of 
the Jeruſalem Dialect, and thoſe Targums are much more ſo than 
the Zeruſalem Talmud, which proves them all (except the two 
above excepted) to have been written after that Talmud. This 
eruſalem Targum is not a continued Paraphraſe, as all the reſt are, 
dut only upon ſome Parts here and there, as the Author thought 
the Text moſt wanted an Explication z for ſometimes it is only 
upon one Verſe, ſometimes only upon a Piece of a Verſe, and ſome- 
times upon ſeveral. Verſes. together, and ſometimes it Rips over 
whole Chapters; in many Places it writes Word for Word, from 
the: Targum ſaid. to he Jonathan's on the Law, which made (.) 
Drufus.think they were both the ſame. There are ſeveral Things 
in this Jeruſalem Targum which are in the ſame Words delivered 
in the New Teſtament by Cbriſ and his Apoſtles: As for Example, 
Luke vi.

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Tubing which had no Being till above three Hundred Years after 
Chri/t 5 and not the ſecond; becauſe the Fetus had that Deteſtation 
of the Chriſtians, that we can hardly ſuppoſe they would borrow 
any thing from them; Phe Truth of the Matter moſt probably 
is, theſt were Sayings and Phraſeologies, which had obtained 
among the Jew! in our Saviour's Time, and continued among them 
long after, and were taken from ancient Books now loſt. ö 
The fifth Targum, which is that on the egilloth ; the ſixt 
which is the ſecond Targum on Efther ; and the ſeventh, which is 
that on Fob, the P/alms, and the Proverbs, are all written in the 
corrupteſt Chaldee of the Jeruſalem Dialet: Of the two former 
no Author is named; but the Author of the third they ſay wag 
Foſeph the one-eyed, but who this Fo/eph was, or when he lived, 
is not faid-z and ſome of them (/) tell us the Author of this Tar- 
gum is as much unknown, as of the other two, The ſecond Tar- 
gum on Eftber is twice as large as the firſt, and ſeems to have been 
written the laſt of all thoſe Targums, by Reaſon of the Barbarity 
of its Stile; that on the Megilloth (Part of which is the firſt Tar- 
tum on Ether) makes mention of the (g) Miſhnah and the Talmud 
with the Explication ; if thereby be meant the Babyloniſh Talmud, 
as undoubtedly it is, this Targum muſt have been written after that 
Talmud, that is, after the Year of Chris 5co ; for this is the ear- 
left Time which is affigned for the Compofure of the Babylniſb 
Talmud. 

The eighth and laſt of theſe Targums in the Order I have above- 
mentioned them, is that on the two Books of the Chroniclesg 
which is the laſt that hath been publiſhed : For it was not known 


| of till the Year 1680, (+5) when Beckius, from an old Manuſcript, 


firſt publiſhed at Augſburg in Germany that Part of it which is on 
the firſt Book ; and three Years after publiſhed at the fame Place 
the other Part alſo, that which is on the ſecond Bcok : Till then 
all that have written of the Chaldee Pataphraſes have given us to 
under ſtand, as if there had never been any Targum at all written 
upon theſe Books ; but only alion (i) tells us, he had heard, that 
there was in the publick Library in Cambriage a Manuſcript Ter- 
tum on the Chronicles, but had no notice of it till his Polyglot was 
finiſhed, © and therefore never examined it. I find there is (4) in

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Chronicles as far as the ſixth Verſe of the '22d Chapter of the firſt 
Book; but it is no continued Targum, | for. it contains no more 
than ſome ſhort Gloſſes added here and there in the Margin. 
This Manuſcript was written in the Year of Chri/? 1347, a ap- 
pears by a Note at the End of it, but when, or by whom the 
marginal Chaldee Gloſs therein was compoſed is not ſaid. * 
That the Targums of Ontelb on the Law, and Fonathan on 
the Prophets, are as ancient as our Saviour's Time, if not ancient- 
er, is the general Opinion of both Fews and: Chriſtians ; (J) the 
Zewiſh Hiſtorians poſitively ſay it; for they tell us that Jonathan 
was the moſt eminent of all the Scholars of Hillel, (m) who died 
about the Time that our Saviour was born, and that Onkelos was 
Contemporary with. Gamaliet the elder (the ſame that was St. 
Paul's Maſter), as is abovementioned : But as theſe Fewifh Wri- 
ters are very wretched. Hiſtorians, and often give us groſs Fables. 
inſtead. of true Narratives, and ſo can by no Means be depended 
on in ſuch Matters, tis moſt likely theſe two Targums, and the 
three Greek Verſions, thoſe of Theodotian, Aquila, and Symmachus, 
were made in the Days of Barchacal, in the former half of the 
ſecond Century. See Eſſay on the Old Teſtament pag. 241 — 252. 
The only Thing that can be alledged againſt fo great an Anti- 
quity of theſe two Targums, is, that neither Origen, nor Epipha- 
mus, nor Ferom, nor any of the ancient Fathers of the Chriſtian 
Church make any mention of them. Theſe three which I have 


named, were well ſkilled in the Fewif# Learning, and therefore it 


is thought, they could not have avoided taking ſome Notice of 
them, had they been extant in their Time, eſpecially not Ferom, 
who lived in Judæa a great Part of his Life, and there con ver ſed 
with the learnedeſt Rabbies of that Set; and was very inquiſitive 
after all that was to be learned from them for his better underftand- 
ing of the Hebrew Scriptures; and yet in all his Writings we find 
no mention of any Targum or Chaldee Paraphraſe, nor doth he 
make uſe of any ſuch in any of his Commentaries, in which they 
would bave been very uſeful unto him; and therefore from hence 
they conclude, that certainly they were not in Being in his Time. 
But of this ſee the Eſſay before cited. 

As to all the other Targums, beſides theſe two of Onkelos on the 
| Law, and Jonathan on the Prophets, they are all moſt certainly 
of a much later Date: This is above ſhewn of ſome of them from 
the Matters therein contained, but the Stile in which they are writ- 
ten proves it of all of them; for it being in every one of them

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more barbarous and impure, and much more corrupted with exotic 
Words and grammatical Irregularities, than that of the Zer»/alem 
Talmud; this ſhews them to have been written after the Cotnpo- 
ſure of that Talmud, that is, after the Beginning of the fourth 
Century after Chriſt e It is alſo to be obſerved of theſe later Tar- 
gums that they abound much with Talmudic Fables; if theſe were 
taken out of the Babyloniſb Talmud this will bring down their Date 
much lower, and prove them to have been written after that Tal- 
mud alſo, as well as after the other, that is, after the Beginning 
of the ſixth Century after Chriſt. This hath been already proved 
of the Targum on the Megilloth, which is one of them that I now 
treat of in this Paragraph, and poſſibly it may be true of ſome of 
the reſt alſo; by Reaſon of the Barbarity of the Stile in which 
theſe later Targums are written, and the great Mixture of exotic 
Words, with which they abound, they are badly underſtood among 
the Jetus even by the moſt learned of their Rabbi's, and therefore 
are not much regarded by them : But of late Cohen de Lara a Few 
of Hamburgh, and the moſt learned of that Se& which the laſt 
Century hath produced, hath publiſhed a Lexicon for their Help, 
in which he expounds all the Chaldee, Syriac, Arabic, Perfian, 
Turkiſh, Greek, Latin, Italian, Spaniſh, Portugueſe, Gallie, Ger- 
man, Saxan, Dutch, and Engliſh Words, which any where occur 
in their Talmudic and Rabbinical Writings. This Book was a 
Work of 40 Years Labour and Study, and firſt publiſhed at Ham- 
burgh Anno Domini 1668. where the Author ſome Years after 
died. | 
The Targums of Onkelos and Fonathan are in ſo great Eſteem 
among the Fetus, that they hold them to be of the ſame Authority 
with the original ſacred Text; and for the Support of this Opinion, 
they feign them to have come from Mount Sinai in the ſame Man- 
ner as they ſay their Oral Law did, and tell us the ſame Story of 
their Original, that is, that God did there deliver them to Moſes, 
and that they from him were delivered down in a like Chain of 
traditional Deſcent from one Generation to another through the 
Hands of the Prophets, and other holy Men, till at length they 
were this Way received (i) by Onkelos and Jonathan, and that all 
that they did was only to put them into Writing : This ſhews the 
high Opinion and Eſteem which they have of them; but the true 
Reaſon of it, and of their equalling them with the Text, was that 
they were every Sabbath-day read in their Synagogues in the ſame 
"A as the original ſacred Word - itſelf, of which they were

They are all of them of great Uſe for the better underſtanding 
not only of the Old Tefament on which they were written, but 
LllIl 3 | | alſo 
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alſo of the Naw : As to the Old Taſtament they vindicgate the Oe, 
nuineneſs of the preſent Hebrew Text, by proving it the fame 
that was in uſe when theſe Targums were made, 'contraty to the 
Opinion of thoſe, who think the Fews corrupted it after the ſecond 
Century. They help to explain many Words and Phraſes in the 
Hebrew Original, for the Meaning whereof we ſhould otherwiſe 
have been at a Loſs ; and they hand down to us many of the an- 
cient Cuſtoms and Uſages of the Jews, which much help to the 
illuſtrating of thoſe Scriptures, on which they are written: And 
ſme of theſe with the Phrafiologies, Idioms, and pecaliar Forms 
of Speech, which we find in them, do in many Inſtances help as 
much for the illuſtrating and better underſtanding of the New Te- 
flament as of the Old; for the Feriſalem Chaldee Dialect, in which 
they are written, being the ſame, which was the vulgar Language 
of the Jetos in our Saviour's Time, many of its Idioms, Phrafio- 
logies, and Forms of Speech, which from hence came into the 
ritings of the New Teſtament, are found in theſe Tergums, and 
from thence are beſt to be illuſtrated and explained. The Targum:s 
of Onkeles and Jonathan muſt certainly be allowed to be uſeful for 
this Purpoſe, as being written not very long after the Days of the 
Apoſtles ; and altho' the others were much later, and written in 
a corrupted Stile much differing from that of the other, yet the 
ſame Idioms, Phraſes, and Forms of Speech ſtill remaining, they 
ferve for this Uſe as well as the other, eſpecially where tranſcribed 
from other ancienter Targums, as I ſuppoſe they moſtly were. 
They alſo very much ſerve the Chiiltian Cauſe againſt the Fews, 
by interpreting many of the Prophecies of the Maſſiah in the Old 
eflament, in the ſame Manner as the Chriſtians do: I ſhall here 
inſtance in ſome of them, | |

The Jeu 
to evade the Force of this manifeft Argument againſt. them object, 
firſt, that the Word Shebet in the Hebrew Text, which we inter- 
pret a Scepter, the Inſtrument of Rule, fignifieth alſo.a Rod, which 
is the Inſtrument of Chaſtiſement, and therefore fay, that tho 
this ſhould be underſtood of the Maſſiab, the Meaning would be 
no more than that their Chaſtiſement, that is, the Baniſnment 
which they now ſuffer in their Diſperſions among ſtrange Nations, 
ſhould not ceaſe (as they all reckon it will not) till their Maſſiab 
ſhall come to deliver them from it. But in the ſecond Place they 
object, that they do not allow that the Maſſiab is meant by the 
Word Shiloh in this Prophecy : But in both theſe Particulars the 
Chaldee Paraphraſes are againſt them; for the Words of Onkeles 
in this Text are, There ſhall not be taken away from Judah one hav- 
ing the Principality, nor the Scribe from the Sons of his Children, till 
the Meſſiah Hall come. And the Feruſalem Targum, or Paraphraſe, 
and that called Fonathan's agree with him in both theſe Particulars ; 
for they both interpret Shebet of the Principality, and Shtiob of the 
Meſſiah, and therefore all three of them help the Chriſtian Cauſe 
in this Matter. |

We Chriſtians interpret this of the Meſſiah, and ſo doth Onkeles 
in his Targum on that Place; for his Words are, I King Hall riſe 
eut- of the Houſe of Jacob, and the Meſſiah Hall be anointed out of 
the Houfe Iſrael, who ſhall rule over all the Sons of Men, And 
the T argum called Jonathan's interprets this of the Maſſiab in the 
ſame Manner alſo, as that of Oxkeles doth; and it is here to be 
obſerved that the Targumiſis render this Phraſe, All the Children of 
Seth, by the Phraſe, All the Sons of Men: For all the Children of 
Seth, ſince the Flood, are the ſame with all the Children of Adam, 


and theſe are all Men; and this ſhews, that according to theſe 


Targums, this Prophecy means that the Kingdom of the Maſiab 
was not to be a peculiar Kingdom for the Jetus, but univerſal for 
all Mankind; and agreeable hereto Maimani des interprets this whole 
Text; his Words are as followeth; 4 __ Il: rije. out of 
Iſrael ; This is the King Meſſiab.

"Thouſand, and of his Horſe four T houſand, fewer than he firſt 
carried over that River for this War, more of which periſhed by 
the Hardſhips of the Campaign, than by the Sword of the Ene- 
my. And altho' on his entering Armenia he was there out of the 
Enemy's Country, and had free Paſſage for his Army without Mo- 
leſtation, yet Winter being now advanced, and Armenia all cover. 
ed with Snow, by continuing his March through it during this 
hard Seaſon he loſt feveral T houſands more of his Men, fo that on

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his Return to. Aatiich, Hlarus (u) tells us he ſcarer brought back a 
third Part of the Number he carried out: And yet nie had the Va- 
nity on his Return to boaſt, as that if he had come hace with Victo- 
ry, and aſſumed the Honours due thereto:“ Ie was hot at any 
Time indeed during this Expedition vanquiſhed in Battle, as Craſ- 


/us had ben, but came back alive at the Head of his Army, and 


without that Diſgrace to the Roman Arms, which attended the ab- 
ſolute Defeat of that other General; but if their Loſſes be com- 
pared. together, this of Hntany's will appear the more un fortunate 
Expedition of the two. When Craſſus was vanquiſhed-'by the 
Paribians at Carrbæ, (w) there: were flain with him twenty 
Thouſand, : and ten Thouſand: taken Priſoners; but in this Cam- 
paign of Autom's againſt the ſame People, the Number of thoſe 
that were loſt in it was much greater ; according to Florus's Ac- 
count it was about twice as much; for he went out with (*) an 
hundred Thouſand Men, and if be brought back only a third Part, 
thea above ſixty. Thouſand muſt have periſhed —— 0 this” 
deſtructive AJndertaking, ' nw 24, 0 4» 0 

Had Artabazes, — who marched with Antony into Media with 
ſixteen Thouſand Horſe, continued them in his Service, that Re- 
inftorcement would have enabled him to have purſued the Haribiun 
Horſe as often as they were repulſed,” and to have taken thereby 
all the Advantages of theſe Defeats for the making of that Cam 
paign fully fartuoate : But that faithleſs Man, who had drawn A. 
tony into this War, was the ficſt that deſerted him in it; for hear 
ing (z) of the ill Fate of Statianus, and thoſe that were cut off 
with him, be immediately withdrew into his own Country, giv- 
ing all for loſt on the Romans. Side, and thereby did all that in him 
lay to make it ſa; for en ee r 
him in his utter Ruin. 

But the main Cauſe of all the Ma abthis War, wolf 
as of all others, that befell this noble Roman aſter His obtaining the 
chief Command of the Eat, was that wicked and laſcivious Wo- 
man Cleopatra Queen, of Et. On his laſt Return out of Ita 
into Syria he forthwith (4) let for her thithet, againſt the Advice 
of all his Friends: On ber Arrival (õ) ſhe influenced him to many 
unjuſt and. wicked Things for the iin en and

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"When: the beavy Carriages hindered him in his March from making 
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many of the Nobility of Syria were on falſe Pretences put to i. 
Death through her Means, for no other Reaſon, but that ſhe might 1 
have their forfeited Eſtates; among whom was one Ly/ſanias, the / 
San of Ptolemy Mexneus, Prince of Chatcis and Muræa, (c) whom f 
ſhe having cauſed to be -put to Death, on a falſe Accuſation of F 
canfederating with the Parthians, had thereon his Dominions 0 
granted to her. The Stay which ſhe then made with him much 
retarded this Parthian Expedition. For that he might the longer ir 
enjoy her Converſation, (d) he ſo long delayed his firſt ſetting * 
out on it, and by Reaſon hereof came into Armenia ſo late in the N 
Year, that he could not have Time enough to do any great Feats 
in this Campaign, had he been fully fortunate in it; and although 
he ſent ber away again into Egypt before he marched forth with 
his Army, yet -he went to this War with, his Heart ſo bewitch- 
ed to her, that be precipitated every thing to make the more Haſte 
to return to ber again. And this Precipitation was the Cauſe that 
made the Undertaking ſo miſerably miſcarry, as hath been above 
related. A great Part of the Summer having been ſpent e'er he 
came to the River Arexis, inſtead of paſſing it ſo in the 
Year, be ſhould have put his Army there into Quarters among the 
Armenians. After fo long and fatiguing a March as they made of 
it from Syria thither, they needed ſuch a Refreſhment, and Winter 
being ſo near, had he continued them ſtill there in the ſame Quar- 
ters till the Rigaur of it had been over, and began the War early 
in the Spring following, in all likelihood he would have had better 
Succels. in it; and would then have had Time enough before him 

- for the making of the beſt Advantage of it. This was the beſt 
Courſe he could then bave taken, and he was accordingly adviſed 
to it; but the eager Deſite which he then had of being ſpeedily 
back again with that wicked Women, would not permit him to 
hearken thereto, but hurried him on to enter into a War in a 
cald Country, when the cold Seaſon was there beginning. And 
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that Speed with which be defized for the ſame Reaſon to diſpatch 
every thing, he left them behind to be brought after him, which 
not only made the Siege of Phraata miſcarry for want of the 
Engines of Battery, which were with thoſe riages ; but alſo 
was the Cauſe of the Loſs of all thoſe Carriages, and of Statianus, 
and his Convoy, who were appointed to bring them to him, they 
being all through this ill Conduct cut off and deſtroyed in the 
Manner as above related. And when the unlucky Beginning of 
the War with ſo great a Loſs had made every thing elſe miſcarry 
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im it, and Antony was with great Difficulty got back again inte 
Armenia, and ought at leaft then to have put the Remainder of hia 
Army into Winter Quarters, it being the Middle of Winter, (4) : 
for the Sake of getting ſpeedily back again into Syria for the gratify- 
ing of his Luſt with that Woman, he obſtinately continued bis March 
over that mountainous Country, then covered all over with Sgow, 
which loſt him (F) eight Thoufand of his Men mote, who periſhed” 
in that March by Reaſon of the Hardſhip of the Seaſon; which, 
compleated the Ruin of his Army, and reduced them to that ſmaſt 
Number I have mentioned. © © Mer ce rey 

While theſe Things were'a dying in the Ea, a great Change 

happened in the 2 Sextus Pompeius being driven out of Sicih, 
and Lepidus depofed from the Triumvirate. OZavianus and Le-. 
pidus (g) had jointly carried on the War againſt Sextus Pompeius, 
and they having had that Succeſs in it, as utterly to ſubdue Him 
both by Sea and Land, and deprive him of all he had, excepting” 
only ſeven Ships, with which be fled into An; . Lepidur wainly 
arrogated the whole Honour of the Victory to himſelf, and woult 
have ſeized all Sicily, as what he thought was due ſolely unto him, 
as the juſt Reward of it. But OZavianys haviog bereon drawn 
over all his Army to deſert to him, reduced him to a Necethe La 
beg his Life, and be content to lead the Remainder of it in a. 

own. 
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private and mean Condition at Circaui a ſmall maritime T 
among the Latint, where he was ſent into Baniſhment, "That 
he attained to be one of the three ſupream Governors of the Ra- 
man Empire was wholly owing to Fortune, he being without, 
any Merit in himſelf of either Wiſdom, Valour, or Activity, to 
entitle him thereto ; and therefore, after he had thus fallen from 
what Fortune had thus raifed\Kim unto, he had nothing more left 
to recommend him to any further Regard, but ended his Life in 
the Place of his Confinement in Obſcurity and Contempt. Aſter 
this Antony and OFavianus held the whole Roman Empire diyided 
between them; the former had all the Ea, from the Borders of 
Illyrium and the Adriatic Gulbb; and the latter all the reſt. And 
it is remarked, that O74vianus was no more than eight and oven 
Years old when he attained' to all this, and owed it all wholly, | 
the Wiſdow of his own Conduct; and with the fame Wildom, 
whereby he obtained this Empire, he governed it ever after to the 
End of his Life, through a. long and proſperous Reign. .

For Alexandra, Ariftobulus's Mother, could not 
bear the Diſappointment ; and Mariamne, his Siſter, Herod's beſt 
beloved Wife, was continually.teazing and ſoliciting him about it. 
But he was moſt embarraſſed by the Dangers and Troubles which 
1 created him. Fot ſhe, wrote to Cleopatra about this 
Matter, and began alſo by the Means of one Dellius, a Fa- 
vourite of Antom d, to engage him in it; ſo that Herod found it 
eceſſary for the ſecuring of his Safety and Quiet to gratify the two 
dies in what he found them ſo, rneſt for; and therefore, 
having depoſed Auanelus, he mai e: Ariftobulys, then a Lad of 
ſeventeen Years old, High. Prieſt in his Stead ; this ſatisfying the 
two Ladies, and alſo pleaſing the Generality of the People, it re- 
97 5 Peace again to Heroa's Family, and prevented for the pre- 
{ pt al | thoſe Dangers and Difficulties, from Antony, which he was 
then, threatned with about this Matter. 
Hut the active Genius of Alexandra would not permit this Calm 
fos x to continue. For ſhe was a Woman of a great Spirit, as well 
as of a great Underſtanding; and knowing, that her Son had as 
good a Claim to the Kingdom, as he bad to the High-Prieſthood, 
could not bear his being deprived of either. For by her he was

vi Egypt with her; and there they ſpent the Remainder of the 
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Grandſon to (4) Hyrcanus, and by Alexander his Father he was 
Grandſon to Ariſtobulus, and therefore had the Intereſt and Right 
of both thoſe Brothers centering in him; by his Deſcent from the 
latter he had the High-Prieſthood (that going in the Male Line) 
but by his Deſcent from both he claĩmed the Crown; and Alex- 
andra having ſucceeded in her gaining of the one (/) purſued the 
ſame Means for the obtaining of the other alſo, that is by intriguing 
with Cleopatra, that ſo by her Interpoſition ſhe might gain ov 
Antony to her, But Herod ſmelling out this Correſpondence, and 
gueſſing at the Purport of it, confined her to the Palace, and ſet 
Spies upon her, who ſo narrowly watched all her Steps, that none 
of them eſcaped their Obſervation ; whereon, looking on herſelf 
as a Priſoner ſhe reſented it with great Indignation, and for the 
remedying of it formed a Plot for her's and her Son's Eſcape into 
Egypt to Cleopatra, who on this Occaſion had invited them thi- 
ther : In order hereto a Ship was provided at the next Sea-port 
Town, and they were to be carried out in two Coffins for their 
eſcaping thither, Herod had an Account of all this Deſign, and 
permitted it to go on till it was actually put in Execution, but 
then ſeizing them on the Road brought them both back again. He 
durſt not openly reſent what was done for fear of Cleopatra ; 
and therefore making a Virtue of Neceſſity he pretended out of 
Clemency to pardon that in both, which he could not puniſh in 
either; but from that Time reſolved to rid himſelf of the young 
Man as ſoon as he ſhould have a convenient Opportunity for it. 
He was right Heir to the Crown, which Hered by the Favour of 
the Romans had uſurped from him ; and being alſo a very beauti- 
ful young Man, the Uſurper had Reaſon to fear, ſhould he come 
into the Preſence of Antony and Cleopatra, how far he might gain 
on Perſons ſo laſciviouſly affected for the carrying of this Point 
which Alexandra propoſed. And further he obſerved, that the 
young Man grew much into the Favour of the People ; 'and the 
Gracefulneſs of his Perſon, as well as their Affection for the 4½ 
mongan Family, of which he was the ſole Male Remainder, much 
recommended him hereto. Of which an Inſtance was ſoon given 
on a very publick Occaſion. For (m) the Feaſt of Tabernacles 
approaching, and Ariſtobulus then officiating in the Office of High- 
Prieſt, he diſcharged himſelf with ſo good a Grace, and the 
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(4) Hyrcanus and Ariſtabulus were the two Sons of Alexander Fannens, 
Alexandra was the Daughter and on:y Child of Hyrcanus, and Alexander 
her Huſband was the Son of Ariſlobulus, theſe two being married together 
were the Parents of Mariamne, Herod's Wife, and of Ariftobulus the 
High- Prieſt. .

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Splendor of che Pontifical Robes did ſo much ſet forth the Beauty 
of his Perſon, that by both theſe he captivated the Affection of 
the whole Aſſembly, and every Man's Mouth was full of his 
Praiſes. This raiſed the Jealouſy of the Tyrant to ſo high a De- 
gree, that he had not Patience any longer to bear him, but im- 
mediately after the Feſtival was over took Care to have him drowned 
at Jericho. He went thither with Herad to take Part of an En- 
tertainment there provided for them. After Dinner was over ſe- 


veral of Herod's Attendants bathing themſelves in a Fiſh-pond, i 


Ariſtobulus was perſuaded to bathe with them; but he was no 
ſooner plunged into the Water, but thoſe that were there before 
him, according as directed by Hered, ducked and dipped him ſo 
long under Water till he was then drowned to Death. This was 
pretended to be done only by Way of Sport and Play, without 
any intending of that which followed ; and therefore Endeavours 


were made to havehisDeath to paſs for an unfortunate Accident, which 


happened by Chance without any Deſign; and none laboured 
more to have this believed than Hered himſelf, For he acted the 
Part of a great Mourner for the deceaſed, ſhedding Abundance of 
Tears, and otherwiſe exprefling great Grief for his Death, and 


expending great Sums in a ſplendid Funeral for him. But every 
Body ſaw through this Hypocriſy, and abhorred him for it ; and 


none more than Alzxandra, who was inconſolable for this Loſs, 
and could not have ſurvived it, but for the Hopes of having an 
Opportunity for being revenged on the Tyrant of it, In order 
hereto ſhe put all her Wits to work ; and being very well ſtored 
with ſuch as were proper for the effecting of ſuch a Deſign, ſhe 
had near brought it to paſs for the utter Ruin of the Murderer, 
and all his Fortunes, as will be by-and-by related. [ Anane! was now 
alſo reſtored to that High-Priefthood which Ariſfobulus had enjoy'd 
tho not longer than one Year; and held that Dignity for five 
Years, or thereabouts.] | | 
But all this while Antony lay idle at Alexandria, ſpending the 
whole Year in Dalleances with Cleopatra; and although. fair Op- 
portunities were offered him for the revenging of the Roman Cauſe 
upon the Parihians, and utterly ſubduing that Nation, yet he 
neglected them for all the Enjoyment of. bis Luſt with this vile 
Woman. For Antony was no ſooner returned from his late Ex- 
pedition, but (n) the King of Madia and King of Parthia fell 
out about the Prey which they had taken from him on the De- 
feat of Statianus, the latter depriving the other of his Share in 
it; whereon the Median fent an Embaſſy to Antony, offering to 
join with him againſt the Parthians, and to aſſiſt him with all 
his

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his Forces. This Offer Antony gladly accepted of, as wanting the 
Aedian Horſe to enable him to cope with the Parthians,. whoſe 
whiole Strength lay in their Horſe. And at the ſame Time be 
had an Account, that the Affairs of the Parthians were in great 
Diſorders and Diſtractions by Reaſon of ſeveral Commations, Se- 
ditions, and Rebellions then in that Country, cauſed by the Ty- 
ranny and Cruelty of their King. Both theſe JunRures coming 
together, offered Antony a very advantageous Opportunity by a new 
Expedition againſt the Parthians to make Amends for the Miſ- 
carriage of the former ; and therefore reſolving to lay hold of it, 
he forthwith put himſelf upon his March into Syria, there to 
make Preparations for it. But Q#awvia being come as far as 
Athens in her 2 Antony, Cleopatra feared, that in Caſe they 
ſhould meet, the Wife might again recover the Affection of the 
Huſband, and ſhe be thenceforth excluded from it; and therefore, 
for the preventing bereof, {he put all her Arts to work, feign- 
ing herſelf after his Departure to be ſick in Love of him, that his 
Abſence had caſt her into a languiſhing Condition, of which ſhe 
muſt die, unleſs he would return to her again. For ſhe pretend- 
ed ſhe could not live without him. This brought Antony back 
again to Alexandria, and the Median Expedition being laid aſide, 
he devoted this whole Year to the gratifying his adulterous Love 
with this Woman; and as ſoon as he was returned to her he ſent 
his Order to Octavia at Athens, that he ſhould net proceed any 
further; which being reſented by Odauianus, became the firit 
Cauſe of that War between them which ended in the Ruin of both 
theſe Lovers, for they both periſhed in it. | 

This Year did put an End to the Family and Faction of Pom- 
bey the Great, It hath been above related, that at his Death he 
left two Sons, Cneius and Sextus, and that Cneius was flain in 
Spain after the Battle of Jdunda. Sextus the younger of them 
having eſcaped from thence, ſupported himſelf for ſome Time in a 
piratical Way at Sea; but after the Death of Cæſar, and the Battle 
of Philippi le) having gotten together out of the Remains af his 
Party ſuch a Naval Force as made up 350 Sail, he ſeized Sicily, 


Corfica, and Sardinia, From whence being driven by Oftavianus 


and Lepidus in the Manner as hath been related, (p) he fled to 
Leſbus, and there lived for ſome Time in Quiet among the Aﬀiry- 
lenians., But hearing of the ill Succeſs of Antony's Expedition 
againſt the Parthians, he thought this a favourable Opportunity for 
hun again to raiſe himſelf ; and therefore paſſing over ints the Con · 
tinent of Leſſer Aſia, he there got together a ſmall Army, and 
with it made ſeveral deſperate Puſhes for the reſtoring of his For-

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tunes, but failing in them all be was thi: $s:Year'taken and put ta 
Death by Titius one of Antony's Lieutenants. As ſoon as Anton) 
had Notice of his being taken, he wrote io Titi to put him to 
Death, but little after repenting of it he ſent a ſecond Letter to 
have him ſaved alive, But the Meſſenger that carried the Letters 
cf Mercy making haſte with them, arrived before the other Vleſ- 
ſenger that had the Letters of Death; yet Titius executing them 
not in the Order of their Date, but in the Order as he received 
them, following that as really the laſt Injunction of Antony, which 
came to him laſt, did put the unfortunate Captive to Death. After 
this the Parties of Odlavianus and Antony divided the Roman Em- 
pire, and | thoſe of Pompey and Ceſar were no more ſpoken of. 
Titius had formerly been an Adherent of Sextus Pompeius, but 
having treacherouſly revolted to Amory from him, be feared that if 
Sextus's Life were ſpared he might ſome Time of other be in a 
Condition to be revenged on him for it, and therefore perverſely 
interpreting the laſt Order that came to hand to be the laſt that 
was ſent, put him to Death by Virtue of it; which rendered him 
ſo odious to the Roman People, by Reaſon of the great Regard and 
Affection v hich they ' had to the Memory of Pompry and his 
Family, that (q) they could not after this bear the Sight of him in 
the publick Threatre, but drove him out of it with their H ſtes 
and Curſes, even then when he was there exhibiting ) them 
Games and Shows at his own Expence and Charges. 

Anno 34. Alexandra (r) having by Letters acquainted Cle. 

A. M. 4451. patra of the Murder of her Son, poſſeſſed her ſo 
Herod 4 effectually with the whole Villany of Herod in this 
Daniels 70 Matter, as fully engaged her to do all that in ber 
Weeks 428. lay for the revenging of her Cauſe; ſo that ſhe 
never left ſolliciting Antcny about it, till at length ſhe prevailed 
with him to call Herod to an Account for it. And therefore Au- 
tony going early this Year into Hria (in which Journey Cleopatra 
accompanied him) he cited Herod there to appear | before him 
to anſwer this Accuſation againſt him. But Hero4; on his Arr. 
val, by fair Words and large Preſents, ſo mollified Antony, that 
ve could be done againſt him, though Cleopatra failed not to 
Purſue his Cauſe to the utmoſt. But this not being ſo much to 
gratify Alenandra, as out of a greedy Deſite to have» Herod's 
Kingdom granted to her in Caſe he were caſt in this Cauſe, and 
put to Death for it, as he deſerved, Antony ſatisfied her Avarice 
by giving her Cœbo- ria inſtead of Juda, and hereon ſhe\drop'd 

all the reſt, mam no une err was 2 oo gras 
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HFerod, on his leaving Fudea, to go unto Antony (7) appointed 


Fejepb his Uncle to have the Adminiſtration of the Government 


and the Care of his Family during his Abſence; and gave him 
particularly in Charge, that in Caſe Antony ſhould put him to 
Death, he ſhould not permit Mariamne his beſt beloved Wife to 
ſurvive the firſt News of it, but immediately cut her off. This 
he ordered that nc one might enjoy ſo rare a Beauty but himfelf, 
eſpeciaily not Antony. For he had been acquainted, that Antony 
had profe fied a Paſſion for her upon the very Fame of her Beauty; 
and thereture concluded, that if the Matter went hard with him 
it would be for her Sake, that after his Death Antony might have 
the tree Enjoyment of her; and therefore, ſhould Death be now 
his Caſe, he ordered her Death alſo, that he might thereby de- 
prive Antony of the Prey intended, and ſo by this'Difappointment 
in her Death, as far as in him lay, revenge on him his own. 
During Herod's Abſence (t) Foſeph the Uncle frequently waited 
on Mariamne, ſometimes upon Buſineſs, and at other Times to 
pay bis Reſpects to her as Queen; in which Viſits he would often 
take Occalion to magnify and extol the Love of Herod to her, and 
at one Time eſpecially to make this out he told her, that ſhe was 
ſo dear to him, that as he could not live without her, ſo he was 
relolved that Death ſhould not part them, and fo blabbed out the 
whole Secret; which/exceedingly angring Mariamne and Alexan- 
dra, as well it might, the Jatter immediately put her buſy Head 
to work how to prevent the Miſchief intended. And ſoon after 
aflying Report running through the City, that Herod was put to 
Death by Antony, ſhe forthwith contrived to flee for Protection 
to a Legion of the Romans, who then, for the Safe-guard of the 
Country, under the Command of one Julius, lay encamped with- 
out the Walls of Feruſalem. But while this was in Agitation came 
Letters from Herod which daſh'd the whole Plot. For they 
brought an Account, that he was not only alive and in Safety, 
but alſo in great Favour with Antony ; and ſoon after he returned. 
On his Arrival, Salome, his Siſter, told him all that had been 
doing in his Abſence, and filled his Head with Jealouſy as to Ma- 
riamne; accuſing her of having too great a Familiarity with Jo- 
ſeph, and thereby endeavoured to work the Deſtruction of both, 
though 7o/eph was both her Uncle arid her (2) Huſband; but ſhe 
was content to ſacrifice him, ſo ſhe might obtain her Revenge

For Mariamne being a Lady of excellent Beau- 
ty and high born, as being deſcended of the Royal Stock of the 
 Aſmonean Kings, and on both theſe Accounts of as high a Spirit, 
ſhe looked down upon Salome as one of a low Original in reſpect 
of her, and had reproached her with it; which the other not 
-brooking reſolved to be revenged on her for it: In order whereto 
the never left laying Plots for her Ruin till at length ſhe effected 
it; and this was that which was the Reaſon of her preſent Accu. 
ation againſt her. This at firſt put Herod into a furious Fit of 
Jeatou?y againſt his Wife, For as his Love to her was very great, 
his Jealouſy: was proportionable to it; but when the firſt Heat 
of it was over, and he had in a cooler Temper examined Ma- 
riamme about it, be ſoon found that there was no Reaſon for this 
Accuſation againſt her, and therefore earneſtly beg'd her Pardon 
for his too eaſy Credulity herein; and for the better obtaining of 
der Reconciliation made great Profeſſion in paſſionate Embraces of 
moſt ardent Love and Affection to her. Yes indeed, ſays ſhe, it 
s a notable Sign of your Love to order the putting your innocent 
Wife to Death, in caſe you ſhould die yourſelf. At theſe Words 
Hered flew out of her Arms in the utmoſt Fury, and his Jealouſy 
all returned again upon him in greater Exceſs than before. For he 
concluded that nothing but an adulterous Converſation, could 
bring. 7 pb to betray this Secret to her, which he had with the 
utmo tion committed to his Truſt ; and in this Tranſport of 
his Paſſion was, juſt on drawing of his Dagger to have immediate] 
ſtruck ber to the Heart; but his Love to her checking this 
Start of his Wrath againſt her, he vented it all upon Joſepb and 


Alexandra. For the firſt of them he put to Death without ſo 


much as allowing him a Hearing to ſpeak for himſelf ; and the 
other he clapped into Chains, and lock'd her faſt up in Priſon, as 


Jooking upon her to be the Root and Cauſe of all the Miſchief that 


diſturb'd his Family. ſe) 

- Cleopatrg following Antony into Syria (vw) was there continually 
foliciting him for new Grants of Provinces and Countries to be 
made over to her ; ſhe being as unſatiable in her Covetouſneſs as 
the was in her Luſt. She had (x) already obtained from him all 
rene, Cyprus, Cœlo - Syria, Iiuræa, and Phenicia, with a great 
Part of Cilicia and Crete; and (y) would fain have had alſo Fudea 
fiom Herad, and Arabia from Malebus, and ſolicited hard for 
the putting of theſe two Kings to Death, that ſhe might thereon 
have their Kingdoms for a Prey. But Antony would not 3

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with her in this laſt Propoſal : However, for the quieting of her, 
he was forced to give her out of Aalchui's Kingdom that Part 
of it which bordered upon Egypt, and out of Hered's the Terri- 


theſe large Grants he much offended the Roman People, eſpecially 
ſince they were made the Price of the filthy Converſation, which 
he carried on with this lewd Woman. 1 

Antony from Syria marching into Armenia, (z) Cleopatra ac- 
companied him as far as the Enphrates; from whence returning 
by the Way of Abamea and Damaſcus, ſhe came to Cn 
and was there very ſplendidly entertained by Hered. hile ſhe 
was there, ſhe pretended to be in Love with him, and would 
have drawn him into Acts of Lewdneſs with her. The Impu- 
dence of this Attempt created in him an Abhorrence of the Wo- 


man; Which joined with the Hatred he juſtly had of her for the 


ill Offices ſhe had endeavoured to do him with Antory, for the 
depriving him of his Kingdom and his Life, provoked bim to a 
Reſolution, now he had her in his Power, to put her to Death; 
and it was only the Fear of Antony's Reſentments (the Danger of 
which his Friends, whom he adviſed with about it, laid fully be- 
fore him) that deterred him from putting it in Execution. And 
therefore laying this aſide, he went on to compliment and enter- 
tain her with all Manner of Reſpects and Splendor, as long as 
ſhe ſtaid with him ; and on her Departure vated oa tat ee 
ſon as far as the Borders of her Kingdom. However, fearing the 
Malice of this wicked Woman, as well as the tumultuous Tem- 
per of the Jews, and their Averſion to him, (a) he fortified Maſ- 


ada the ſtrongeſt ' Caſtle in Judæa, and furniſhed it with Arms 


for ten thouſand Men, that there he might have a Place of Re- 
fuge for his Security againſt all Events. 

In the mean Time, Antony in Armenia having by Treachery 
drawn Artabazes King of that Country into his Power, made 
him his Priſoner, and ſeized all his Kingdom. He had deſerted 
him in his late Median Expedition, as hath been above related; 
this Antony greatly reſented, and that juſtly enough, it having been 
undertaken on the Solicitation, and for the Sake of Artabazes. 
And therefore he had ever fince entertained Reſolutions in his 
Mind of being revenged on him for it: In order hereto (6) he 
had ſeveral Times, under the Pretence of Friendſhip, endeavoured 
to draw him within his Power: But Artabazes being ſenſible how 
ill he had deſerved it from him, ſuſpected the worſt, and therefore 
kept out of his Way. But now finding it was brought to this

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paſs, that it could be no longer avoided, but that he muſt either 
go to him, or enter into a diſadvantageous War with him, and 
— all the Securities for his ſaſe Return, that ſolemn Promiſes 
and ſacred Oaths could give him, he ventered his Perſon within 
his Power, (e) but che was no ſooner entered into his Camp, but 
be was clap'd\ into Chains, and, contrary to all the Obligations 
of Faith and Honeſty, made a Priſoner. The Armenians reſenting 
this with the Indignation which it deſerved, immediately (4) put 
Artaxias the eldeſt Son” of the captivated King on his Throne, 
and marched under him with all their Forces to revenge the Per- 
fady ; but Antony having overthrown them in Battle, and driven 
Arta xias to take Shelter in Paribia, moſt of the Country ſubmitted 
to him, and the reſt were reduced by Force. But the Perfidy of 
this Act in thus ſeizing a confederate King, contrary to Faith 
given, was looked on at Rome as diſhonourable to the Roman Name; 
and it was on this Account ſo ill reſented by the People, (e) that 
Octavianus in his Speeches both to them and the Senate made it 
one of the Reaſons for the Wen that afterwards broke out t be- 
teen them. 
Aſter this (7 ) be contrated a Marriage for Ae one , 
his Sons by Clegpatra, with a Daughter of the King of Media, 
and then leaving the Groſs of his Army in Armenia he returned 
with the reſt to Alexandria. On his Arrival thither, he entered 
the City in a triumphal Chariot; cauſing the Prey which he had 
taken in Armenia, with King — his Wife and Children, 
and other Priſoners, to be carried before him in the ſame Man- 
ner as uſed to be done in the Triumphs at Rome ; only with 


this Difference, that whereas at Rome the Proceſſion ended at the 


Temple of Jupiter in the Capitol, here it ended at the Perſon of 
Cleopatra; who being ſeated in publick on a Golden Throne, 
placed on a Scaffold overlaid with Silver, and ſurrounded by the 
People on every Side, bad there Artabazes and all the other Pri- 
foners preſented. in Chains to her. It was expected that they 
ſhould all have kneeled down before her, and they were preſſed 
foto do; but they too much remembered their former Dignity to 
tubmit.to ſo low an Obeyſance ; and this Refufal cauſed that they 
were afterwards uſed the worſe for it. The Romans looking on

_Alittleafter this () Antony having ſeaſted the People of Alerandria, 
called them together into * Gymnaſium or Place of publick Ex- 
erciſe; where having on ſuch a Scaffold as before - mentioned 
ſeated himſelf on a Throne of Gold, and Cleopatra: by him on 
another, he made an Oration to them, and then declared Cæſarios 
the Son of Cleopatra to be King of Egypt and Cyprus, in Con- 
junction with his Mother: And whereas he himſelf had three 
Children by the ſame Cleopatra, Alexander, and Cleopatra at one 
Birth, and Ptolemy, whom he ſurnamed Philadelphus, at another; 
he at the ſame Time gave unto Alexander Armenia, Media, Par- 
thia, and the reſt of the Za/tern Countries from the Euphrates to 
India, when they ſhould be ſubdued ; and to Cleopatra, the 
Twin-Siſter of (Alexander, Lybia and Cyrene; and .unto Phila 
delphus, Phenicia, Syria, Cilicia, and all the Countries of Lefſer 
Aſia from the Euphrates to the Helleſpont, and conferred on each 
of them the Title of King of Kings; and (i) about the ſame 
Time he alſo gave unto Cleopatra the Name of Is, and aſſumed 
to himſelf that of O/iris,. the firſt of which was the great God- 
deſs, and the other the great God of the Zgyptians ; and from 
that Time both frequently appeared in publick habited in ſuch a 
Dreſs as was then thought proper only to thoſe Heathen Deities. 
By theſe Doings and Follies Antony daily diminiſhed his Character 
among all that were either ſober or wiſe, and further and further 
alienated. the Aﬀections of the Romans from him, of which OH- 
vianus took the Advantage to work his Ruin. 


Amo 33. Antony went early the enſuing Year into Armenia, 
A.M. 4452. with Purpoſe from thence to make War upon the 
Herd . Parthians, ( and in order thereto marched as far 


Daniels 70 as the River Araxes. _ But about this Time the 
Weeks 429. Quarrel growing high between him and Oavianus, 
this hindered his making any further Progreſs that Way. O#&a- 
wanus (1) took the Advantage of being preſent at Rame to excite 
all there againſt him, accuſing him in ſeveral Speeches both to the 
Senate aud People. Antony hearing of this laid aſide his intended 
Expedition againſt the Parthians, and forthwith ſent Canidius 
one of his Lieutenants with ſixteen Legions down to the Coaſts 
of the lonian Sea; and after having renewed his League with

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the Midas King, he himſelf haſtned after them to Epheſus, 
there to be ready for the vindicating of his Cauſe againſt Oavi- 
anus, ſhould it come to a Breach between them, as all Things 
now ſremed to tend thereto. © In this Journey he carried Cleopa- 
re with him, which proved the Ruin of all his Affairs. His 
Friends earneſtly adviſed him to ſend her back to Mexandria, there 
to wait the Event of the War. But Cleopatra fearing leaſt i in her 
Abſence a Peace ſhould be made upon Terms of Antony 9 
ceiving OZavia, and excluding her, put the utmoſt of her 


to work for the obtaini _ ſhe mighe ſtay, and 3 


prevailed. herein. Her Argument ſor it — that ſince 
9 the War, (for ſhe had ad- 
vanced (m) twenty thouſand Talents towards it) it was all Rea- 
fon that he ſhould be allowed at her Deſire to be preſent in it, 
Mutony had provoked Ofavianus againſt him (a) by the Wrong 
done to Octavia his Siſter, whom having married he rejected for 
the gratifying of his adukerous Love with Cleopatra, though Oa- 
wa was much the handſomer of the two. But that which touch- 
ed Oavianus moſt was, (a) Antony had declared Cleopatra to have 
been married to Julius Ceſar, and ble, whom ſhe had by 
him, to be his lawful Son. For this tended to the bringing of a 
lawful Son over his Head to the diſpoſſeſſing him of the Inheritance, 
which he held only as the adopted Son of that great Mah. Theſe 
and many other Particulars were againſt him by Octavia- 
nus, and. Antony by his Agents and Letters recriminated as faſt. 
— Pretences for the gaining of Parties on each 
Side. There was only one true Cauſe of the preſent Breach ; 
neither of theſe two great Men being contented with one half of 
the Roman Empire, each would have all, and accordingly agreed 
to throw the Dye of War for it. 
From — (p) Antony paſſed over to Samos, and having 
there readezvouzed the greateſt Part of his Forces, failed from 
thence to Athens, and in theſe two Places he ſpent the moſt Part 
of the Year. At both of them he lived after his uſual Rate in all 
Manner of Luxury, Pomp, and Voluptuouſneſs, having 
tra with him, who was the chief Cauſe of his immerſing himſelf 
in theſe Exceſſes. But at the ſame Time he omitted nothing of 
ing all ſuitable Preparations both by Sea and Land for the War 
enſuing, and O favianus did the fame ; and both Parties called 
in all their Friends and Allies to their Aſſiſtance herein.

Daniels 70 embraced the Intereſt of Antony, and the 
Weeks 430. Advantage of Ofavianxs's being then abſent from 
Rome, promoted a Necree to the People againſt him; where- 
on OZawanus returning, and in his Defence making à Speech in 
the Senate againſt Antony and the Conſub, affigned a Day for them 
again to aſſemble, when he promiſed be 
Letters, and other Evidences, to make 
but before that Day came, both the 

Senators, that were of Antony's Party, left the City, and repaired 

to him; and Ofavianus inflead of hindering them gave out, that 
they went with his Permiffion, and cauſed it publickly to be de- 
clared, that all elſe who were fo inclined, ſhould have free Liberty 
to do the ſame ; whereby having rid the City of all Opponents 
he was there left at full — fay and do whatſoever he thought 
fit for the advaneing of his own Intereſt, and the depreſſing of 
that of his Adverſary: Of which Antony having an Account, (r) 
called together the chief Men of his Party, and after Conſulta- 
tion had with them about this Matter, by their Advice declared 
War againſt him, and (5) and ſent a Bill of Divorce to Ofaws, 
and Meſſengers to Name to drive her out of his Houſe in that 
City, in which ſhe had hitherto lived. And in Purſuit of the 
War he (t) had by this Time fo far advanced his Preparations for 
it beyond thoſe of Ofavianus, that had he farthwith- puſhed it to 
a final Decifion, he muſt unavoidably have carried the Day. 
O#avianus then being in no Readineſs to ſtand before him either at 
Sea or Land; but the gratifying of his Luxury, and the indulging 
of his Pleaſures at Samos and Athens cauſing a Procraftination of 
this Matter, it was deferred till the next Yer after, which proved 
the Loſs of all, For by that Time Octauianus had gotten toge- 
ther thoſe Forces whereby he ruined him at Actium, as will be 
by-and-by related. And beſides, while he thus delayed, many 
of his Friends and Partizans (u) deſerted him, and went over to 
Ofavianus ; the Principal of which were Plancus and Titius, 
whom Cleopatra's ill Uſage drove from him, which tended very 
much to his Damage, For they having been made privy to all his

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Counſels and ſecret Deſigns, on their revolting from him diſcloſed 
them all to O#avianus, whereby he much ſerved his Cauſe, eſpe- 
cally by the Diſcovery which they made to him of Antony's: Will. 
For he having made a very extravagant Will (o) in Favour of 
Qlapatra, and her Children, to the Damage and Diſhonour of the 


Raman State, and lodged it with the Veſtal Virgins at Rome, 


they informed Octavianus of it; whereon,- having gotten this 
Will out of the Hands of thoſe with whom it was entruſted, and 
openly read and recited all the offenſive Particulars of it to the 
People, he thereby very much excited them againſt Antony ; they 
who had hitherto been well affected to him, as well as all others, 


expreſſing great Indignation hereat: And this very il} Thing be- 


ing from the authentic Inſtrument undeniably made out againſt 


him, it operated much further to his Hurt, in that it made every 


thing elſe that was charged upon him, how falſe ſoever, to be be- 
lieved alſo; and Advantage was taken herefrom to load his Re- 
putation with many vile Imputations, that had not the leaſt Foun- 
dation of Truth in them. For nothing was thought bad enough 
not to be believed of him after this Matter. | 
Octavianus having gotten a Fleet and Army ready, which he 
thought ſufficient for the encountering of the Adverſary, no lon- 


ger delayed declaring War, but (x) cauſed it to be decreed only 


againſt Cleopatra. For though the War was in Reality againſt 
Antony, yet he craftily took Care that his Name ſhould not be 
mentioned-in this Decree, for ſeveral Reaſons relating to his In- 
tereſt at that Time, for this would leſs provoke the Friends of 
Anteny ; this would make him the more odious at Rome, by put- 
ting it upon him to be the Aggreſſor in this War againſt his own 
Country; and this would, in ſeveral other Particulars, beſt ſerve 
theDeſigns of Octavianus againſt him. Both call'd all their Friends 
and their Allies to help. O#avianus had all the Weft, and Antony all 
the Eaſt on their Sides, and both brought great Armies into the 
Field, and both alſo ſet forth as great Fleets at Sea for the Deci- 
ſion of this Quarrel. For Antony's Forces at Land and Sea con- 


ſiſted of an hundred thouſand. Foot, and twelve thouſand Horſe,

Year advanced, they were forced both to Retreat, and put their 
Armies into Winter Quarters, and lay up their Fleets in Winter

While the Preparations for this War were thus carrying on, 
Herod: had provided an Army for the Affiſtance of Antam, but 
when he was ready to put himſelf on his March towards him, 
came Letters from Antony, which excuſing him from this Expe- 
dition, ſent him to make War nearer Home againſt Malchus King 
of Arabia Petræa. It hath been above related, how. Cleapatra 
extorted from Antony a Grant of that Patt of Malchus's Domini- 
ons which bordered upon Egypt. Malobus, inſtead of quarrelling 
with her about it, agteed out of fear of Autem to hold that Ter- 
ritory of her for a certain Tribute; this Tribute he duly paid 
while Antony was in Power, and at Liberty to, ſorce him, to it; 
but now. finding him involved in this War with Odtavianus, and 
expecting be would periſh in it, as it accordingly , happened, he 
withheld his Hand, and would pay it no longer; and for this Rea- 
ſon Antony, at the Inſtigation of Cleopatra, ordered Herad to 
make War upon him. But this wickel Woman had further

he could; and the other being as eager for it as he, this brought 
on the Battle of Addium, which was ſo called from the Place, 
near which it was fought. © This was (c) a ſmall City lying on the 
Suuth-fide of the Mouth of the Anbracian Gulph in Epirus. Thera 
Antony with the Groſs of his Army lay encamped on the Shore, 
having his Fleet near him; and on the oppoſite Side O Zavianus 
was encamped at a Place where afterwards, in Commemoration of 
the Victory which he there obtained, he built a City, which be 
called (d) Nzcopolis; and there he had his Fleet alſo near him, fo 
that the Stations in which both Fleets anchored, were not a Mile's 
Diftance from each other, Canidius who had the chief Command, 
of Antony's Army, (e) perſuaded him to decamp from Afium, and 
March into the inland Country of Thrace or Macedon, and there 
try his Fortune in a Battle at Land, as being much ſtranger in 
his Army by Land, than in his Fleet by Sea, For Antony had 
been forced (7) to burn many of his Ships for want of Rowers 
and Mariners to navigate them, (g) moſt of thoſe who firſt came 
out with them being dead through want of Neceſſaries, whereby 
to ſubſiſt; and the reſt were but ill mann'd. But notwithſtand- 
ing this, Clzepatra's Advice prevailed to have the Matter decided 
by a Fight at Sea : For in Caſe of the worſt ſhe thought ſhe might 
much better eſcape in het Shipping by Sea, than ſhe could by a 
Fight at Land; and therefore either foreboding or fearing the worſt, 
ſhe prevailed with Autam to try his Fortune 7 ; and accord- 
ingly- on (Y) the ſecond of September this Year Fleets engaged 
before the Mouth of the Ambracian Gulph, near AFium, in the 
Sight of both Armies at Land; the one being drawn up on the 
Nerth-fide, and the other on the South-/ide of the Streights enter - 
ing this Gulph there to wait the Event of this Battle. The (i) 
Fight for ſome Time continued dubious, and with as fair a Proſpect 
of Succeſs far Antony as for the other, till Cleopatra deſerted him. 
For ſhe being frighted with the Noiſe and Terror of the Battle, 
as being what Ladies uſe not to be acquainted with, fled before 
there was any Reaſon for it; and drawing after her all her Egyptar _ 
Squadron, to the Number of ſixty tall Ships of War, ſailed off

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with them towards Peloponneſus; hereon, Antony giving all fot 
loſt made after her; and this Flight gave the Victory entirely up 
to Odauianus; however, he came not eaſily by it. For Antony! 
Ships fought ſo valiantly for him, even after he was fled; that 
although the Fight begun at Noon; it was Night e're it was ended; 
8 that the Victors were forced to lie on Board their Ships all 
ight. Next Morning O#avianus finding his Victory compleat, 
ſent a Squadron of his Ships in Purſuit after Antony and Cleopatra; 
but they ſoon finding them to be gone out of Reach too far to be 
overtaken, returned again to the reſt of the Fleet. In the Inrerim, 
Antony and Cleopatra (4) got to Tænarus in Laconia, (I) Al. 
though Antony, as ſoon as he came up with Cleopatra's Ship, was 
taken on Board it, yet he ſaw ber not through all this Voyage, 
but ſetting himſelf down in the Prow of the Ship, and there 
leaning his Elbows on his Knees, and his Head on both his Hands, 
as one: confounded with Anger and Shame for the ill Conduct and 
Miſcarriage of his Affairs; continued in this melancholy Poſtur 
for three Days together, till his Arrival at Tænarus. But aſtet 
this, being brought again together, they again converſed with each 
other, and did eat together, and lie together in the ſame Manner 
as before. For Antony was ſo bewitched to this Woman that he 
ſtill continued his Fondneſs for her, even at this Time when he had 
all the Reaſon in the World to deteſt and abhor her to the ut- 
mk as having been in the Manner above related, the Cauſe of 
. N e 
Antony had not been long at Tænarus, (n) till ſome of his Ships, 
that, had eſcaped the Fight, and ſeveral of bis Friends, there re- 
paired, to him; by whom, having an Account of the total Defeat 
of his Fleet, but that his Army at Land was till ſafe, he wrote 
to Canidius to retire with it through Macedonia into Aſia, pur- 
poſing there to renew the War. Canidius for ſeven Days made 
the March, which Antony directed him to, but being then over- 
taken by Odtavianut be fled by Night to Antony ; whereon, the 
Army finding theinſelves deſerted by their General, went over

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they c»u1d. Some of the Princes he depoſed, and ſome of them 
he continued in their former State; but on all of theſe laſt, as 
well as on the free Cities that had joined with Antony he impoſed 
heavy Muléts, where with he diſcharged the Expences of the War. 
But as to the Romans that were of Antony's Party, ſe me of them 
he pardoned," and ſome he fined, and others he put to Death, ac- 
cording as their Conduct had been towards him. Among thoſe 
whom he put to Death was Caſſius Parmenſis the laſt Survivor of 
Ce/ar's Murderers, and he periſhed in as calamitous a Manner as 
did all the reſt. For (e) after the Battle of Afium he fled to 
Athens ; were being terrified with the like Apparition as (p) Bru- 
iu had been at Philippi, he was ſoon after overtaken by thoſe 
whom O#aviants ſent to execute that Vengeance upon him which 
he deſerved. In Caſes. of Murder it ſeldom happens, that Pro- 
vidence permits any that are guilty herein to eſcape its vindicative 
Hand, "eſpecially in the Murder of Princes, of which this of 
Ceſar was a very ſignal Inſtance. For of all thoſe who conſpired 
his Murder in the Senate-houſe (who are faid to have been () 60 
Perſons) it's remarked, (r) not one died in his Bed, but all of 
them came to their End in a violent and calamitous Manner. And 
although this Caſſius eſcaped the longeſt, yet at length Vengeance 
overtook him alſo, and he periſhed as miſerably as did all the 
other. ¶ See the Note on Joſephus Antiq. xix. 4, 6. _ - 
From (s) Tænarus Cleopatra failed to Alexandria, and Antony 
to Libya. He had formerly (t) ſent thither Pinarius Scarpus to 
be Governor of that Province, and there placed an Army under. 
his Command for the guarding of the Metern Borders of Egypt 
againſt all that ſhould come that Way to diſturb it. This Army 
he thought to have had for his Service, which was the End of his 
going thither, But on his landing there («) he found Scarpus 
and all with him had revolted to Q Favianus ; which Diſappoint- 
ment caſting him into Deſpair, he would have flain himſelf, and it 
was with Difficulty that he was diverted from it by his Friends, 
All therefore that was now left for him to do was to follow Cle 
patra to Alexandria, where ſhe was returned a little before. On 
her Arrival thither fearing ſhe might not be received, were her

whole Kingdom with it, and as ſoon. as ſhe had ſo, (æ) ſhe put 
Death all thoſe of the Nobility who were any Way averſe to 
her, thereby to prevent the Tumults which {he feared they might 
raiſe againſt her on the Diſcovery of the true State of her Aﬀain, 
Antony on his coming to Alexandria found her engaged in a very 
extraordinary Undertaking. For fearing ſhe might fall into the 
Hands of Ofawianus on his Purſuit of her into Egypt, for the 
preventing hereof (y ſhe projected the drawing of her Ships that 
were in the Mediterranean from that Sea into 4 Red. Sea over the 
Jabmus of (z) 70 Miles, which lay between them, and after 
having joined them with other Ships which ſhe then had in the 
Red-Seg, to put on Board them all her Treaſure, and failing 
down the Red. Sea with them to ſeek ſome other Place for het 
Habitation. But the Arabians, who dwelt on that Sea, having 
at the Inſtigation of Q, Didius (who then ſeized the Preſidency 
of Syria for Oftavianus) (a) burned all thoſe Ships, this wholly 
diſappointed her of that Deſign. Antony, when he. arrived at 
Alex4ndria, went not to the Palace, (ö) but ſhut himſelf up in: 
Hoyſe on the Sea-ſhore near Pharus, and there ſequeſtered himſel 
the Company and Converſation of all Men. For being 
forſaken by almoſt all his Friends, he pretended to act the Part o 
(c) Timon the Man- hater, and therefore called this | Houſe his Ti- 
monum, and there 1 ſpent his Time in meditating Hatred 
and Deteſtation againſt all Mankind for the Sake of thoſe who 
ad now deſerted him; wrongfully imputing to them his Ruin, 
which his on ill Conduct and Folly had brought him to. But 
be did not long reliſh. this Way of living. He was ſoon again (4) 
found with Cleqpatra at the Palace, and there with her he revel'd 
away the remaining Part of his Life in all thoſe Exceſſes ol 
Luxury, Voluptuouſneſs, and Folly, in which he ſpent the for- 
mer.

But when he found this Advice 
wa$:negleted, and that Antony was fallen again into the Snares of 
a as muchas ever, be thoughtrit high Time to look to 
himſelf, and endeavour to make his Peace with Octaviauus on the 
beſt Terms he could. But Hyrcams being ſtill alive, who was 
the only remaining Perſon of the Male Line of the ¶ſmonæa nc, 
and who had himſelf reigned in Fudge under the Protection of 
the Rumant, till depoſed by the Parthians, (u) Herod had Suſpi- 
cion that if any thing went hard with, him, it would turn in Fa- 
vaur of Ayrcanus ſor the reſtoring of him again to the King- 
dom; and therefore, for the preventing of it having trumped up 
a ſnam Plot againſt that old Prince, as if he had held Correſpon- 
dence with Malahus King of Arabia for the accompliſhing of 
tteaſonable Deſigns againſt him, cauſed him, under this Pretence, 
to he put to Death, after he paſſed the-eightieth Year; ot his Age.

Hereon, Herod being much pleaſed with this good Succeſs went 
back into Judæa with much Joy, but on Jus Arrival thither\ 
found all this ſowred with Troubles in, bis own Family. For he 
ſound Mariamne his moſt beloved Wife, in whoſe Converſation, 
he moſt delighted, ſo far imbitter'd againſt him, that ſhe rejected 
all his Chareſſes with the utmoſt Averſion, and when he thought 
to pleaſe her by relating to her the Manner of bis Journey, and 
the Succeſs which he obtained in it, inſtead of taking any Satiſ- 
tion herein ſhe anſwered him only with Sighs and Groans, and ſuch 
a Behaviour as plainly expreſſed ſhe would have been better pleaſed 
had he never returned from his Journey; but had utterly.periſh'd: 
in it, The Cauſe of this was, (12 when Herad committed her 
and her Mother to the Charge of Sobemus, on his going to Ola 
vianus, he order'd him, that in Caſe he ſhould be put to Death, 
he ſhould immediately, on his having certain Notice of it, put 
both of them to Death alſo, and do the utmoſt, he could to pre- 
ſerve the Crown for Pheroras, to whom: he had in this Caſe diſ- 
poſed it. And this he did not only that no one elſe might have 
the Enjoyment of the beautiful Mariamne, but that none might 
be left alive of the ¶ſnuongan Family to claim the Crown in Op- 
polition to that Diſpofal which he had made of it to Pheroras his 
Brother ; ſhe and 1 Mother being the only Perſons remaining 
of that Houſe for the oppoſing him herein. And Alexandra being 
a Lady of aſpiring Spirit thought herſelf as capable of governing 
that Realm, as her Grandmother of the ſame Name, who as 
Queen had preſided over it with great Wiſdom and Prudence for 
nine Years together, Aud to give her her Due, ſhe had the beſt 
Headpiece for Craft, Deſign, and political Intreague, of any 
Woman of her Time ; and Herod well knowing this, thought he 
could not be ſure that any Part of the Scheme, which. he had laid 
for the Succeſſion could take Place, if either ſhe or het Daughter 
were left alive after him; and therefore ordered that both of them 
ſhould be pur to Death, in. Caſe it ſhould happen to him as he 
feared ; and Sohemus having blab'd this out to Mariamne, though 
committed to him under the greateſt Charge of Secrecy, this was 
what created in her that Averſion and Hatred to him which I have 
mention'd ; which Behaviour Cyprus, Herod's Mother, and Salome 
his Sifter, who had always been upon ill Terms with her, taking 
the Advantage of to exaſperate him againſt her, prevailed with 
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. an aaeh.©0 Pat Jag fo Death is the Manner as will be op and 

13 Rhodes Odtavianus 2555 through Leſſer Ala (;) into 
Syria, from thence to invade Egypt'on that Side; while Cornelius 
Gallus his Lieutenant, whom he had appointed to ſucceed Tags 
in Libya and Cyrene, invaded it on the other. 'On his Arrival at 
| Pioleniais,*(t) Herod there waited on him, and entertained him 
and all his Army with great Magnificence, and furniſhed them 
with Neceffaries till their Arrival into Egypt, and over and above. 
preſented *D Favianus with eight hundred Talents, by which 
Hoſpitality and Munificence be very much ibgratiated bimſelf 
with him and his F ollowers. In the Interim, 5 and Clæapa- 
tra ttied all they could to obtain Peace with Ocfavianus, but 
without any Succeſs. (#) Three Times they ſent Ambaſſadors co 


him for this Purpoſe, and went fo far as to offer to reſign all, 
and be-contented with a private Life in any Place which Oa- 
vianus ſhould appoint, only the Kingdam of Egypt was deſired 
for Cleopatre*s Children, but neither of theſe Embaſſies could ob- 
tain. any Anſwer for Antony - but to Cleopatra ſome Hopes were 
given; OZavianus was deſirous of having her Treaſure and her 
Perſon in his Power ; the former for the diſcharging of the Ex- 
pences of the War, and the other for the :dorning of his Triumph; 
and therefore would not make her deſperate, left ſh: ſhould deſtroy 
both; for the preventing of this ſeveral kind Meſſages were (ent 
to her, and by them ſhe was made to expect much Favour in 
Caſe ſhe would kill Antony; this ſhe would not do; but after this 
ſhe:betrayed him in all Things, till at length fhe forced him there - 
by to kill himſelf. The firft Inſtance of her Treachery to him

Rome, - From this Conqueſt of  Zgypt begun the Fra of the 
 Attiac Victory, by which the Egyptians afterwards (2) computed 
their Time till the firſt Year of the Emperor Divelefian, Anno 
Domini 284. From that Time what was before called the ra 
of the Actiac Victory was afterwards called the ra of Diocle- 
Van, and by the Chriſtians of thoſe Parts the Æra of the Martyrs. 
beeauſe in the Reign of that Emperor began the tenth Perſecution, 
in which a very great Number of Chriſtians ſuffered Martyrdom 
tor their Holy Religion.

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_ ,  Herad, on his Return from the late Viſit which he made unto 
Ozavianus, how. much Content and Satisfaction ſoever he had 
therein, and the Succeſs of it, found nothing but Trouble and 
Vexation at home in his own Houſe. (s) Mariamne ſtill retained 
her Reſentments for the cruel Commiſſion given by him to Sohemus 
againſt her and ber Mother, and carried them on ſo far, a8 to 
treat with equal Averſion him and all his Relations, eſpecially 
Cyprus his Mother, and Salome his Sifter. Them ſhe frequently 
upbraided with the Meanneſs of their Birth in reſpect of her's, 
Which was provoking enough to a Female Spirit; and him ſhe az 
often reproached with the Death of her Father, her Grandfather, 
and her Brother, Tn this Humour he left her on his laſt going 
unto O#avianus, and in this Humour he found her on his Return, 
without knowing the Cauſe; (for that Mariamne had concealed 
for the Sake of Schemus.) On his offering her his Careſſes, and 
the kindeſt Tenders of his Affection, ſhe ftill rejected them with 
Neglect and Averſion; and nothing that be could do for the 
|  Tweetning of her imbitter'd Spirit, and the reconciling her again 
to him, could have any Effect. This laſt Injury ſoured her to 
ſuch a Degree, as to frame her Mind for the Reception of the ut- 
moſt Reſentments which his former Wrongs done her and her Fa- 
mily deſerved. The Commiſſion formerly given againſt her to 
105 his Uncle, and the above- mentioned Murders of her neareſt 
Relations, were all brought to her Remembrance on this Occaſion, 
and all worked together to exaſperate her againſt him to the Ut- 
moſt. Herod bore this Humour for a whole Year after his Re- 
turn from Rhodes, and was exceedingly perplexed by it. Some- 
times in a Rage he would be ready to run into Extremities againſt 
her; but as often as he was ſo, his Wrath was checked by the 
great Love he had for her; and thus he was haraſſed between two 
oppoſite Paſſions, till at length an Occaſion happened, which gave 
his Mother and his Siſter an Advantage for the exciting of him to 
ber Ruin, and he. had near effected his own by it: For being at 
one Time, in the Heat of the Day, retired to his Chamber to re- 
p ofe himſelf, he called for Mariamne to come to him, out of a 
Deſite of then having conjugal Converſation with her. At his Call 
ſhe ſo far obeyed, as to go into the Chamber to him: But on his 
offering her his Careſſes and Embraces, ſhe rejected them with the 


4utmoſt Averſion ; and added over and above ſuch bitter Reproachs 
” ſor the Death of her Relations, as provoked and enraged the Ty- 


rant to ſo high a Degree, that he had much ado to forbear laying 
violent Hands immediately upon her, for the revenging of the In- 
digaity. Salome, on her underſtanding how the Matter * 
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took the Advantage of this fit of Rage he was then in, to ſend. ia 


- his Butler to him, whom ſhe had before ſuborned for this Purpoſe, 
nd MW to accule —.— of tempting him to adminiſter to him a poi- 
ie) WW ſonous Cup. This adding to the Rage with which he was then 
FE too much excited againſt her already, he forthwith ordered her fa- 
w vourite Eunuch, without whoſe Privity he knew ſhe did nothing, 
ty to be put on the Rack; but all that could be extorted from him 
y vn, that it was ſomething which Sohemus had told Mariamne that 
5 had put her into ſo ill an Humour. Herod on his hearing bf this, 
from bis Rage of Anger, fell into as violent a Rage of Jealouſy ; 
er, and therefore crying out, that Sobemus, who had hitherto heen ſo 


ng faithful to him, could never have been induced to hetray this Se- 
m, cret to her, but at the Price of an adulterous Converſation, he or- 
leg dered him immediately to be put to Death; and having packed a 
nd WM Bench of Judges out of ſuch as were his Creatures, brought Ma- 
ith Wl 7:amne before them to be tried for her Life; who finding, by the 
the WM Vehemency, with which Herad in Perſon proſecuted the Accuſa- 
tion, that no other Sentence but that of Death would be accept- 
to Wl able to him, accordingly paſſed it upon her; but none thought, 
it. vor did he then intend, that the Execution ſhould be precipitated, 
"= but that ſhe ſhould be confined to ſome of his Caſtles; and this 
to at firſt was his Reſolution: But the Malice of his Mother and 
eff bis Siſter was ſo bitter againſt her, by reaſon of the Affronts ſhe 
n, bad put upon them in upbraiding them with the Meanneſs of their 
Extraction, and for other Womaniſh Quarrels had between them, 
e- WI that they would not let him be at quiet till ſhe was put to Death. 
je- They urged, that if ſhe was kept alive, the People would riſe in 
if ber Behalf ; and that there was no other Way to keep Things 
he quiet, but by cutting her off. By which Suggeſtion Herod being 
mo Wl terrified, ordered her Execution. In the Way as ſhe was led to 
ve it, ſhe was accoſted by Alexandra her Mother, who fell on her 
to MW with bitter Railings, accuſing ber of being wicked and ungrateful 
at towards a kind and affectionate Huſband, and telling her that ſhe 
e- bad what ſhe deſerved ; and all this ſhe expreſſed with ſuch a-ſeeming 
Emotion of Spirit, as if ſhe would fly in her Face all the Way ſhe 
all t. She fearing her Turn might come next, and therefore, to 
bu fave her Life, ſhe ated this ſcandalous and ſhameful Part; but her 
he MW Daughter, without anſwering her a Word, paſſed on in Silence; 
only by her Looks ſhe expreſſed ſome Shame and Concern for ler 
y- Mother's expoſing herſelf in ſo odd and extravagant a Manner in * 
this Caſe; otherwiſe ſhe went on to her Execution with an intre- 
n- pid Mind, without changing Colour upon the Approach or Ap- 
t, prehenſions of Death, but died as ſhe had lived, gieat, firm, and 
K ſearleſs to her laſt. And thus ended the Life of this virtuous and 
excellent Princeſs.

Fot he had ao ſooner 
in a (et Speech made. the Propoſal, but the whole Senate with an 
unanimous Voige diſſuaded him from it, and prefied him with all 
manner of Arguments to take upon him alone the Whole Govern- 
ment of the Raman Empire; Which at length he yield to with 
a ſeeming Reluctancy; and by this Management brought it abauc 
that the Monarchy of the whole Roman Empire ng at this Time, 
by the unanimous Conſent both of the Senate and People.of Rama, 
conferred on him for ten Years. For he would got accept af it 
for any longer Term, pretending that by that Time be | 
he ſhould have ſettled all Things in ſuch Peace and Onder, chat 
there would be no further Need of him; but thathe might then 
wich Safety to the Commonwealth eaſe himſelf of the Burden, 
and put the Government again into the Hands of che People and 
denate, as it farmerly had bean. This Method he tak to make 
the Matter go the more plauſibly ; but with Intention, when thoſe 
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nu The SACRED HISTORY te 
ten Years would be expired, again to renew his Leaſe ; and ſo c- 


cordingly he did from ten Vears to ten Vears, as long as he lived; 
all this while governing the whole Roman Empire alone with an 
_ abſolute Authority. And therefore here ended the ancient Re- 
Publican Government of the Roman State. For all the Autho- 
rity of the People and Senate being now veſted in Ofavianus, it 
 _ Continued in him and his Succeſſors ever after, as long as the 
Noman Empire continued, without being ever again retrieved, 
With this new Power it was reſolved to confer on him a new 
Name: Some were for his aſſuming that of Romulus, thereby to

the furtheſt-People of the Eaſt, the ſame whom we now call 
the Chineſe. They being anciently famous for the making of 
Silk and filken Manufactures, hence (5) Serica became the Name 
of Silk, and Sericum of a filken Garment both among the Greeks 
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— 7 The Sees firſt uſed the Way of 'making Silk from the Web of the | 


Worm. From them that Name and Thing came to the Perſians, 
und from them to the Greeks and Latin. The firſt Time that = Silk 
was brought m Greece was on Alexander's having erſia, 
aud from thence it came into Itach, in the flouriſhing, Times of the Ro- 
men Empire. But it was a long while very dear in all theſe Veſtern 
Parts, as ng Weight for Weight of equal Value with Gold, a Pound 
of the one coſting a Pound of the other. For the 'Perfians took Care to 


mitting che Silk-Worms to be carried out of Perfia, or any to paſs from 
. Thence into the Veſt, that were {killed in the managing of them; and 
thus it continued to the Time of Fuffinian the Emperor, who died Anno 
Du. 565. He looking on it as a- great Hardſhip, that the Subjects of 
his Empire ſhould buy this Manufacture of the Perfians at ſo dear 2 
Rate, in order to put an End to this Impoſition ſent two Monks into 
india, to learn. there how the filken Trade was managed, and on their 
Return to bring the Silk-Worms with them, that ſo he might ſet up the 
Manufacture in his own Dominions. Thefe Monks on their Return told 
him, that the Sille Worms could not be — ſo long a journey; but 
— Fre them that their Eęgs might, and that them the 
Worms might be gated, he ſent them back the ſecond Time to 
bring of thoſe Eggs, who having effected what they went about, and 
brought to Conffantinaple on their Return thither great Quantities of thoſe 
4 , from them have been propagated all the Silk-Worms and Silk 

rade, which have ſince that been there, or any where elſe in Europe. 
Till that Time the Ancients were ſo ignorant how Silk was made, that 
It was a common Notion among them that it grew on the Tops of Trees. 
Bur fince that it bath been ſufficiently made known, that though Cot'on 
be produced from Trees, Silk is no where made, but by the Web of 
the Silk-Warm. For a long while Silk was worne only by Women, and 
it was thought a great Iuſtancy of Luxury and Effeminacy for a Man to 
Have any Part of his Garments. made of it; ſo that in the Beginning of 
the Reign of Tiberius, as Tacitus tells us. (Annal. lib. 2. cap. 33) —

wards it came into uſe for Men to wear Silk, it was at firſt only of the 
latter ſort ; that which was all Silk; was for a long Time left whol'y' to 
the ule of the Women; ſo that it was reckoned by Lampridius as one of 
the Infamous Parts of Helhbgabalus's Charecter, that he was the firſt Man 
that wore Holoſerienm.”

Keep this Manufacture for a long while wholly to themſelves, noc per. 
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This Year, it being the 13th of the Reign of Herod, (i) great 
Calamities fell upon the People of Fudea. 1 long Drought pro- 
duced a Famine, and that Famine a Peſtilence, which ſwept a- 
way great Numbers of the "Inhabitants. Herod, for the Remedy 


hereof (his Treaſure being then empty) melted down all the Plate 
of his Palace, even that which was moſt valuable for its Faſhion 


and Workmanſhip, and making Money of it, ſent it into Egypt 


to buy Corn, where there was then great Abundance of it; and by 


the Friendſhip of Petronius the Roman Prefect got ſufficient from 


thence not only to ſupply the Wants of all his own People, but 
alſo wherewith to relieve the Neceſſities of his Neighbours in 
Syria, who were under the ſame Diſtreſs. And whereas moſt of 
the Flocks 1 were conſumed by the Drought, ſo that 
there was not Wool enough in the Land for the — of the 
Inhabitants againſt Winter, he took care that ſuch tities 
were imported from foreign Countries, that every one the 
Approach of the cold Seaſon was provided with ſufficient to fenee 
him againft all the Severities of i:; by which Acts of Charity 
and Generoſity he not only reconciled unto him the Affection 
of his People, with_whom till now, by Reaſon of the Severities 
and Cruelties of his Government, he ſtood upon very ill Terms, 
but alſo made his Name famous among all the neighbouring Na- 
tions gaining among them the Reputation of a wiſe, gracious, 
and generous Prince, But he was not of a Temper long to hold 
this Character among his own People, For the Tyrannical 
Male-Adminiſtrations of his Government till continuing after 
this good Deed in the ſame Exceſs as before, what he gained by 
the one, was ſoon again loſt by the other ; and therefore he con- 
tinued to make himſelf, to his Life's End, the general Odium 
and Averſion of thoſe over whom he reigned ; and it_was owing 
only to the Protection and Power of Auguſtus, and the Romans, 


that he was ſupported againſt it.

N Autumn this Vear began a Sabbatic Year,

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above them all; with an abſolute Power to do all Things in the 
Government of the Empire according to his arbitrary Will and 
good Pleaſure, and many Things elſe were decreed in his Honour, 
through the Flattery of ſome,. who courted his Favour, and the 
Fear of others, who dreaded his Power. 

Herod being now at Peace, and in full Proſperity, (5) ſet him- 
ſelf on the building of a ſtately Palace on Mount Sion, which was 
the higheft Part of the City of Feruſalem, and made it a Structure 
of that Largeneſs and Magnificence, that in ſome manner it ex- 
ceeded herein even the Temple itſelf, And it was more eſpecially 

famous 
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famous for to large and ſumptuous Apartments erected in it ; the 
one of Which he, called Cæſareum, in Honour of Auguſtus Caſar ;. 
and the other Agrippeum, in Honour of Agrippa, Augu/tus's prin- 
cipal Favourite. 25 N . 
| This fame Year (c) Hered furniſhed Auguſtus with five hundred 
Men out of his Guards, for the carrying on of an Expedition 
againſt the Southern Arabs. (d) Auguſtus having heard of the 
Wealth of thoſe People, that they aboundtd in Gold and Silver, 
and other Riches, propoſed either by Treaty to make them his 
Friends, and ſo open à Way for Commerce with them, or elſe by 
Conqueft to make them his Subjects; and could he compaks either 
of them, he. expected thereby much to augment the Wealth and 
Riches of his Empire. And he had alſo this further View, that 
in Caſe he ſhould either as Friend or Conqueror gain a Footing in 
that Country, he ſhould through it have an eaſy Way open for 
the ſubduing of the Troghedites ; their Country being ſeparated 
from the Sauthern Arabia only by the narrow Streights now called 
the Streights of Babelmandel, through which the Sabian Gulph 
diſchargeth itſelf into the Southern Ocean; for as the Arabs dwell 
on the Ea/tern-/ide of thoſe Streights, the Trdglodites did then 
dwell over- againſt them on the W/eftern-fide. Ælius Gallus, a 
Roman of the Equeſtrian Order, was the General ſent on this 
Expedition, for which Auguſtus furniſhed him with ten thouſand 
Men; to theſe were added the five hundred Men from Herod 
above-mentioned, and a thouſand more that were brought him by 
2 from Obodas King of the Nabathæan Arabs, This Ob- 

as had ſucceeded Malchus in that Kingdom, and Syllæus was his 
chief Miniſter, and a Perſon of great Craft, Vigour, and Appli- 
cation, He knowing the Country, undertook to be Cal us Guide 
ih this Expedition, and thereby made it miſcarry by betray ing 
him in it. It was propoſed to march through the Country of the 
Nabath&ans, and from thence to enter on this Expedition; but 
Sy/leus falſely informing Gallus that there was no ate Paſſage thi- 
ther by Eand, this put him on building a Fleet to paſs thither by 

Sea; and therefore having provided an hundted and thirty Tran- 
ſports at Cleopatris, a Port at the Bottom of the Arabian Gulph, 
or Red Sea, he there put his Army on Board them, and failed to 
Leucocome, a Port of the Nabatheans, lying on the Eaftern-/ide 
of that Sea. This being a very dangerous Navigation, by reaſon 
of the many Rocks and Shelves that ate in that Part of the Gulph, 
and Syllzus piloting him the worſt Way through it; he was fif-

teen Days in the Paſſage, and loſt ſeveral of his Ships in it; and) 
when he was landed, ail his Army falling ſick of a. Diſeaſe com- 
mon in that Country, he was forced to lie by all the remaining 
Part of the Summer, and the Winter following to-wait their Re- 
covery. [ This Year, Herod. made Simon the Son of Boethus High- 
Prieft, and married his Daughter: He continued in that high 
Oe twenty Years, In Autumn this Year began the thirty-firſt 
Jubilee, and ended in the Autumn of the Year following. 
Anno az. Early (e) next Spring he ſet out from Leucocome 
A.M. 4462. in the Expedition in which he was ſent, and after 
Herod 18. a March of ſix Months Southward came into thoſe. 
Daniels 70 Parts of Arabia where he intended, vanquiſhing 
Weeks 439. in his March all that oppoſed him: But through 
the Difficulties of the Way which Syllæus treacheroully led him, 
the Heat of the Climate, and the Unwholeſomeneſs of the Air, 
Water, and Herbs of the Country, he had by this. Time loſt the 


Better Half of his Army; and therefore was forced again to re- 


turn without effecting any thing of what was deſigned, through 
want of ſufficient Strength to execute it. But by this Time per- 
ceiuing the Treachery of Syllzis, he marched back under the 
Conduc of other Guides, and by their Aſſiſtance returned in ſixty 
Days to the ſame Parts of the Nabathean Country, from whence 
he had been {ix Months in marching, out; and there ſhipping his 
Forces at the next Port called Negra, croſſed the Arabian Gulph 
in eleven Days, and landed at 4yos Hormus on the Egyptian Side, 
and from thence, by the Way of Coptus, led back the Remainder 
of his Army again to Alexandria, after having been two Years on 
this Expedition. The miſcarrying of it being wholly owing to 
the Treachery of Syllzus, (f) he was at length for this, among 
other Crimes then laid to his Charge, publickly executed at Rome, 
by the Rods and Axe of the Liftor : But this was not till ſeveral 
| Years after. In the Interim, there will be Occaſions of ſpeaking 
- again of him more than once in the future Series of this Hiſtory. 

While Gallus was in this Expedition, (g) Candace Queen of 
Ethiopia invading the Province of Thebais in the Upper Egypt with 
a large Army, took Syrena, and ſeveral other Places on the Bor- 
ders, and carried the Garriſon-Soldiers into Captivity ; whereon 
Petronins, then Prefect of Egypt, marched with an Army againſt 


ber; and having vanquiſhed her Forces in Battle, and driven them 


out of the Country, purſued them into Ethiopia; and having there 
Pierced above eight hundred Miles into the Country, ſubdued all

Ppbrastil King of Parthia being again driven out of his King- 
dom by Tiridates,/ (h) prevailed with the Scythians to bring him 
back with a great Army; whereon (i) Tiridates, with the Chiefs 
of his Party, fled to Rome, to pray the Aſſiſtaher of Auguſtur, 
promiſing to hold the Kingdom from him as his Homager, in caſe 
he might be reſtored by his Help: © Phraates hearing which Way 
he was fled, ſent Ambaſſadors to Rome after him thither, to obvi- 
ate his Drfigns, and to demand of Auguſtus the Delivery of his 
Rebel- Subjects to him, and the Releaſe of his Son, whom Tiri- 
dates had put into his Hands in the Manner as above related. Au- 
ruſtus having given them an Hearing, anſwered them in the ſame 
Manner as he had before at Antioch, that he would not deliver Ti- 
ridates into the Hands of Phraatzs, nor give either of them any 
Help againſt the other. However, that he might gratify both in 
ſomething, , he, permitted Tiridates to live under his Protection at

that Country. In the Beginning of this Year (5) Candace ſent 
an Army to beſiege it. Whereon Petronius, coming to the Aſſi- 

ſtance of his Garriſon raiſed the Siege, and forced Candace to ſue 

for Peace, On the coming of her Ambaſſadors to him for this 
Purpoſe, they were referred by him to Cæſar; but their Anſwer 
being, they knew not who Ceſar was, he ſent Meſſengers with 

them to conduct them to Auguſtus, who finding him. at Samos, 
there obtained from him the Peace which they deſired, and then 

returned again into Ethiopia.

(m) ſent Ambaſſadors to him to pray his Friendſhip. For being 
then upon ill Terms with his People, whom be had much alie- 
nated from bim by his Tyranny and Cruelty, he dreaded a foreign 
War; and he had Reaſon at that Time to fear it from Auguſtus :

Of the Time when this Sihl lived there are various Opinions. 
Juſtin Martyr in mentioning the Report (/) that ſhe was by De- 
ſcent a Babylonzan, and the Daughter of Beroſus the Hiſtorian puts 
her below the Time of Alexander. Very probably they miſtook her 
for Athetlars the ſecond Sibyl, (m) which was called the Erythræan, 
who lived about that Time; but ſhe never came to Came in 
Jraly. Virgil (n) makes her to have lived at Cumæ in the Time of 
the Trojan War, and to have been contemporary with Zneas. 
And others place her in the: Time of Targuin the laſt King of 
Rome. Theſe laſt found their Opinion upon the ſuppoſal, that it 
was ſhe herſelf that brought the Books of her Prophecies to that 
King, but this is no where ſaid. The Story which they tell us 
of this Matter is as followeth. * 1 86. | 
While Targuin, the ſecond of that Name reigned at Rome, (o) 
there came a certain Woman unto him of a foreign Country with 
nine Books containing the Oracles of the Sibyllt, which the offered 
to ſell to him; demanding for them three hundred Pieces of Gold. 
But Targuin refuſing to give that Price for them, ſhe burnt three 
of the nine, and then offered him the remaining fix at the fame 
Price, at which demand the being thought to be out of her Wits 
was rejected with Scorn and Laughter ; whereen ſhe burnt three 
others of them, and then offering him the remaining three per- 
ſiſted ſtill to demand the ſame Price for theſe, as ſhe firſt had for 
all the nine. At which ſtrange procedure Tarquin being moved, 
and thinking that there might be ſomething: in it more than ordi- 


nary, ſent for the Augurs to conſult with them about it; who on 


their examining into the Matter told him, that they found by cer- 
tain Signs, that what he had deſpiſed was a divine Gift; that it 
was a great Loſs and Damage that he had not bought all the nine 
Books that were firſt offered him, and therefore preſſed him to 
five the Woman for the remaining three the Price which ſhe ' 
asked. Whereon the Money being paid, and the Books delivered 
to Targuin, the Woman gave him ſtrict charge to keep them 
ſaſely, as containing Oracles relating to the future State of Rome, 
and after that ſhe diſappeared, and was no more ſeen. Hereon 
Tarquin putting theſe Books into a Stone Coffer laid them up in a 
Vault under-ground in'the Temiple of Fupiter in the Capitol, and 
appointed two of the principal of the Nobility to have the keep- 
ing of them, with ſtrict charge not to divulge them, or ſuffer any

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other beſides themſelves to have the Peruſal of them, or on any 


Occaſion whatſoever ſo much as in the leaſt to look into them; 
which was ſo ſtrictly required () that Marcus Attilius, one of 
the firſt to whoſe Cuſtody theſe Books were committed, having 
iven Liberty to Petronius Sabinus to take a Copy of theſe Books, 
was for this Breach of his Truſt ſown: up in a Sack and caſt 
into the River; which was a Puniſhment among the Romans, 
that never elſe uſed to be inflited, ſave only on Parricides. After 
the diflolution of the Regal Power the Commonwealth continued 
the fame regard to theſe Books, and ſeem to have craftily made them 
a main Engine of State in theenſuing Government for the quieting 
of the People in all Diſturbances that after happened among them, 
For whenever any great Misfortune befel them, any Prodigies ap- 
peared to fright them, or any other Accident or Occaſion made a 
Ruffle or Diforder among the People, theſe Books were ordered to 
be conſulted, and the Keepers of them uſually brought forth ſuch 
an Anſwer as ſerved the Purpoſe, and in many Difficulties the 
Governors of that State helped themſelves this Way. And 
therefore there was, nothing among the Romans, which they kept 
with a more ſtrict and ſacred Care, than theſe Books, that there- 
by the Uſe of them might be made the better to anſwer the End 
deſigned. For they always choſe the Keepers of them out of the 


chief of the Nobility, aſſigned them this Office for Term of Life, 


and exempted them from all the Burdens of the State both mili- 
tary and civil, as Men wholly conſecrated to this one Thing 
only. Theſe (2) at firſt were only two, afterwards they were 
augmented to ten, and after that again to fifteen, None were 
allowed to look into theſe Books fave theſe only, and not they 
neither but when on any Exigency of the State they were ordered 
ſo to do by a Decree of the Senate, Theſe Books (r) were thus 
carefully kept till the Civil Wars of Sylla and Marius; when the 
Capitol being accidentally ſet on Fire, and burnt down to the 
Ground, theſe Boeks were burnt with it. This happened while

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Conſuls at Rome in the Year before Chriſt eighty-three. But ſeven 
Years after the Capitol being again rebuilt (t) Caius Scribonius 
Curio being then Conſul, made a Motion in the Senate about the 
reſtoring the Siby/line Oracles, The Uſe of them for the Pur- 
poſes above-mentioned having been found very beneficial to the 
Commonwealth in Caſes of publick Difficulties, it was reſolved by 
no Means to be without them, were it poſſible they could be an 
way again retrieved, And therefore the Senate having taken t 
Matter into their Conſideration, and underſtanding that there were 
none of theſe Oracles then preſerved at Cumæ, where that S73yl 
propheſied, whoſe Books were burnt ; but that there were ſome 
of them at Erythre in Jonia, where ſhe was born, () they ſent 
thither P. Gabinius, M. Otacilius, and Lucius Valerius, three Am- 
baſſadors from their Body, to take Copies of them, and bring 
them to Rome ; who having there gathered together, from the Pa- 
pers of ſeveral private Perſons, about a thouſand Verſes in the 
Greck Language, owned to be the Prophecies and Oracles of this 
and other 225 came back with them to Rome; and at the ſame 
Time Enquiry being alſo made at Samos, IJlium, and other Cities 
in Greece, Sicily, Africa, and Ttaly, for the like Oracles and Pro- 
phecies of the S:by/ls, great Numbers that were eſteemed ſuch 
were gotten together, and laid up in the Capitol, to ſupply the 
Place of thoſe that were burnt. But there was this great Dif- 
ference between the Sibylline Books that were burnt with the Ca- 
pitol, and thoſe that were afterwards put in their Place, that 
whereas the former, having never been in any other Hands than 
thoſe to whoſe Cuſtody they had been committed, were vulgarly 
known to none, it was otherwiſe as to the latter: For they having 
been in the Hands of the Vulgar, in all Places where they were 
collected before they were brought to Rome, were till after that 
Collection vulgarly known as before, and much more ſo, becauſe 
the Reputation, which the Romans gave them by making this Col- 
ion of them, made them the more to be enquired after, and 
the more to be diſperſed ; whereby it came to paſs, that of all 
this Collection laid up in the Capitol there was ſcarce any one 
Prophecy or Oracle of which there were not Copies in private 
Hands; and from them Virgil had that Sibylline Prophecy of the 
Coming of Chrif, and the Reſtoring of Juſtice, Righteouſneſs, 
and Bleſſedneſs to the World by him, which he hath ſet forth in 
bis fourth Eclogue; and from them came alſo the many other 
Prophecies, which at this Time went abroad of the ſame Import.

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But the Uſe which the Romans propoſed to make of theſe Oracle 
being much defeated by their being thus vulgarly known, a Law 
1 made, (10) that all that had any Copies of them ſhould bring 

em in to the Pretor of the City, and all were prohibited, under 
Pain of Death, to retain any of them. But, notwithſtanding, 
many; that had Tranſcripts of theſe Oracles, till privately keep- 

1g them in their Hands, and their Number increafing by ney 
12 9 55 made of them, Auguſtus, on his taking on him the 

Tigh-Priefthood of Rome, (x) revived the Law; whereon ſo 
many Copies of theſe pretended Prophecies being brought in 2 
amounted to a great Multitude of Volumes, he ordered them all 

rictly to be examined; and having burnt and deſtroyed all that 
were diſapproved, to the Number of two thouſand Volumes above- 
mentioned, repoſited the reſt for the Uſe of the State. Theſ: 
afterwards (y) Tiberius cauſed to be examined over again, and 
burnt many more of them, preſerving only ſuch as were of Mo- 


ment, and found worthy of Approbation for that Service of the 


State for which they were originally intended. And te theſe, a 
long as Rome remained Heathen, great Recourſe was made: For 
about this Time, on the Coming of Chri/? aur Saviour, the Great 
Oracle of all Truth, (z) moſt of the other Oracles ceaſing, the 


-Sibylline Prophecies, and the Sortes Virgilianæ, the Sortes Prene/ling, 


with ſome other like fooliſh Inventions for Divination, were the 
only Oracles they had to conſult. And in this Uſe theſe Sihhllin 
Prophecies continued till the Year of our Lord 399, when they 
were utterly deſtroyed: For not long before that Time, (a) a 
Prophecy being given out' by the Heathen Romans, pretended to 


be taken from the Siby/line Writings, which imported that Petr 
having 7 founded the Chriſtian Religion to laſt for the 


Term of three hundred and fixty-five Years only, it was at the 


End of this Term wholly to vaniſh, and be no more profeſſed 


in the World ; and this Term expiring in the Year of our Lord 
398, (for that was juſt three hundred and fixty-five Years after 

Briſt's Aſcenſion into Heaven, and the firſt Eſtabliſhing of the 
Chriſtian Religion thereupon) Honorius the Roman Emperor, taking 
the Advantage hereof, to convict theſe Writings of manifeſt Fot- 
gery and Impoſture, (2) ordered them all to be deſtroyed ; and 
accordingly the next Year after, (that is, in the Year *

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Stile, by Virtue of a Decree from him, burnt all thoſe 
Wodan Wikkings, and pulled down and utterly demoliſhed the 
Temple of Apollb, in which they were repoſited. And (e) the 
fame Year became fatal to many other Heathen Temples in Africa, 
and elſewhere through the Roman Empire. i. $I 
There is ſtill eee, in eight Books of Greet Verſe, a Col- 
ſion of Oracles, pretended-to be the Sibylline, T his Collection 
muft have been made about theYear of our Lord 138. It could not 
be earlier, for therein (4) Mention is made of the next Succeſſor of 
Adrian, that is, Antoninus Pius, who did not ſucceed him till the 
Year 138. And it could not be later, becauſe Ju/tin Martyr in 
his Writings ſeyeral T imes quotes it, and appeals to it; the earli- 
eſt of which was written about that Lear. But whether this 
was 4 true Collection of the Oracles called S:hyllinz, or a fictitious 
Compoſure made out of a pious Fraud by ſome Chriſtian of the 
Time, when it was firſt publiſhed, is a Queſtion among learned 
Men. (e] Baronius, (V . Biſhop Mountagus of Norwich, and 
others, would have it to be genuine, that is, to contain a true 
Collection of what was received among the Heathens for the Ora- 
cles of the Sibylls before Chriſt was born. [Which Notion is here 
oppoſed by Dr. Prideaux in his own Edition. But on further Con- 
fideration of this Matter in all its Parts, the Truth appears to 
me to be thus: That the preſent Collection is a groſly augmented 


ind interpolated one; but that the Copy cited by the ancienteſt 
Chriſtians before the Days of Con/lantine was genuine, and con- 
tained the true Prophecies of the Old gil. Not ſuch as the 
Romans made uſe of 4 of Idolatry, and Tricks of State, 
but ſuch as ſupported the Worſhip of the one true God, and fore- 
told che Coming of the Meſſiah, and of that Kingdom be was to 
ſet up in the World. Of all which Matters ſee my Efay an the 
$ibylline Oracles at large. ] TER: 


Alexander and Ariſtobulus, Herod's Sons by Mariamne, havin 
on their Return from Rome lived three Years at Home with their' 
Father, (g) at length fell grievouſly under his Diſpleaſure. 
The young Men, in the Heat of their Youth, let fall many 
raſh Words, which expreſſed their Reſentments ſor the Death 
of their Mother, with Threats of Revenge upon thoſe who had' 
been the Authors of it; at which Salome and Pheroras, who' 
were the chief Adviſers of her Execution, being alarmed, laid'

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Plots for the Ruin of the two young Men, to prevent their own, 
In order whereto, they took Care that all the raſh Words, which 
theſe young Men had at any Time indiſcreetly bolted out on. the 
Subject of their Mother's Death, were all repreſented to Herod ag 
2— Threats againſt himſelf; and the more to enſnare them, 
requent Occaſions were taken to provoke them to ſpeak out all 
the Anger and Indignation which they had conceived in their 
Minds concerning this Matter ; which being carried to Herod, 
with all the malicious Gloſſes and Aggravations which the Words 
could admit, had all the Effect which was intended, in exciting 
in him Jealouſies againſt theſe his two Sons, as if they were hatch- 
ing ill Deſigns againſt his Perſon. And therefore, whereas hither- 
to they had beld the firſt Place among his Sons, as thoſe who were 
deſigned next to ſucceed in the Kingdom on their Father's Death, 
he brought Artipater, another Son of his, to Court, and placed 
him over their Heads, This he did in order to humble the two 
Brothers, and bring them to a better Temper ; but it wrought 
the quite contrary Way, in provoking them to greater Diſcontents, 
' and- more intemperate Language than before: Of all which No- 
tice being conſtantly carried to Herod, it further exaſperated him 
againſt them; and Antipater, who was a very crafty, as well asa 
very malicious Man, was not wanting to make the Advantage of 
all this for his own Intereſt, This Aniipater was Herod's eldeſt 
Son by Doris his firſt Wife ; but ſhe being divorced on bis Mar- 
Triage with Mariamne, her Son was bred up in private, till he was 
brought to Court on this Occafion ; and when fixed there, be 
ſoon brought his Mother thither alſo; and from this Time, have- 
ing the Crown in-conſtant View, he became the chief Inftrument 
in procuring the Deſtruction of the two Brothers, the better to 
ſec ure his Succeſſion to it on his Father's Neath. 

Agrippa being (+) called ta Rome, (i) Sentius Saturninus and 
Titus Volumnius ſucceeded him in the Government of Syria and 
Phenicia : Some would have Saturninus only to have been Preſi- 
dent, and Yolumnizs no other than as Legate, or elſe as Ce/ar's 
' Procurator under him, but Joſephus ſpeaks of him as in Joint- 
Commiſſion. But before Agrippa departed, (4) Herod waited on 
him in Ala, S thither with him, whom he in- 
troduced to Agrippa's Favour, and ſent him to Rome with him, 
(/) where, by Virtue of Recommendatory Letters from his Fa- 
ther, he got into the good Grace of Auguſtus, and many of the 
great Men of Rome. But while thus abſent he ceaſed not to

carry on his Plot againſt the two Brothers, often exciting Herod 
2gainſt them by his Letters, which he craftily wrote in a Style, 
which concealing all Manner of Malice againſt the accuſed, ex- 
prefled only a Concern for his Father's Safety. 

Anno 12. Agrippa, on his Return to Rome, (m) was ſent 
A.M. 4473. againſt the Pannonians, who had revolted ; but on 
Herod 26. his coming againſt them the Rebels, being frighted 
Daniels 70 by the Terror of his Name, ſubmitted to ſuch 
Weeks 450. Terms as were required; whereupon Agrippa re- 
turning fick in Campama, fell, and there died. He was the 
chief Favourite of Augu/tus, and having married Julia, 4uguſtus's 
only Daughter, ſhared with him in the Government, and bore a 
great Part of the Burden of it. On his Death Auguſius ſtanding 
in need of another Aſſiſtant, (n) made Choice of Tiberius, the 
Son of Livia by her former Hufband, but very unwillingly, as 
knowing the Man; but for want of a better being neceſſitated to 
fix. on him, he gave him his Daughter Julia, the Widow of the 
deceaſed, to Wife, cauſing him to divorce his former Wife to 
make Room for her. aſe | 

inn The Breach between Herod and his Sons by Ma- 
A.M. 4474- riamne {till growing wider and wider, by the Mans 
Herod 27. of thoſe that did ill Offices between them, it at 
DaniePs 70 length came to that Paſs, that Herod, being no 
Weeks 451. longer able to bear them, (o) took them along with 
him into Itah, and made this Voyage thither of purpoſe to ac- - 
cuſe them before Augu/tus ; and having found him at Aquileia, he 
went to Rome with him, and there brought the Cauſe before him. 
His Charge againſt. them was, that they carried themſelves un-. 
dutifully and inſolently towards him, and had formed Deſigns by 
Poiſon to take away his Life. But of this laſt Charge, wherein 
lay the main of the Accuſation, nothing appearing but Jealouſieg 
and groundleſs Suſpicions, Auguſtus acquitted the young Men; 
and having reconciled their Father. to them, ſent them all Home 
made fully Friends. Herod, on his Return to Feruſalem; having 


called the People together in the Temple, related to them ts

by Auguſtus, he named Antipater in the firſt Place to ſucceed him ;

Daniels 70 Place with great Solemaity, and in Compliment to 
Weeks 452.  Auguftus, from bis Name of Ceſar, called it Ce- 
fſarea. He there made, by an Artificial Mole of great Expence, 
an excellent Port, large enough for a-great Number of Ships to 
ride fafely in; and the City which he there built was, next to 
Feruſalem, the largeſt, the beſt, and moſt magnificent of all in 
that Country; and when Fudes fell under the Roman Yoke, this 
was moſtly made the Seat () of the Procurator, who governed 
that Province. After this, (7) be built ſeveral other Cities, as 
Antipairis, Cypron, and Phaſaclis. The firſt he named from his 
Father, the ſecond from his Mother, and the third from Phaſael 
his Brother: And from him alſo he named a large Tower, which 
he built at Jeruſalem, of equal Size with that of Pharus near 
Hlexandrie, calling it the Tower of Phaſael, of which Mention 
hath been (5) already made. =? 

The Re-edifying of the Temple of Feruſalem by Herod being 
finiſhed at the End of nine Years and a half from his firſt Begin» 
ning of the Building, he celebrated with great Pomp and Expence 
the Dedication of it; and the Day appointed for it falling in with 
the Day of the Year when he firſt received the Crown, this aug · 
mented the Solemnity. Within five Years our Lord was born. 
Anno 9. The Jetus of Aſa and Cyrene being now oppreſſed 
A. M. 4476. by the Heathen Inhabitants among whom they 
Herod 29. dwelt, and not permitted to live according to their 
Daniel's 70 on Laws and Religion, and the Privileges former- 
Weeks 453- ly granted them in order hereto, (t) addrefled them- 
ſelves to Auguſtus for Relief in this Grievance, and obtained from 
him an Edict in their Favour, whereby all was decreed for them 

that they deſired. | 


- Salome, Pheraras, and Antipater, (u) purſuing their Plot againſt 
the Sons of Mariamne, took Care that ſo many falſe Stories were 
carried to Herod concerning them, and ſuch ill Repreſentations of 
their Conduct were from, Time to Time, partly by their Agents, 
and partly by themſelves, continually made unto him, that at 
length this cauſed another open Breach between him and the two

— of a- very ſuſpicious Temper, and the Conſciouſneſs of 
his tyrannical and oppreſſive Conduct in the Government making 
him more ſo, he ſwallowed for Truth all that: Alexanders Papers 
repreſented to him; whereon, ſuſpecting every body, and truſting 
no body, he raged like a Madman againſt all, condemning ſome 
te Death, and tormenting others till they expired on the Rack, 
becauſe they would riot confeſs what they knew nothing of ; 
whereby, having turned his Palace inte a Slaughter- houſe, and 
filled it all over with Confuſion and Horror, he ſeemed to act as 2 


Madman, and one truly bereaved of his Senſes, -

he put on a ſeeming Rage againſt him, that outdid that of Hered, 
threatning to take his Daughter from him; and vented himſelf in 
ſuch other bitter Expreffions againſt him, as at length br | 
Herod to be his Advocate, and with Fears to plead with him for 
his Son, that his Wife might not be taken from him, As ſoon ag 
Archelaus found {Tered in this Temper, he came ſeriouſly to the 
q Matter, 
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Matter, and by his Wiſdom and good Addreſs managed it ſo, ag 


to procure another Reconciliation between Herod and his Sons; 


and hereon all Jealouſies and Suſpicions being laid aſide on one 
Part, and all Reſentment and Diſcontent on the other, Peace was 


again reſtored to that diſtracted Family. Herod was very ſenſible 
of the great Kindneſs Archelaus did him in extricating him out of 
ſuch great Difficulties, and therefore made him great Preſents in 
Acknowledgment of it, and on his Return accompanied him in the 
Journey as far as Antioch, where he reconciled him to Titus Vo- 


lumnius the Roman Governor of Syria, between whom and Arche- 


laus there had been before ſome difference. This Archelaus (+) was 
Grandſon to that Archelaus who reigned in Egypt, and great 
Grandſon to him of the ſame Name, that was General of Mi- 


thridates's Army in his Wars with Hylla, Antony from High-Prieft 


of Comana in Pontus made him King of Cappadocia, on the Ac- 
count of a criminal Converſation he had with -Glaphyra his Mo- 
ther. 

Aſter this Herod went to Rome to acquaint Auguſtus with what 


was done in this Affair. For he having written to him of this ſe- | 
cond Breach with his Sons, and. in his Letters accuſed them of 


many high Crimes and treaſonable Practices againſt him and preſ- 
fed: bard to have them brought to Juſtice, it was thought proper 


be ſhould: make this Journey to give him an Account of the Re- 


conciliation he had made with them. 

. While he was thus abſent, (5) the Thieves of Trechanitis, 
taking the Advantage of it, returned to their old Trade, and ra- 
vaged with their Depredations all the Parts of Judæa and Cœle- 
Syria, that lay within their Reach; which created Herod great 


Trouble, and at length involved bim. in thoſe Difficulties with 


Auguſtus, as had like utterly to have excluded him his Favour, as 

will be hereafter related. It hath been above-mentioned how Herod 
having received from Augufius the Provinces of Auranitis, Tra - 
chonitis and Batanæa, ſet himſelf to ſuppreſs thoſe Thieves, which 
from the Mountains and Caves of Trachonitis infeſted all that 
Country. This having fully effected, he forced thoſe Free-booters 
to betake themſelves to the culture of their Land, for their Sub- 
ſiſtance; but being ſoon weary of this courſe of Life, on Herod's 
former going into Italy with his two Sons, to accuſe them beſore 


Auguſtus, they took that Opportunity to revolt from him, and re- 


turn again to their old Trade; but being quickly broken and re- 
duced by the King's Forces, forty of the Ringleaders of them fled 
into Arabia Petræa, where Hllæus, who governed all under Obo- 
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das King of that Country, not only received them under his Pro- 
tection, but gave them alſo a ſtrong Fortreſs in that Country 
called Repta for their Retreat and ſafe Habitation; from whence 
on Herod's laſt going to Rome, they made inroads into Judæa and 
Cœle- Syria, and miſerably ravaged all thoſe Countries, and Syllzus, 
out of the Hatred he bore to Herod, countenanced and protected 
them herein. The Reaſon of Syllæus's Hatred to Herod was (2), 
Sylleus would have married Salome Herod's Siſter, and he had 
ained her Conſent hereto; but Herod requiring that he ſhould - 
Eft turn Few, and Sylleus not daring ſo to do for fear, as he ſaid, 
leſt the Arabians ſhould ſtone him to Death for it on his Return, 
this broke off the Match, and (a) Herod forced Salome to marry 
| Alexas a Confident of his; at which S$j//zus contracting a great 
S Hatred againſt Herod, expreſſed it on all Occaſions, till at length 
? in the Purſuit of it he procured his own Ruin, as will be here- 
after related. This was the ſame Sy//zus, who having under- * 
taken to be guide to Ælius Gallus in his march into the Southern 
Parts of Arabia betrayed him in all that Expedition, and .made it 
hows miſcarry thereby, as hath been above related at Anno 24 
and 23. | by 4 | 
Herad on his Return, finding his Country much diſturbed and 
damaged by theſe Trachonite Thieves, (6) applied himſelf imme 
diately to redreſs the Miſchief by puniſhing the Authors of it. 
But not being able to come at them, by reaſon of the Protection 
given them in Arabia by Syllæus, he reſolved to revenge the wrong 
on thoſe that were related to them. And therefore paſſing into 
Trachonitis, and ſearching through the whole Country, he put all - 
to Death whom he found there of the Families and Kindred of 
any of thoſe who were at Repta, by which thoſe Thieves being 
exceedingly exaſperated, they in Revenge hereof renewed their In- 
roads in a deſperate Manner, and damaged the Country more than 
ever before. | | 
The Pontifices at Rome (c) having for thirty-ſix Years, from 
the Time that Julius Cæſar reformed the Roman Kalendar, made 
every third Year a Leap Year inſtead of every fourth, by this 
Error three Days were now added to the Reman Year more than 
ſhould be; which being obſerved, Auguſtus this Year as High- 
Prieſt rectified the Miſtake, and for the bringing of all to Rights 
ordered firſt that for the 'twelve enſuing Years no Leap Year 
ſhould be at all, and 2dly, that, after the Expiration of the faid 
twelve 
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twelve ' Years, the Leap Years ſhould thenceforth be made every 
fourth Year ; by the firſt Part of which Order the three ſuper- 
added Days being flung out, and by the ſecond the Leap Years 
fixed to their true Times according to Julius Cæ ſar's Inſtitution, 
the Form of this Year bath ever fince regularly proceeded, 
und is under the Name of the Old Style ſtill in uſe among us even 
to this Day, as hath been already (d) above-mentioned. At the 
/ fame Time that Auguſtus made this Reformation, (e) a Decree 
paſſed the Senate and People of Rome, that the Month, hitherto 
called $zxrilrs, ſhould thenceforth from his Name be called Au- 
15, and ſo it hath been ever ſince in the Roman Kalendar, 
and all others that are formed from it: as had Quintilis been called 
ulius from Julius Cæſar before. See Anno 44. | 
This Year died (/) Horace the Poet, and ( ) Meacenas his 
great Patron, who, next Agrippa, was the greatett Favourite of 
Auguſtus, and was always a true and faithful Counſellor to 


him. 
Anno 7. Herod being ſtill vexed by the Trachonite Thieves, 
A. M. 4478. Who had taken ſhelter in Arabia, (/) applied to Sa- 
Herod 31. turninus and Volumnius the Roman Governors of 
DaniePs 70 Syria, with complaint againſt 'Syllzus for his Pro- 
Weeks 455- tecting of them, and at the ſame Time commen- 
ced a Suit againſt him before the ſaid Governors for a Debt of 
Talents; which Slut had borrowed of him for the Ser- 
vice of King Obodas. To make Anſwer to all this, Sy/lzus was 
forced to appear at Berytus before the ſaid Governors; and there 
on Herod's having made good his Allegations againſt him, to ſtave 
off farther Proceedings at that Time, he bound himſelf by Oath 
within thirty Days to pay the ſaid Debt, and deliver up all Fu- 
gitives to Herod, that were within the Dominions of Obodas. But (i) 
when-the Day came he performed neither of theſe Engagements, 
but went away to Rome. Whereon Herod applied again to Saturninus 
and Yolumnius, and having obtained their Licence to right him- 
felf by Arms, marched into Arabia with an Army, and deftroy- 
ed Refta, the Neſt of thoſe Thieves, and flew as many of them 
0 there fell into his Hands. While he was doing this, one Na- 
cebus' an Arabian Captain coming to the Aſſiſtance of thoſe 


Thieves, 
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Thieves, Herod gave him Battle, and in the conflict flew him 


with five and twenty of his Men, and put the reſt to flight. And 
after having thus revenged himſelf of thoſe Thieves, and their 
Abetters, be marched back again without doing any burt to the 
Country, and on bis Return placed three thouſand /dumeans in 
Trachonitis, to keep the Thieves of that Country from'any more 
exerciſing their uſual Depredations. Syllæus at Rome, having re- 
ceived an Account of all this, (4) immediately went to A 
with a lamentable Account, exceedingly magnifying the Matter, 
as ſetting forth, beyond all Truth, that Herod had invaded Ara- 
bia with a great Army, ravaged and ruined the Country, pillaged 
Repta of a vaſt Treaſure there laid up, and ſlain two thouſand 
five hundred Arabians of the firſt Rank, and with them Macebus 
their General, bis Friend and Kinſman ; at which Auguſtus being 
exceedingly offended, wrote Heroda very ſharp Letter, and for ſome 
Time on this Account Herod was abſolutely out of his Favour, till 
at length he became informed of the exact Truth of the Matter, 
In the interim (/) died Obodas King of the Nabathæan Arabs, 
being poiſoned by Syllæus. He had laid the Plot for his Death 
before he left Arabia, and his whole Buſineſs at Rome was to 
make an intereſt with Auguſtus for the Succeſſion, when the 
avoidance ſhould happen. But the Nabathzans, without making 
any Application to Auguſtus for a new King, or waiting. his 
Pleaſure at all about it, immediately placed on the Throne of the 
deceaſed one Aneas, who afterwards, by a Name very com- 


mon among the Arabian Kings, was called Hareth, in Greek. 


Aretas. The Country where he reigned was Arabia Petraa, ſa 
called from Petra the Metropolis; and the Inhabitants being de- 
ſcended from Nebaioth, one of. the Sons of Ibmael, were from 
him named Nababæant. Gen. xxv. 1 3. xxviui. 9. 

n) Dionyſius of Halicarnaſſus this Year began to write his Ro- 
man Hiftory, He continued it down in twenty Books to the 
Time of the firſt Punic War, and there ended it where Palybius 
begun, But of theſe twenty Books only eleven now remain, the 
reſt being loſt. It is written in Greek, and is the fulleſt and tha 


moſt accurate of all that have been written of the Roman Affairs. 


He came to Rome twenty-two Years before he begun the compo» 
ſure of this Book, a great Part of which Time he ſpent in cole 
lecting Materials for it.

A. M. 4479. content, for which various Cauſes are given by Hi. co 
Hlerod 32. ſtorians, (n) left Rome, and retired to Rhodes, on che 
Daniel's 70 Pretence of improving himſelf in that Place by his 
Weeks 456. Studies, where he continued about ſeven Years in a 
private Life. He had a great Difficulty in the obtaining of Au- 
g#utus's Conſent: for this Retirement, but greater afterwards to- gain 
his Permiſſion to return. | 
Herod (o) at this Time was involved in great Perplexities ; his 
Quarrel with the Sons of Mariamne again revived, and at the 
fame Time being out of Favour with Auguſtus on the Account of 
Syllæuss Information, the Trachonites taking the Advantage here- 
of, in Conjunction with the Arabians, over-powered Herod's Idu- 
mean Guards which he had placed in that Country, and begun 
again their uſual-Depredations : And Herod durſt not right himſelf 
on them, for fear of further diſpleaſing of - Augu/tus. To remove 
the Prejudices which Auguſtus had conceived againſt him, he ſent 
two Embaſlies to Rome, but neither of them could obtain an Au- 
dience from him. Of which theſe Thieves having an Account, 
were encouraged thereby to carry further on their Ravages againſt gr 
him; which at length growing to that Height of Oppreſſion, as tic 
to be no longer tolerable, he reſolved to make Trial of a third T 
Embaſſy, and employed Nico/aus Damaſcenus herein. On his Ar- th 
rival at Rome, being informed how much Augu/tus was prepoſſeſſed bu 
with Syllzus's Information againſt Herod, he durſt not directly fre 
apply to him about that Matter. But finding there Ambaſſadors 8 
from the Nabatheans, be joined with them as their Advocate; P. 
purpoſing, in the pleading of their Cauſe, to bring in that of tie 
Herod's by the bye, and thus by a Side-Wind to come at the Cl 
clearing of what was alledged againſt him, "Theſe Ambaſſadors ly 


were then at Rome on a Two-fold Account; the firſt to compli- th 
ment Auguſtus from their new King, and the ſecond to accuſe tie 
 S/llzus of the poifoning of Obadas, and many other Crimes which w 
they had to object againſt him. As to the firſt Part of their Com- ye 
miſſion, Auguſius would give them no Audience, tho” they brought he 
very ſubmiſſive Letters from Aretas, and very valuable Preſents; ta 
being much diſpleaſed with him in that he had entered onthe Go- fo 
vernment without his Conſent. But as tothe other Part, that is, 4 
their Accuſation againſt Sy/Lzus, he appotined them a Day for the 
hearing of it. In the Management of which Cauſe Nicolaus be- A 


ing the chief Speaker, after having laid open his other Crimes, 
which were very many, he at length charged him with being 
guilty of a great Affront upon Auguſtus himielf, by audaciouſly YN - 
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impoſing on him Lies and Calumnies, and inſtanced in the Ac- 


count which he had given of the Action of Herod againſt the Ta- 
chonites at Repta, which he averred was all falſe from one End to 
the other: At which Auguſtus being ſtartled, bid him make out 
that, waving all other Particulars ; which Nicolaus having done, 
by laying before him the whole Truth of the Matter as above re- 
lated, and Sy/lzus, then preſent and confronted, not being able to 
contradict any one Point hereof, Angu/tu; gave Sentence againſt 
him, that he ſhould be carried back into Arabia, and made pay 
(Y) his Debt to Herod, and after that be put to Death; which 
was accordingly executed upon him, he being beheaded at Rome, 
as (q) Strabo, who lived in thoſe Times, aſſures us. TFo/ephus (r) 
tells us, that when he was carried back into Arabia, he there re- 
fuſed to do any thing of what he had been enjoined by Auguſtus ; 
and therefore, being hereof accuſed by Antipater in the Behalf of 
Herad his Father, he was ordered to be again brought to Rome, 
and then moſt likely was it that he was put to Death in the Man- 


ner as Strabo relates. 


Auguſtus being thereby (7) again reconciled to Herod, was 
grieved he had given ſo much of his Ear to Syl/zus's falſe Accuſa- 
tions againſt him : And therefore, to make him Amends, he had 
Thought of expelling Aretas out of the Kingdom of the Naba- 
theans, which he had taken Pofleffion of, and giving it to Hered ; 
but while he was thinking of it, Letters were delivered to bim 
from Herod, which made him alter his Purpoſe. For Antipater, 
Salome, and Pheroras, continuing ſtill to carry on their former 
Plot againſt the Sons of Mariamne, for the Reaſons already men- 
tioned, they filled the old King's Head ſo full of Jealouſies, Suſpi- 
cions, and falſe Accuſations againſt them, and thereby ſo thorough- 
ly poſſeſſed him of their being in a Conſpiracy againſt his Lite, 
that although nothing was proved againft them, but their Inten- 
tion of making their Eſcape from him into ſome other Country, 
where they might live out of the Reach of his tyrannical Cruelty, 
yet on the Probf of this one Particular only, believing all the reſt, 
he reſolved on their Deſtruction, and wrote to Augu/tus for the ob- 
taining of his Leave accordingly to proceed againſt them, ſetting 
forth to him all that he had to lay to their Charge; and he ſent 
Volumnius his Marſhal de Camp, and Olympus another of his

Fented him the Letters; which being full of Invectives UT 
Expreſſions againſt his Sons, Auguſtus, on the Peruſal of them, 
conſidering his Age, and preſent Misfortunes about his Children, 
thought it not proper in theſe Circumſtances to burthen hlm with 
the Care of another Kingdom; and therefore retracting his Reſo- 
lutions as to this Matter, he ſent for the Nabathean Ambaſſadors, 


accepted their Preſents, and confirmed Aretas in his Kingdom. 


However, he wrote a kind Letter to Herod, wherein having con- 
doled his Mi. fortune as to his Sons, be gave him full Liberty and 
Power to proceed againſt them according as their Crime ſhould 
be found to deferve, adviſing him to call a Council at Berytus, 
and there with the Aſſiſtance of the Governors of the neighbour- 
ing Provinces, together with Archelaus King of Cappadocia, and 
other Friends and Perfons of Honour, to hear and finally deter- 
mine the whole Matter. Hered being much pleaſed with this 


Letter, immediately (i) ſummoned a Council to meet at the Place 


mentioned, calling thither to it Saturninus and Volumnius, Gover- 
nors of Syria, and all others whom Augu/tus's Letter directed him 
to, excepting only Archelaus King of Cappadocia, who being Fa- 


|  *-ther-in-Law to Alexander, was thought by Herod too much ea- 


ged by that Relation to be an impartial Judge in this Matter, 
he Council being fat, Herod accuſed his Sons before them with 
that Vehemence, and laid fo many Things to their Cbarge, that 
the Majority being over-borne thereby, paſſed Sentence of Con- 
demnation againſt them, and left it to Herod to execute it as he 
mould think fit. Whereon, ſending them to Sæbaſte, he cauſed them 
there to be ſtrangled. And thus ended the Life of theſe unſortu- 
nate Brothers, who by too much expreſſing their Reſentments for 
their Mother's Death, provoked thoſe who had been the chief 
Authors of it, at length by like Artifices to procure theirs. In 
which Tragedy Salome, the Siſter of Herod, ated the chieſeſt 
Part; who being a very crafty and malicious Woman, ſeldom 
flood out where any Miſchief was to be done. She governed 
herſelf chiefly by Hered's Inclinations; and whatſoever wicked 
Purpoſes ſhe found him intent upon, ſhe humoured him, and 
always concurred with him therein; and by theſe wicked Means 
ſhe conſtantly maintained her Intereft with that bloody Tyrant, 
$90 — the firſt Place in his Favour and Confidence as long as 
lived. . |
